The  Academic  Address- 

The  opening  address  this  year  was  de- 
livered in  Reid  chapel  at  two  o'clock,  Sep- 
tember 20th,  by  Professor  Halsey  on  "The 
International  Position  of  the  United  States." 
The  speaker  indicated  the  United  States 
as  the  seventh  great  world  power  and  Japan 
as  the  eighth,  both  having  come  into  inter- 
national politics  recently.  And  he  empha- 
sized the  significance  of  the  fact  that  they 
are  distinctively  the  two  great  powers 
whose  interests  in  the  Pacific  Ocean  are 
paramount.  He  took  the  position  that  the 
cry  of  "yellow  peril"  in  regard  to  Japan  is 
shown  to  be  an  idle  one  by  all  that  Japan 
has  accomplished  and  is  accomplishing.  He 
also  maintained  that  the  large  international 
position  that  we  occupy  todaj'  has  not  only 
brought  us  to  a  place  where  we  may  have  a 
primacy  of  influence  for  international  con- 
cord, but  that  the  interest  in  foreign  mat- 
ters has  also  stimulated  the  American  peo- 
ple to  reform  and  progress  in  all  matters  of 
domestic  concern. 

The  Convocation  Sermon. 
The  convocation  sermon  was  delivered 
by  President  Harlan,  on  Sunday,  Septem- 
ber 25th,  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  A 
large  audience,  representing  the  three  de- 
partments of  the  University,  was  present, 
and  in  addition  a  large  number  of  the  towns- 
people. The  sermon  was  a  plea  for  greater 
unity  in  the  Christian  church.  He  dwelt 
especially  upon  the  desirability  of  co-opera- 
tive work  among  all  the  churches  of  a    city. 


for  the  purpose  of  overcoming  as  much  as 
possible  the  tendency  to  "over-churching" 
seen  in  many  places,  a  tendency  which 
would  be  a  great  blessing  if  the  churches 
were  really  working  together,  but  which 
under  existing  conditions,  is  the  cause  of 
much  strife  and  loss  of  energy.  He  closed 
with  an  expression  of  hope  that  the  time 
may  soon  come  when  the  common  interest 
of  all  the  churches  in  mankind  at  large  will 
lead  them  to  work  together  for  the  highest 
good,  in  a  christian  spirit  of  harmony. 
Vesper  Service. 

The  opening  union  Vesper  service  was 
held  in  Reid  .Memorial  Chapel  Sunday 
afternoon,  September  25.  President  Har- 
lan led  and  spoke  very  impressively  from 
the  passage  "and  where  thy  treasure  is, 
there  will  thy  heart  be  also."  Lack  of 
space  prevents  us  from  giving  a  synopsis 
of  the  sermon  at  this  time.

IN  MEMORIAM. 

Our  little  community  was  deeply  stirred 
by  the  sad  occurrence  of  last  Thursday. 
Seldom  does  such  a  feeling  of  social  kinship 
express  itself,  and  we  must  go  back  to  the 
terrible  night  of  the  ''  hard  February  "  of 
1899.  3.nd  the  boys  afloat  on  the  ice  fields  of 
Lake  Michigan  for  a  similar  experience. 

Frances  Parkhurst,  of  Danvers,  Illinois, 
the  only  daughter  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Parkhurst, 
came  to  Lake  Forest  for  the  first  time,  three 
weeks  ago,  to  enter  Ferry  Hall  Seminary. 
She  was  a  bright,  happy  child,  and  in  the 
village  where  her  home  was  she  was  beloved 
for  her  cheerful  and  loving  life,  short  as  was 
its  span.  She  lo\ed  the  little  children  and 
the}'  loved  her,  and  her  young  life  was 
wholesome  and  helpful.  To  her  there  came 
a  little  book,  descriptive  of  the  school  on 
the  north  shore,  amid  the  mingled  beauties 
of  water  and  forest,  and  a  great  desire  pos- 
sessed her  to  continue  her  studies  there. 
That  desire  was  gratified,  and  with  her 
mother  she  came  to  Lake  Forest  in  the 
beautiful  September  days.  In  those  few 
days,  when  mother  and  daughter  were  to- 
gether before  the  speedy  seperation,  they 
found  a  mutual  pleasure  in  the  view  of  the 
great  waters  from  the  pier,  and  there  the)' 
enjoyed  together  more  than  once  the  scene 
and  the  happy  association.  It  was  not 
strange,  a  few  weeks  later,  that  the  girl 
sought  the  spot  thus  endeared  to  her,  for 
happy  thinking  on  the  absent  ones  and  the 
home.  It  is  not  strange  that  in  her  eager- 
ness and  tender  mood  of  reminiscence  the 
foot  slipped  on  the  decaying  and  dilapidated 
timbers,  and  that  a  quick  death  in  the  chill- 
ing waters  ended  her  happy  days.  Beloved 
b\"  kindred,  classmates  and  teachers,  she 
passes  fiom  their  love  and  confidence,  mak- 
ing onl}'  a  short  span  of  earthly  experience, 
and  yet  leaving  the  impression  of  a  rare 
and  beautiful  spirit,  that  might  ha\'e  made 
many  of  the  hard  places  in  other  lives  more 
easy  to  be  endured. 
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ENROLLMENT  AT  THE   COLLEGE. 


A    Substantial    Gain    Over    Last    Year— Twenty 

Per  Cent  More  Men  -  A  List  of  the 

New  Students. 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  College  in 
the  first  semester  of  last  year  was  133,  of 
whom  two  were  graduate  students.  Of 
these  75  were  men  and  58  women.  The 
catalogue  enrollment  for  the  year  reached 
138,  some  10  per  cent  above  the  total  of  any 
previous  year,  while  the  total  enrollment 
for  1902-3  had  been  but  lOO. 

The  enrollment  at  this  time,  including  the 
names  of  two  or  three  who  are  certain  to 
return  shortly,  is  153,  gi  men  and  62  women, 
including  one  graduate  student;  thus  we 
have  an  actual  gain  of  fifteen  per  cent  over 
last  year  and  ot  over  fifty  per  cent  in  two 
years.  The  accommodations  on  the  cam- 
pus are  absolutely  exhausted  and  four  or 
five  young  men  are  livingin  the  East  House 
at  the  School,  and  one  or  two  young  women 
at  Ferry  HalL 

With  two  additions  this  year,  one  from 
Wisconsin  and  one  from  Hanover  College, 
the  Senior  class  will  number  27.  If  all  of 
these  are  graduated  '05  will  be  the  largest 
class,  a  record  which  '94,  with  25,  has  held 
for  ten  years.  The  Juniors  will  number  24, 
with  three  additions,  and  the  Sophomores, 
with  the  addition  of  three  new  members 
and  with  one  or  two  transferred  from  the 
list  of  specials,  will  have  43  or  more.  Of 
the  new  students  about  so  will  probably  be 
classified  as  Freshmen. 

The  number  of  new  students  is  62,  as 
against  67  at  the  same  time  last  year.  The 
falling  off  here  is  fully  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  Lois  Hall  was  practically  filled  for 
this  year  before  Commencement  and  no 
effort  could  be  made  to  secure  more  young 
women;  a  number  of  applicants  were  in  fact 
discouraged  from  coming. 

A  study  of  the  list  of  students  will  show 
a  number  of  interesting  points;  at  this  time 
we  speak  of  but  two.     The  first  is  the  fact 


that  Lake  Forest  draws  from  a  wide  terri- 
tory and  is  in  no  sense  a  local  institution. 
Illinois  supplies  66,  Indiana  is  second  with 
26,  23  come  from  Iowa  and  10  from  Wis- 
consin. New  York  now  sends  6  and  Oregon 
5.  The  rest  come  in  ones  and  twos  from 
different  regions,  and  in  all  we  have- 
representatives  of  l8  states  and  one  foreign 
country,  Japan. 

The  second  point  is  a  further  corrobora- 
tion of  what  was  shown  last  year,  that  new 
students  are  made  known  to  us  very  largely 
through  their  friends  now  in  College  or 
among  the  Alumni.  Of  the  62  newcomers, 
27  were  first  reported  by  students  in  College, 
and  17  through  graduates  and  former 
students.  Acquaintance  with  the  President 
or  some  member  of  the  Faculty  brought  5 
or  6,  and  as  many  more  came  for  various 
special  reasons.  There  remains  a  small 
residue  who  came,  apparently,  on  tbei'-own 
original  motion,  but  it  is  very  evident  that 
the  hearty  and  loyal  cooperation  of  old  and 
uew  students  has  been  the  chief  agent  in 
our  new  growth.

The  schedule,  as  arranged  by  Manager 
Yeomans  and  given  above,  is  very  satisfac- 
tory and  quite  complete,  both  in  regard  to 
the  number  and  the  class  of  the  games  to  be 
played. 

It  will  please  the  rooters  to  note  the 
number  of  games  to  be  pla}-ed  at  home  and 
while  three  of  the  college  games  are  in  the 
enemy's  territory  as  against  two  on  the 
home  grounds  yet  possibly  the  most  impor- 
tant of  them  all,  the  one  with  Monmouth, 
is  to  be  played  on  Farwell  field  as  the  clos- 
ing event  of  the  season. 

The  prospects  for  a  winning  football 
team  are  good.  While  there  is  not  the 
wealth  of  material  which,  (by  giving  us  a 
good  second  team  in  addition  to  those  who 
composed  the  first  eleven)  made  possible 
our  well  balanced  team  of  last  fall,  j'et  seven 
of  the  '03  men  are  with  us  again  and  this  is 
the  nucleus  of  another  team  which  we  have 
reason  to  believe  will  once  more  bring  the 
championship  of  the  smaller  colleges  to 
Lake  Forest. 

The  old  men,  again  in  the  game,  are 
Black,  Bloom,  Chapman,  Charleson,  McCrea 
Milner,  Yeomans.  Churchill  and  Ellis,  who 
have  had  experience  on  Lake  Forest  teams, 
but  who  did  not  play  last  year,  have  again 
donned  their  football  clothes  and  will  try 
for  the  team.  Among  the  more  experienced 
of  the  new  men  are  Gibbs,  a  221  pounder 
from  Green  Bay,  Wis.,  Belchner,  a  speeds- 
back  from  Joliet,  H.  S.,  and  Beard,  who 
has  played  on  the  Beuna  Vista  college 
team. 

We  have  a  good  coach  and  enough 
men  for  a  good  team,  what  we  need  now  is 
a  few  men  with  the  right  spirit  who  are  un- 
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selfish  and  loyal  enough  to  get  out  and  play 
on  the  scrubs.  A  second  team  is  most 
necessary  for  the  development  of  a  good 
football  team. 

The  student  body  should  turn  out  for 
the  daily  practice.  It  will  help  the  team 
and  you  will  enjoy  it. 

The  annual  fall  Inter-Class  Track 
Meet  will  be  held  the  third  week  in  October. 
The  inter-class  meet  held  last  spring  was 
won  by  the  class  of  1907.  These  meets 
foster  class  spirit  and  they  enable  the  track 
captain  to  get  a  line  on  new  material.  Men 
who  have  any  ability  in  this  branch  of 
athletics  should  get  out  and  do  something 
for  themselves,  their  class  and  the  college. 
Changes  in   Football   Rules. 

1.  Six  men  must  always  be  on  the 
rush  line. 

2.  Quarter  back  can  run  with  the  ball 
at  any  time  if  he  runs  5  yards  outside  of  the 
spot  where  the  ball  was  put  in  play. 

3.  A  field  drop  kick,  place  kick  or  kick 
from  a  free  catch  count  but  4  points. 

The  other  changes  are  of  less  impor- 
tance and  govern  such  things  as  kicking 
out  of  bounds  twice  in  succession,  choice  of 
goals,  etc.

The  college  weekly  is  one  of  the 
college  enterprises  and,  as  such,  should  re- 
ceive the  support  of  the  students  as  much  as 
athletics,  literar)-  societies  and  dramatics. 


Under  sensational  headlines  the  Chi- 
cago Record-Herald  of  last  Wednesday 
announced  to  the  world  that  a  bloody  con- 
flict had  taken  place  in  one  of  the  buildings 
at  Lake  Forest  College,  and  that  the  stu- 
dentshad  receivedserious  injuries.  Result — 
The  correspondent  got  a  scoop,  the  public 
got  a  distorted  idea  of  a  class  "mix-up,"  in 
which,  by  the  way,  the, best  of  feeling  pre- 
vailed, and  the  College  got  some  free  adver- 
tising of  a  kind  which  does  it  no  good.  To 
discuss  class  difficulties  on  the  campus  is 
one  thing,  to  herald  them  to  the  public  at 
large,  which  does  not  understand  the  situa- 
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tion  and  which  is  all  too  ready  to  lay  the 
charges  of  roudyism,  ungentlemanly  con- 
duct and  disregard  of  law  at  the  door  of  the 
college  student,  is  an  entirely  different  one. 
Let  the  correspondents  remember  that  they 
have  a  duty  to  their  college  as  well  as  to 
the  newspapers  with  which  they  are  con- 
nected. The  traditions  of  Lake  Forest 
manhood  are  too  sacred  to  be  tainted  by 
newspaper  noteriety.  Let  us  get  before 
the  public  as  extensively  and  as  frequently 
as  possible,  but  always  in  a  way  that  will 
bring  commendation  to  the  students  and 
glory  to  the  college.  To  the  kitchen  with 
our  family  quarrels . 


If  college  does  anything  for  a  man  it 
should  broaden  his  ideas  and  develope  every 
healthy  tendency  in  his  nature.  The  trouble 
with  a  new  man  entering  college  is^that  he 
is  too  much  attracted  by  one  activity  and  he 
forgets  the  others  that  rightfully  claim  his 
attention.  His  studies,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
athletics  and  society  are  all  good  and  should 
be  given  due  attention.  However,  there  is 
one  other  field  of  activity  which  we  also  con- 
sider of  exceeding  importance,  and  this  is 
the  work  undertaken  by  the  literary  socie- 
ties. 

The  object  of  these  organizations  is  to 
train  men  to  think  and  to  express  their 
thought  in  good  English  before  an  audience. 
This  is  no  easy  task  and  the  process  is  long 
and  difficult;  but  the  opportunity  is  there, 
and  we  wish  to  remind  all  new  men  that 
now  at  the  beginning  of  their  college  life  is 
the  time  to  become  actively  engaged  in 
such  work. 

Two  literary  societies  are  open  to  the 
men  of  our  college.  They  are  similar  in 
organization  and  method;  both,  though  not 
as  large  as  they  deserve  to  be,  are  enthus- 
iastic and  well  conducted  and  the  student 
who  is  seeking  a  well  rounded  development 
Avill  make  no  mistake  in  affiliating  himself 
with  one  of  them. 


We  know  we  speak  for  the  entire  stu- 
dent body  when  we  express  the  wish  that 
the  chapel  talks,  by  members  of  the  Faculty 
and  others,  begun  the  first  Friday  by  Pro- 
fessor Halsey,  may  be  continued  at  frequent 
intervals.

A  man 
of  that  sort  we  owe  nothing.  In  exhibiting 
the  opposite  qualities,  however,  the  society, 
generally  speaking,  is  to    be  congratulated; 

It  may  be  inferred  from  the  foregoing 
that  our  measure  of  a  literary  society  man 
is  not  literary  taste  nor  literary  ability  at 
all,  but,  instead,  a  strong  and  persistent 
purpose  to  cultivate  literary  taste  and 
ability.  Such  a  purpose  must  find  express- 
ion in  regularity  and  faithfulness  in  all 
duties  assigned  and  careful  attention  to  de- 
tails. Not  present  attainment  but  an  active 
desire  for  progress  along  literary  lines,  a 
desire  that  moves  to  zealous  and  continued 
effort — this  is  our  measure  of  a  literary 
society  worker. 

It  is  necessary  only  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  old  members  to  the  fact  that  this 
year  is  another  opportunity  for  a  good  de- 
gree of  development  and  progress.

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The  Policy  of  the   Stentor. 


Some  changes  have  come  with  the  new 
Stentor  and  it  would  be  wise  perhaps  to 
state  some  of  the  reasons  for  them  and  to 
give  some  hint  of  the  policy  of  the  paper. 

A  look  over  the  old  Stentors  and  over 
papers  of  other  colleges  shows  that  they  in- 
cline to  one  of  two  types,  either  to  the 
literary  paper  or  to  the  college  news  sheet- 
A  first  class  literary  paper  and  a  successful 
one  is  more  or  less  of  an  ideal  thing — some- 
thing to  be  hoped  for  and  never  attained 
unto  in  a  college  like  ours.  The  second  type 
is  more  practical  and  more  of  a  students' 
paper.  The  extreme  is  the  news  daily  of  the 
large  universities.  Here  as  elsewhere  the 
golden  mean  is  probably  the  most  desirable 
course.  Hence,  both  literary  and  news  ele- 
ments are  combined  into  a  college  weeklj', 
which,  however,  usually  leans  to  one  side  or 
the  other. 

A  little  cautious  sounding  of  the  stu- 
dent body  reveals  the  fact  that  it  wants 
more  of  a  "newsy,  personal  kind  of  a  paper" 
this  year.  It  demands  something  that  will 
arouse  its  interest  as  well  as  its  pride. 
Therefore,  the  news  department  will  receive 
special  attention.  Also  the  paper  will  be 
made  as  near  as  possible  the  voice  of  the 
student  body. 

There  are  two  reasons  why  this  should 
be  so.  First,  the  students  produce  the 
paper,  they  pay  for  it  and  they  select  the 
men  to  manage  it.  It  follows  that  they 
should  get  the  paper  they  desire.  Second, 
they  are  much  in  need  of  something  to 
represent  them,  something  to  point  out 
things  that  are  overlooked,  something  to 
plead  for  the  changes  that  we  need,  some- 
thing to  hammer  the  little  abuses  that  need 


correcting,  and  something  to  catch  the  over- 
flow of  college  spirit. 

However,  if  the  paper  is  changed  thus 
to  suit  conditions,  the  literary  side  must 
not  be  wholly  neglected.  If  more  news 
aud  material  of  its  kind  is  to  be  put  into  the 
paper  without  increasing  the  size  of  it,  of 
course,  the  purely  literary  part  must  be  cut 
down  somewhat.  Probably  the  excellent 
example  of  some  other  college  papers  will 
be  followed,  and  only  certain  numbers  be 
made  literary.  But  with  the  change,  it  is  not 
intended  that  the  paper  be  brought  down 
to  the  crudities  of  poor  English,  slang,  and 
of  personal  gibes.  If  it  is  necessary  to  make 
the  Stentor  more  of  a  newspaper  let  it 
be  done;  but  it  should  still  be  a  well- 
written  paper,  one  which  would  represent 
Lake  Forest  in  a  creditable  way  to  the  out- 
side world. 

So  the  board  of  editors  has  decided, 
first,  to  give  the  students  as  much  of  a 
newspaper  as  possible;  second,  to  work 
for  their  interests  with  its  editorials;  third, 
to  give  them  space  to  speak  for  themselves, 
if  they  should  desire  it;  fourth,  to  do  the 
best  it  can,  come  what  may. 

In  these  efforts  the  editors  ask  the 
support  of  all  the  students  and  hope  that 
they  will  remember  that  the  Stextor  is 
our  representative  abroad,  and  that  it  ought 
to  be  conducted  with  as  much  honor  and 
respectability  as  any  other  student  enter- 
prise. To  change  an  old  much-used  ex- 
pression, the  Stentor  ought  to  be  a  paper 
"of  the  students,  by  the  students  and  ;for 
the  students."  Let  us  all  work  together  in 
making  it  come  as  near  that  mark  as 
possible.

President  McKee,  who  has  served  the 
association  so  faithfully  during  the  last  four 
years  and  shown  so  keen  an  interest  in  every 
thing  pertaining  to  the  college  athletics, 
was  re-elected  for  the  coming  year. 

Annual    Report    of   tlie  President    of    the   LaKe 

Forest  College  Athletic  Association. 

For   the   Year   1903  1904. 

Members  of  the  Association: 

The  last  year  has  seen  the  organization 
of  an  athletic  association  which  has  as  its 
members  all  the  students  in  college.  This 
association  takes  the  place  of  the  previously 
existing  separate  associations  for  the  men 
and  for  the  women.  There  has  been  adopted 
a  constitution  under  whose  rules  we  now 
work  rather  than  under  the  old  system  with 
no  rules. 

Last  year  it  was  the  privilege  of  Lake 
Forest  to  claim  with  right  the  championship 
college  football  and  baseball  teams  of  the 
North  and  Middle  West. 

In  track  work  our  showing  last  spring 
was  very  creditable  when  it  is  taken  into 
consideration  that  the  track  team  of  the 
previous  year  consisted  of  but  a  single   man. 

It  would  be  well  if  this  year  the  tennis 
players,  both  men  and  women,  could  look- 
forward  to  a'series  of  intercollegiate  games 
It  would  also  greatly  increase  the  interest 
in  basket  ball  among  the  women  of  the 
college  if  games  were  arranged  with 
the  teams  of  other  colleges.  I  would  suggest 
to  the  managers  of  these  three  games  that 
steps  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible  looking 
to  the  arrangement  of  such  intercollegiate 
games. 
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Beginning  this  semester  every  student 
contributes  Si. 50  a  semester  towards  the 
support  of  the  various  forms  of  college 
athletics  under  the  control  of  this  Athletic 
Association.  This  not  only  should  help 
solve  the  annual  problem  of  the  adequate 
financial  support  of  athletics  at  Lake  Forest, 
but  even  more,  should  serve  to  enlist  the 
active  interest  of  each  student  in  these 
expressions  of  student  activity. 

There  is  one  change,  in  the  nature  of  a 
reform,  which  I  feel  is  very  necessary  and 
which  I  would  strongly  recommend.  With 
our  largely  increased  student  body,  increased 
schedule  of  games,  and  compulsory  athletic 
fee,  the  aggregate  of  money  passing  through 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  and  managers  of 
of  the  several  games  is  in  the  course  of  a 
year  quite  large.  Last  year  some  steps 
were  taken  towards  the  systemitizing  of  the 
handling  of  this  sum  of  money  by  the  var- 
ious officials.  Much  more  needs  to  be  done 
I  would  suggest  that  one  of  the  first  and 
most  important  matters  that  should  come 
before  the  new  Board  of  Control  should  be 
the  passing  of  a  series  of  regulations  con- 
cerning the  methods  that  the  Treasurer  and 
the  several  managers  should  use  in  the 
handling  of  moneys.  Such  safe-guards 
have  been  found  very  helpful  in  similar 
associations  in  other  institutions;  and  it  is 
very  probable  that  they  would  be  of  value 
at  Lake  Forest  College.

Our  First  Game. 

The  opening  game  of  the  football  sea- 
son played  with  Northwestern  Academy 
last  Saturday  gave  us  the  long  awaited 
"line"  on  our  team.  To  be  frank  it  was  not 
a  particularly  encouraging  showing  for  a 
team  which  is  to  meet  Knox  next  Saturday 
at  Galesburg.  Of  course  there  are  extenuat- 
ing circumstances — it  was  the  first  game  and 
a  hard  one — the  men  have  had  no  scrim- 
mage work  and    several    are    playing    posi- 
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tions  that  are  new  to  them.  The  Academy's 
ouchdown  was  due  to  three  spectacular  runs 
by  their  shifty  little  quarterback,  but  on 
plays  which  could  be  worked  only  on  a 
green  team.

Mr.  Chatfield-Taylor  of  this  city  has 
presented  the  French  department  of  the 
College  with  a  number  of  season  tickets  to 
a  series  of  French  plays  to  be  given  this 
winter  in  Chicago. 

Mr.  Chatfield-Taylor  is  an  enthusiastic 
student  of  French  literature  and  during  his 
last  year's  residence  abroad,  collected  ma- 
terial for  two  books  which  will  be  published 
soon.  One  of  these  is  a  life  of  Moliere,  the 
French  dramatist;  the  other  is  a  novel  deal- 
ing with  time  of  Moliere,  and  the  develop- 
ment of  the  French  drama.  Air.  Chatfield- 
Taylor  intends  to  dramatize  this  novel. 

Mr.  Chatfield-Taylor  is  a  literary  man 
of  some  repute,  having  written  several  arti- 
cles and  criticisms  for  magazine  publication, 
and  also  assisted  in  writing  the  librettos  for 
some  of  DeKovans  operas. 

The  French  plays  are  to  be  staged  by  a 
French  Club  in  Chicago,  of  which  Mr.  Chat- 
field-Taylor is  a  member.  The  members  of 
this  Club  are  native  French,  Canadian 
French  and  their  descendants,  together  with 
many  Americans  who  are  interested  in 
French.  For  several  years  amateur  theat- 
ricals have  been  put  on  by  this  Club,  and 
these  have  been  open  to  the  public  for  two 
or  three  years. 

This  season  the  plays  are  to  be  given 
in  Steinway  Hall  on  the  middle  Tuesday  of 
each  month.  The  first  one  "La  Malade  Im- 
aginaire"  or  "The  Imaginary  Invalid"  a 
classic  of  Moliere,  was  given  on  Tuesday. 
The  remaining  plays  are  modern. 

Mr.  Chatfield-Taylor  and  his  wife,  who 
is  an  alumna  of  the  college,  are  much  inter- 
ested in  the  French  department  of  the  col- 
lege and  gave  the  season  tickets  for  the  use 


of  all  the  French  students.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  so  that  all  students  may 
attend  at  least  one  play.  The  favor  shown 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Chatfield-Taylor  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  entire  college.

Lake  Forest  was  defeated  by  Knox 
College  on  Willard  Field,  Galesburg,  Sat- 
urday, Oct.  15th,  b)-  the  score  of  3J-0.

HOW   ABOUT   IT? 

Has  any  one  ever  thought  about  the 
way  the  drinking  water  fo"-  the  men's  dor- 
mitories comes  to  them?  If  not,  a  few  mo- 
ments watching  the  water  can  would  be 
moments  well  spent.  Here  are  some  facts. 
The  water  is  brought  in  milk  cans,  placed 
on  the  floor  of  the  dormitories,  downstairs, 
where  they  are  exposed  to  all  the  dust 
raised  by  the  students  and  janitors.  This  is 
made  worse  by  the  fact  that  the  onl}'  way 
to  get  the  water  out  i:.  by  lifting  oft"  a  cover 
which  is  troublesome  to  replace  and  conse- 
quently is  usually  left  half  oft'.  There  is 
place  neither  for  the  can  nor  the  tin  cup, 
which  may  happen  to  be  with  it.  And,  b\' 
the  wa>',  if  the  one  tin  cup  should  chance  to 
stray,  that  same  cover  must  do  service  for 
it.  The  can  tor  College  Hall  may  usually 
be  found  out  in  front  of  College  Hall,  wait- 
ing to  catch  anything  in  the  wa)-  of  dirt  or 
microbes  that  may  happen  along. 

Now  in  all  earnestness,  should  a  college 
community,  which  ought  to  be  foremost  in 
adopting  hygienic  rules,  allow  itself  a  sj's- 
tem  less  healthful  even  than  is  found  in  nu- 
merous factories  and  shops  of  the  land. 
Typhoid  fever  and  such  diseases  are  devel- 
oped too  easily  under  the  best  of  condi- 
tions, for  la.xity  in  these  matters.  This  is 
written  ail  the  more  readily  because  it 
would  cost  very  little  more  to  put  in  two  or 


three  decent  tanks,  say  one  on  the  first  and 
third  floor  of  each  building,  and  to  put  them 
in  a  cleaner  place  than  the  floor  of  the  hall. 
The  water  itself  is  good — everyone  admits 
that — but  the  wa}-  we  get  it,  that  should  be 
better.

Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Control. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Athletic  Board  of 
Control  on  Friday,  October  20,  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  adopted: 

Each  manager,  at  the  beginning  of  his 
team's  season,  shall  present  to  the  Athletic 
Board  of  Control  for  its  approval  an  item- 
ized budget  (printing,  suits,  balls  and  trans- 
portation for  each  game,  etc.)  of  the  ex- 
pected expenses  to  the  Board.  The  man- 
ager shall  not  incur  any  expenses  until  the 
above  mentioned  budget  is  aj^proved  by 
the  Board  of  Control. 

The  manager  shall  be  expected  to  keep 
his  expenses  within  the  amount  of  the 
budget. 

The  manager  shall,  at  the  end  of  the 
season,  turn  over  to  the  treasurer,  all 
money  received  above  the  amount  paid 
out  for  the  expenses  of  the  team. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  the  football, 
baseball  and  track  managers  shall  keep  a 
bank  account  at  the  State  Bank  of  Lake 
Forest,  and  shall  pay  all  bills  by  bank 
check.        The    cancelled    checks    shall    be 


turned  in  to  the  auditing  committee  as  a 
part  of  that  manager's  report. 

That  the  manager  of  each  team  be  in- 
structed to  look  after  all  paraphernalia  of 
his  team  at  the  end  of  the  season  and  see 
to  it  that  all  suits,  balls,  etc.,  belonging  to 
the  Athletic  Association,  be  collected  and 
stored  in  some  proper  place  until  the  next 
season . 

Mr.  L.  G.  McConnell  was  elected  as- 
sistant foot  ball  manager. 

It  was  voted  to  award  caps  to  mem- 
bers of  last  }'ear's  baseball  and  track  teams 
in  recognition  of  their  work  last  spring. 

N.  T.  Yeomans,  '05,  was  elected  captain 
of  the  foot  ball  team  to  fill  the  vacancy 
created  by  the  resignation  of  F.  T.  Blick, 
'05.  Mr.  Black  was  compelled  to  leave  the 
game  in  order  to  ha\'e  more  time  to  devote 
to  his  college  work.

AT  CHAPEL. 

The  Rev.  W.  P  Merrill,  D.  D.,  of  the 
Sixth  Presbyterian  Church,  Chicago,  spoke 
briefly  at  the  college  chapel  exercises 
Monday. 

In  beginning,  Dr.  Merrill  spoke  of  the 
necessity  and  the  good  of  having  a  definite 
life  work,  and  quoted  from  Emerson's 
famous  talk  before  the  literary  society  of 
Dartmouth.  Then  he  spoke  of  the  vary- 
ing motives  which  urge  men  to  their  work. 
First  the  slavish  motives,  the  idea  of 
necessity,  the  drudgery  which  eats  the 
heart  out  of  a  man  and  forces  him  down. 
Then  there  is  the  mercenary  motive, 
the  hope  of  a  reward  which  kills  high  aims 
and  purposes.  This  mercenary  motive  was 
characterized  as  "the  American  Tragedy." 
Third  is  the  artistic  motive,  which  was 
the  joy  of  William  Morris,  the  motive 
which  leads  us  to  do  our  best  in  the  com- 
monest task  for  the  mere  joy  in  the  work. 
Last  there  is  the  motive  which  holds 
everywhere,  which  lifts  men  up,  which  urges 
them  not  to  do  only  what  they  must  but 
also  the  "will  of  Him  that  sent  me."  The 
crowniiig  idea  of  this  motive  is  not  to  work 
in  the  hope  of  any  temporal  reward  but  to 
finish  the  work  of  the  Master  on  earth.

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A  good  friend  of  the  students  read  the 
article  in  last  week's  Stentor  concerning' 
the  water  cans  and  came  to  the  editor  the 
next  morning  saying  "Didn't  you  know  that 
at  the  very  first  the  college  put  in  fine  stone 
jars  on  each  floor  and  they  hadn't  been  up 
four  weeks  till  the  last  one  was  broken?" 
We  didn't  know  that  this  had  been  done. 
Anyway  it  was  so  long  ago  that  no  one  in 
college  now  knows  anything  about  it  and 
the  fact  still  remains  that  we  need  a  change. 
Is  it  not  possible  that  the  men  who  were 
here  then  and  did  the  breaking  were  a  trifle 
less  civilized  than  the  men  in  Lake  Forest 
today?  We  take  a  little  pride  in  believing 
that  our  college  morals  are  growing  better. 
Therefore  we  should  like  very  much  to  be 
given  another  trial. 


A  few  suggestions,  rendered  seasonable 
by  the  change  in  the  appearance  of  THE 
StentdR,  and  the  comment  attendant 
upon  it,  may  not  be  out  of  place.  The 
policy  of  the  paper  for  the  year,  as  out- 
lined in  a  recent  issue,  is  an  ine\'itable  one. 
The  sheet  is  not  large  enough  to  accommo- 
date both  news  and  literary  contributions, 
so  the  former,  being  deemed  of  most  im- 
portance by  the  student  body  at  large,  will 
be  given  the  preference.  The  decision, 
however,  seems  to  have  been  the  cause  of 
much  wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth  on  the 
part  of  our  literary  friends. 

Those  who  are  on  the  "inside"  know 
that  lack  ol  space  in  THE  Stentor  during 
the  past  three  weeks  has  even  crowded  out 
news  items  of  some  importance.  What 
then,  can  we  do  with  our  literary  contribu- 
tions? We  have  a  plan,  not  a  new  one, 
except  for  Lake  Forest,  and  perhaps  more 
ideal  than  practical,  but  which  may  never- 
theless, bear  inspection.  A  semi-weekly 
news  sheet,  of  the  type  produced  by  our 
large  universities,  could  be  published  for 
less  cost  than  our  present  weekly  paper, 
whose  "News"  is  stale,  at  times.  Such 
a  paper  could  be  well  gotten  up,  for  we   are 
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never  at  a  loss  to  find  material  for  a  write- 
up  when  we  want  it.  As  an  advertising 
medium  it  wculd  be  better  recognized  by 
merchants;  and  it  would  be  patronized 
more  by  our  towns-people,  as  the  only  pro- 
duction of  its  kind  in  the  city.  That  such  a 
publication  could  be  successfully  carried  on, 
seems  to  be  generally  admitted. 

Then  for  our  literary  friends  a  monthly 
might  be  produced,  with  the  co-operation 
of  Alumni  and  Faculty,  It  might  not  pay 
for  itself?  We  believe  that  it  would,  but 
if  it  should  not,  let  it  live  upon  the  profits 
of  the  newspaper.  The  two  publications 
might  be  under  the  management  of  the 
same  committee. 

Lake  Forest  is  apt  to  be  conservative 
in  such  matters  as  this,  and  we  do  not 
expect  to  see  the  system  in  operation  very 
soon,  but  we  should  like  to  see  it  considered 
before  relegated  to  the  pigeon  hole. 


REQUIRED  ATTENDANCE  AT  CHAPEL. 

At  the  meeting  in  Chapel,  last  Friday, 
President  Harlan,  after  referring  to  the  re- 
ferring to  the  religious  motives  for  institut- 
ing dail}-  prayers  in  this  institution  as  a 
Christian  College,  went  on  to  emphasize  the 
practical  reasons,  from  the  administrative 
and  social  standpoints,  why  it  had  been 
decided  to  require  the  attendance  of  the 
students  at  the  week-day  Chapel  exercises, 
from  Monday  to  Friday  inclusive,  as  the 
only  occasion  when  the  members  of  our 
entire  academic  family,  faculty  and  students 
alike,  could  meet  as  a  body  and  see  each 
other  face  to  face.  The  President  spoke  as 
follows: 

"With  renewed  conviction,  based  upon 
the  experience  of  the  past  year,  I  would 
repeat  what  was  said  on  a  former  occasion. 

"  'The  value  of  this  daily  assemblage — 
from  the  administrative  and  social  stand- 
points— can  hardly  be  over-estimated.  It  is 
the  only  occasion  when  the  entire  college 
can  see  itself,  come  to  a  proper  self-con- 
sciousness   and    feel    its    solidarity.       This 


daily  rendezvous,  like  the  regimental  roll 
call  of  a  company  of  soldiers,  is  needed  in 
order  to  quicken  a  healthful  esprit  de  corps 
in  our  academic  community,  and  it  is  more 
than  ever  vitally  important  to  Lake  Forest 
in  this  present  most  hopeful  stage  in  her 
history,  when  we  are  all  feeling  the  electric 
thrill  of  a  new  growth  and  movement,  with 
all  its  'promises  and  potency'  of  still  greater 
things  in  the  future.' 

"There  will  be  a  liber-1  allowance  of 
absences  allowed  to  each  student:  Eighteen 
for  each  semester,  an  average  of  one  ab- 
sence per  week  tnroughout  the  year.  Each 
semester  is  to  be  counted  by  itself,  with  no 
carrying  over  of  unused  absences  from  one 
semester  to  another. 

"This  allowance  is  believed  to  be  suffi- 
ciently liberal  to  cover  occasional  attacks  of 
illness,  occasional  absences  from  town,  and 
cases  w'hich  arise  once  in  a  while  where 
it  would  be  of  advantage  to  the  student's 
college  work  to  remain  in  his  room  or  the 
library,  or  elsewhere,  rather  than  to  attend 
Chapel  on  that  particular  day. 

"  In  other  words,  with  the  exception  of 
cases  of  prolonged  illness,  there  will  be  no 
system  of  'excuses  from  Chapel,'  the  allow- 
ance of  one  absence  per  week  on  an  aver- 
age being  intended  to  cover  all  ordinary 
cases  of  absence,  whether  the  excuse  be 
good,  bad  or  indifferent. 

"The  rule,  howe\'er,  does  not  apply  to 
such  students  whose  necessary  engage- 
ments, for  example,  as  waiters  in  the  Com- 
mons, or  whose  work  for  their  self-support, 
requires  th'^ir  presence  elsewhere  at  the 
noou  hour. 

"And  now  as  to  the  penalty  for  the  vio- 
lation of  this  regulation,  for  a  regulation 
without  a  penalty  is  no  longer  a  law  but 
mere  advice:  I  have  carefully  inquired  in- 
to the  regulations  on  this  subject  in  other 
institutions  where  required  attendance  at 
Chapel  is  the  rule;  eg.  Yale,  Amherst, 
Williams,  Bowdoin,  Northwestern  Univer- 
sity, Chicago  University,  Beloit,  Knox   ard 
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Wabash.  At  each  of  these  institutions,  if  I 
mistake  not,  suspension  from  college  is  the 
final  penalty  for  a  persistent  violation  of 
the  rule  governing  absences.  With  the 
the  experience  of  these  institutions  to  guide 
us,  and  acting  upon  the  authority  specially 
lodged  in  my  hands  by  the  Faculty  in  this 
matter,  I  have  decided  that  any  abuie  of 
the  liberal  allowance  made  for  absences  from 
Chapel,  will  result  in  suspension  from  col- 
lege— the  length  of  such  suspension  being 
dependent  upon  the  extent  of  such  abuse, 
if  persisted  in,  after  due  warning. 

"The  required  attendance  at  our  daily 
College  general  exercise — the  only  exercise 
at  which  the  whole  College  may  be  present 
— is  established  for  the  good  of  the  institu- 
tion, for  the  development  of  that  commun- 
ity consciousness,  that  democratic  solidarity, 
and  that  genuine  and  wholesome  college 
spirit  which  is  so  large  a  factor  in  the  real 
growth  of  the  College — not  in  numbers, 
but  in  its  own  inner  life- 

"I  feel  that  I  am  speaking  in  the  name 
of  the  student  body  itself,  when  I  say  to 
any  student  inclined,  for  this  or  that  trivial 
reason,  to  'cut'  Chapel:  'As  members  of 
Lake  Forest  College,  we  expect  you,  for 
the  sake  of  the  institution  itself  and  the 
growth  of  true  college  spirit,  to  be  at  your 
place  at  this  our  daily  general  rendezvous.' 

"In  this  spirit,  therefore,  attendance  at 
the  week-day  Chapel  exercises,  during  the 
first  five  days  of  tiie  working  week,  has 
been  required.  If  any  student  is  unwilling 
to  comply  with  this  regulation  his  presence 
here  in  Lake  Forest  is  not  wanted.

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DEMOCRATIC  RALLY. 

A  democratic  rally  was  held  in  the  Art 
Institute  last  Friday  night,  under  the  ?lU- 
spices  of  the '  Lake  Forest  College  Dem- 
ocracy. The  meeting  was  fairly  well  at- 
tended, and  in  the  view  of  the  conditions 
which  prevail  in  Lake  Forest,  was  a  pro- 
nounced success.  Mr.  William  Mather  Lewis 
was  introduced  as  chairman  of  the  evening 
by  President  Diver,  of  the  College  Club. 
Mr.  Lewis  put  the  audience  in  an  attentive 
state  of  mind,  and  in  good  humor  by  a  few 
well  directed  remarks,  such  as  he  alone 
knows  how  to  make.  "  The  Republicans," 
he  said,  "are  going  to  'Stand  Pat.'  Well, 
after  standing  three  years  of  Teddy,  we  are 
prepared  to  stand  any  amount  of  Pat." 

Judge  Thomas  K.  Moran  was  the  prin- 
cipal speaker  of  the  evening.  Before  enter- 
ing upon  national  issues,  he  took  occasion 
to  remind  his  hearers  of  the  "charter  amend- 
ment" to  the  State  Constitution,  which  is 
favored  by  all  parties,  and  urged  the  neces- 
sity of  voting  for  it. 

Mr.  Moran  in  his  speech  de?'t  chiefly 
with  the  tariff  issue,  which  he  considers  the 
greatest  issue  of  the  campaign.  He  went 
into  considerable  detail  in  his  argument, 
reviewing  the  history  of  the  tariff,  showing 
its  effect  on  business,  and  its  relation  to  the 
formation  of  trusts.  In  closing  he  touched 
for  a  moment  upon  "Imperialism,"  and  de- 
nounced the  Republican  policy  toward 
the  Philippines.  Mr.  Moran's  speech  was 
notable  more  by  reason  of  its  logic  than 
because  of  good  delivery,  and  it  may  safely 
be  pronounced  the  best  campa'gn  speech 
which  we  have  heard  this  year. 

Col.    James     Head,    former    mayor    of 


Nashville,  Tenn.,  was  the  next  speaker. 
Col.  Head  has  a  splendid  voice  and  good 
delivery,  but  his  radical  views,  especially  as 
shown  in  his  attack  upon  Roosevelt,  did  not 
meet  with  approval  among  the  college  men. 
A  brass  band  added  a  characteristic 
touch  to  the  rally.  It  should,  however,  have 
been  left  out-of-doors.

The 
speakers  were  so  enthusiastic  that  the  en- 
tire gathering  was  moved  by  good  will  and  a 
spirit  of  giving.  I  seemed  to  be  the  only 
exception — I  had  been  caught  in  the  crowd 
on  my  way  to  the  theatre.  I  had  in  my 
pocket  an  advertisement,  an  imitation  five 
dollar  bill,  which  I  had  carried  until  it  was 
worn  and  looked  very  much  like  a  real  one. 
I  pushed  my  way  through  the  crowd  to  the 
curb  and  the  out-spread  flag.  Then  immed- 
iately after  an  especially  touching  appeal,  I 
crumpled  up  the  bill  and  threw  it  upon  the 
banner. 

The  base  drummer  began  to  abuse  his 
instrument  furiously,  the  speaker  stopped 
to  join  in  the  general  shout  of  joy  and  the 
captain  and  two  beautiful  lieutenants  came 
forward  to  wring  my  hand.      I    withdrew  in 


haste  and  went  on  my  way,  laughing  to  my- 
self at  the  joke. 

It  was  a  mean  trick,  however,  and  my 
conscience  had  begun  to  tell  me  so  by  the 
time  I  reached  the  box  office  of  the  theater. 
The  ticket  seller  handed  me  my  ticket  and 
I  handed  him  a  five  dollar  bill.  I  was 
dreamily  awating  my  change  when  he 
roused  me  with  the  gruff"  remark,  "This  is 
no  place  for  joking,  young  man,"  and  threw 
back  to  me  the  five  dollar  bill  advertise- 
ment.

There  was  nothing  else  to  do,  for 
the  Salvation  Army  had  the  money!  I  had 
given  my  last  cent  to  charity,  and  it  profited 
me  nothing,  even  if,  according  to  the  letter 
of  the  law,  my  left  hand  knew  not  what  my 
right  hand  was  doing;. 


THE  MAD  HATTER. 


No  one  dares  dispute  that  the  Hatter's 
reputation  as  a  fellow  of  many  good  parts 
was  as  high  as  that  of  any  subject  of  the 
Queen  of  Hearts;  so  it  was,  at  least  before 
the  curse  of  insanity  came  upon  him.  He 
was  very  popular,  probably  because  of  his 
versatile  and  agreeable  nature  rather  than 
any  degree  of  proficiency  attained  in  his 
profession,  although  the  Queen  of  Hearts 
had  often  commended  him  for  some  work 
especially  well  done.

At 
this  particular  concert,  his  bad  blood  came 
out,  so  to  speak.  While  he  was  singing,  for 
some  unaccountable  reason  he  rrurdered 
Time,  one  of  his  very  best  friends.  Of 
course  there  was  intense  excitement  as  soon 
as  the  audience  heard  of  it  and  in  the    midst 
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of  the  disturbance  the  White  Rabbit,  who 
was  then  Chief  Adviser  to  the  Queen, 
ordered  her  to  have  the  Hatter  executed. 
The  Queen  gave  the  order  but  before  it 
could  be  carried  out,  the  poor  victim  had 
gone  insane.  Together  with  his  friend  the 
March  Hare,  who  lost  his  mind  at  the  same 
time,  he  was  sent  away  and  condemned  to 
spend  the  rest  of  his  life  at  a  mad  teaparty. 

It  was  several  years  after  this  sad 
occurrence  that  Alice  visited  him,  but 
many  traits  of  his  old  character  stilled  re- 
mained. One  of  the  most  noticeable  was 
his  brusqueness.  He  was  either  very  in- 
different to  the  feelings  of  the  guests — even 
rude  to  them — or  else  unusually  absent 
minded.

It  would  be  very  unjust  to  infer,  how- 
ever, that  Alice  saw  no  redeeming  qualities 
in  her  new  acquaintance.  Two  things  may 
be  remembered  as  very  characteristic  of 
them.  In  the  first  place,  he  had  an  insa- 
tiable appetite  for  story  telling  and  was  im- 
patient with  any  delay  in  the  telling  of  a 
tale.

NEWS  NOTES 

The  members  of  the  faculty  will  be  at 
home  to  their  friends  the  last  Wednesday 
afternoon  of  every  month  in  the  parlors. 

The  young  men  who  occupy  the  south- 
west corner  table  at  the  commons  have 
developed  a  method  of  voice  culture  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  evening  meal. 
The  theory  of  the  plan  is  rather  vague. 

Recent  legislation  concerning  import 
duties  has  affected  the  chemistry  depart- 
ment of  the  college.  Heretofore,  there 
has  been  a  duty  on  foreign  made  articles 
such  as  test  tubes  and  all  sorts  of  glass  tub- 
ing which  are  used  for  industrial  as  well  as 
scientific  purposes.  The  new  law  removes 
the  duty  on  all  such  articles  consigned  to 
laboratories.  This  will  mean  a  saving  of  a 
considerable  sum  to  the  chemistry  depart- 
ment this  fall. 

Professor  Halsey  spoke  at  the  Presby- 
terian church  Sunday  evening.  His  talk 
was  about  the  Louisiana  Purchase,  and  dealt 
largely  with  the  great  influence  of  this  pur- 
chase on  the  history  of  the  country.  The 
diplomatic  negotiations  with  Napoleon  were 
explained,  and  the  reasons  of  the  Emperor 
for  selling  Louisiana  were  discussed.  Pro- 
fessor Halsey  paid  tribute  to  the  greatness 
of  President  Jefferson  and  Robert  Living- 
ston, the  envoy  to  Napoleon's  court,  who 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  the  purchase 
without  instructions  from  the  home  govern- 
ment, and  by  his  far-sightedness  gave  us 
such  a  valuable  acquisition  of  territory.

Query:     How  will    it    be   on  the  night 
of  the  freshman  sleigh  ride? 
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Owing  to  the  absence  of  Editor-in- 
Chief  Scott,  who  was  called  home  very 
suddenly  last  week,  this  number  and  the 
previous  one  were  made  up  by  the  other 
members  of  the  board.  Upon  these  should 
be  placed  the  blame  for  any  mistakes  that 
may  be  found  in  these  two  issues. 


A  few  weeks  ago  the  belief  was  ex- 
pressed in  these  columns  that  in  Lake 
Forest  the  spirit  of  criticism  had  been  sup- 
planted by  one  of  unquestioning  loyalty. 
That  this  belief  was  not  without  foundation 
was  finally  proved  by  the  students  in  the 
splendid  support  accorded  the  football  team 
last  Saturday.  As  defeat  became  a  cer- 
tainty the  encouragement  given  to  our 
plucky  team  never  lessened,  and  as  the 
points  rolled  up  on  the  other  side  the  men 
fighting  for  Lake  Forest  must  have  realized 
as  never  before  that  they  were  working  not 
as  individuals  but  as  representatives  of  the 
institution.  The  game  was  lost,  to  be  sure, 
but  the  student  body  won  a  great  victory  in 
loyalty,  in  unity  and  in  that  bull  dog  tenacity 
which  must  ultimately  give  us  the  best  kind 
of  success.  All  honor  to  Captain  Yeomans 
fof  his  brilliant  work,  to  the  team  which 
gamely  contested  every  inch,  and  to  the 
students  who  stand  squarely  behind  the 
team.  With  such  a  combination  it  is  far 
from  impossible  that  Lake  Forest  will  yet 
win  honors  before  the  football  season  closes. 


Is  it  not  time  to  be  organizing  the  Glee 
Club?  Last  year  leaders  and  managers 
were  elected,  but  for  one  reason  or  another 
the  machinery  failed  to  work  and  the  club 
was  dropped.  This  year,  however,  with  our 
increased  numbers  there  is  no  reason  why 
Lake  Forest  should  not  have  a  first-class 
club.  But  in  order  to  bring  this  about  it 
will  be  necessary  to  get  the  club  organized 
immediately,  so  that  the  managers  will  have 
sufficient  time  to  arrange  their  dates  and 
map  out  a  good  itinerary.  Then  too  the  men 
should  begin  practice,  for  it  will    take  long 
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and  patient  drill  to  enable  twenty  or  thirty, 
more  or  less  untrained  voices  to  sing  well 
together. 

The  ihard  problem  has  usually  been  to 
find  a  man  to  take  the  leadership.  This 
also  should  be  obviated  by  the  number  of 
men  now  in  college.  Let  the  officers  of  last 
year's  organization  call  a  meeting  of  those 
interested  in  glee  club  work  and  thus  get 
the  work  started. 


As  there  seems  to  be  still  some  little 
doubt  as  to  the  outcome  of  the  campaign, 
would  it  not  be  a  good  idea  for  the  leaders 
of  Lake  Forest's  two  political  organizations 
to  get  together  and  finally  settle  the  matter 
in  joint  debate.  While  we  admit  that  a 
quartette  singing  "  Fve  got  a  feeling  for 
you,"  advances  an  unquestionable  argument 
for  the  retention  of  the  Phillipines,  and  a 
band  blaring  "Bedelia"  as  surely  shows  that 
we  should  have  tariff  for  revenue  only,  still 
there  would  be  more  of  a  feeling  of  security 
could  Theodore  Erskine  and  Alton  B.  Diver 
be  persuaded  to  enter  the  arena.  Some- 
body kindly  throw  down  the  gauntlet  and 
order  the  ambulance  for  eleven  o'clock. 


HOW  ABOUT  IT? 

At  the  meeting  of  the  North  Hall 
students,  which  President  Harlan  called 
last  week  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a  talk  on 
"rough-housing,"  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  supervise  affairs  in  the  dormitory  and  to 
look  after  student  interests  therein.  The 
numerous  posters  displayed  on  that  occa- 
sion, asking  for  good  drinking  water  service, 
for  hot  water  in  the  dormitory,  for  more 
janitor  help  and  so  on,  furnish  texts  for 
many  a  sermon.  We  have  not  heard  from 
the  House  Committee  yet  but  hope  to,  later. 
So  while  we  wait  for  them  and  while  the 
need  is  great  we  wish  to  enter  a  protest 
now  on  the  hot  water  question.  Men  come 
to  the  hall  in  the  evening  after  football 
practice,  after  a  run  or  a  game  of  tennis  and 


want  a  hot  bath  before  dinner.  The  first 
man  in  usually  gets  it,  the  second  and  those 
after  him  do  without.  In  the  morning  too 
we  would  like  hot  water  in  time  to  shave 
before  breakfast.  Three  quarters  of  an 
hour  out  of  the  middle  of  a  day  may  be  a 
little  matter  but  it  means  something  when 
all  the  men  in  the  hall  must  lose  it.  We 
would  also  like  the  steam  on  in  the  radiators 
in  the  morning.  With  a  cold  room  and  cold 
water,  the  man  who  gets  up  in  time  for 
breakfast  must  be  a  hero  indeed. 

It  seems  reasonable  to  believe  that  a 
little  more  attention  at  the  boiler-house 
would  give  us  what  we  ask  for.  The  fire 
is  going,  the  water  is  on,  the  firemen  are 
paid.  Why  not  have  both  heat  and  hot 
water? 


CRITICISM    AND    "KNOCKING." 

There  is  an  essential  difference  between 
friendly  criticism  and  what  in  college  circles 
is  called  "knocking."  The  "knocker"  does 
not  come  out  into  the  open  air;  he  grum- 
bles and  complains  over  existing  condi- 
tions, but  has  no  remedies  to  suggest  for 
their  improvement.  Such  a  policy  is  not 
only  useless  but  criminal,  and  should  not 
be  tolerated  among  men  of  intelli- 
gence. If  a  man  has  objections  to  anj-- 
thing  that  affects  college  life,  it  is  cor- 
rect and  proper  that  his  objections  should 
be  heard ;  the  discovery  of  fault  is 
necessary  to  the  discovery  of  methods  of 
betterment.  But  let  him  express  his  views 
openly,  with  the  idea  of  improvement  in 
mind.  Lake  Forest  needs  more  of  this 
fair-minded  criticism,  and  the  student  must 
learn  to  distinguish  between  criticism  which 
comes  of  natural  interest,  and  "knocking" 
which  is  the  result  of  lost  sleep  or  chronic 
dyspepsia. — Contributed.

The  Northwestern  Game. 

In  a  stubborn,  hard-fought  contest  last 
Saturday  at  Farwell  Field,  Lake  Forest 
met  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Northwestern 
College  of  Naperville  by  the  score  of  28-0. 
The  score  does  not  tell  the  full  story  of  the 
game.  Lake  Forest  contested  every  down 
and  there  were  no  sensational  runs  for  a 
touchdown.  The  Northwestern  line  was 
heavy  but  fast,  outcharging  the  Lake 
Forest  line  and  opening  good  holes  for  the 
smashes  off  tackle  which  was  the  style  of 
play  used  most  effectively.  The  only  long 
run  was  made  by  Elfing  on  a  trick  when  he 
got  around  right  end  for  a  run  of  5c  yards. 

The  score  at  the  end  of  the  first  half 
was  ii-o.  From  the  kickoff  in  the  second 
half  Lake  Forest  carried  the  ball  by  straight 
football  for  80  yards,  only  to  lose  it  on  the 
8  yard  line  where  Northwestern  braced  and 
held  for  downs.  This  was  Lake  Forest's 
only  chance  to  score  and    although    North- 


western was  several  times  held  for  downs 
Lake  Forest  would  be  compelled  to  punt 
after  a  short  advance. 

In  the  second  half  both  teams  used 
several  substitutes.  Elfing  retired  with  a 
broken  wrist  while  for  Lake  Forest,  Charle- 
son.  Bloom  and  Beard  were  injured. 

Yeomans  played  a  great  game  both  in 
defense  and  offense.  He  was  in  every  play 
and  several  times  tackled  the  backs  for  a 
loss  besides  blocking  a  punt. 

The  work  of  Ellis  and  Bloom  in  the 
defense  was  noticeably  good  at  times  and 
Beltzner  showed  considerable  improvement 
in  breaking  up  the  interference.  For 
Northwestern  Kolander  and  Luehring  were 
especially  effective.

AFTEK  THE   BLIND  PIGS. 

"  During  the  past  few  months  the  sale 
of  liquor  has  been  going  on  so  openly  that 
it  has  been  found  necessary  by  our  authori- 
ties to  put  a  stop  to  it  in  some  way. 

Heretofore  when  a  case  has  come  up 
and  parties  who  had  bought  liquor  were 
placed  on    the    stand   to   testify,  they  have 


weakened,  or  their  memory  would  entirely 
fail  so  that  they  were  valueless  as  witnesses 
even  after  volunteering  as  such. 

Finding  that  the  guilty  parties  could 
not  be  reached  by  depending  on  such  wit- 
nesses, the  city  has  employed  detectives  to 
watch  certain  parties  with  the  result  that 
a  number  of  prosecutions  are  booked  for 
the  near  future,  with  evidence  sufficient 
in  each  case  to  insure  conviction. 

The  first  case  to  come  up  was  that  of 
Nels  Olson,  last  Saturday,  which  resulted 
in  his  having  to  pay  a  fine  of  $25  and  costs. 
The  others  will  be  pushed  with  equal  rigor, 
and  the  public  sale  of  liquor  is  likely  to 
become  expensive." — The  Lake  Forester. 

Although  the  sale  of  liquor  will  have 
little  or  no  influence  upon  the  life  of  the 
University,  while  carried  on  under  such 
secrecy,  it  is  never-the-less  gratifying  to 
know  that  the  sentiment  of  the  town  people 
is  so  strongly  in  favor  of  enforcing  the 
existing  laws.

The  Exponent  remarks  concerning 
Michigan's  and  Minnesota's  recent  high 
football  scores:  "146  to  O,  that's  not  football, 
that's  a  track  meet.  And  only  twenty  and 
twenty-five  minute  halves,  too." 

Chicago's  Rhode's  scholar,  R.  L.  Henry, 
has  written  a  letter  to  the  Daily  Maroon  in 
which  he  tells  of  the  men  who  have  gone  to 
represent  the  United  States  at  O-xford. 
"The  crowd  of  forty-three  which  represents 
America  is,"  he  says,  "on  the  whole  a  fine 
one  but  there  are  a  few  specimens  which 
make  me  bleed  for  my  country  when  I 
think  of  the  impression  they  are  likely  to 
give  our  English  cousins.  They  no  doubt 
justify  the  remark  in  yesterday's  Punch  that 
the  pick  of  American  Universities  sent  over 
to  England  shows  that  the  States  have 
lapsed  into  barbarism."  This  is  rather  hard 
on  the  finished  product  of  our  schools,  is  it 
not?  The  writer  does  not  say  anything  fur- 
ther about  those  few  men  but  most  college 
students  can  very  easily  imagine  the  rest.

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AFTER  THE  ELECTIONS. 

Fifteen  millions  of  Americans  have 
chosen  once  more  their  governors,  and  the 
question  now  arises — what  is  to  follow? 
The  questions  before  the  nation  which  we 
must  face,  whatever  be  the  administration, 
are  those  of  foreign  policy,  of  internal  ad- 
ministration and  of  the  tariff. 

As  to  the  first  the  people  look  to  see 
the  nation  advance  along  the  honoi^able  yet 
safe  lines  laid  down  by  Mr.  Hay.  The 
United  States  has  come  into  so  undoubted 
a  supremacy,  that  the  responsibility  is  great 
upon  us  to  act  discreetly  and  yet  at  the 
same  time  vigorously,  so  that  our  established 
reputation  for  fair  mindedness  may  be 
thrown  in  the  balance  as  every  opportunity 
occurs,  to  the  end  of  substituting  arbitration 
and  conciliation  for  the  brutal  means  that 
so  largely  hitherto  have  settled  international 
quarrels. 

At  the  same  time  the  American  peo- 
ple, satisfied  that  the  Philippines  have  today 
a  larger  measure  of  good  government  than 
those  unhappy  islands  have  hitherto  ex- 
perienced, look  to  see  the  administration 
of  those  lands  conducted  as  a  sacred  trust 
which  has  come  into  our  hands  providenti- 
ally for  '"he  betterment  of  the  condition, 
economic,  social,  and  political  of  those 
over  whom  we  now  rule.  We  are  asking 
that  no  worse  men  than  Taft  or  Wright  ever 
have  their  destinies  in  keeping. 

Again  and  again,  during  the  campaign 
just  closed,  the  public  has  been  told  by 
leaders  of  the  party  in  power  that  the  tariff 
must  be  reformed  "in  the  house  of  its 
friends."  Only  by  such  a  concession  can 
one  e.xpect  to  see  changes  made  that  shall 
not  be  too  drastic,  even  to  the  undoing  of 
our  present  prosperity.     It   is   now  in  order 


for  those  who  have  so  spoken  to  abide  by 
their  implied  promise,  and  avail  of  the 
favorable  opportunity.  The  consumer,  in 
whose  interest  the  coal  strike  was  ended 
two  years  ago,  is  again  in  evidence,  asking 
for  a  more  noticeable  share  in  the  abound- 
ing prosperity,  now  that  our  manufact- 
urers are  not  only  on  their  adult  feet,  but 
are  capturing  the  markets  of  all  the  world. 
Now  that  the  combination  has  enriched 
both  master  and  man,  rather  than  strike  a 
blow  at  organization  which  is  at  the  bottom 
of  progress,  men  grown  more  thoughtful  are 
asking  for  a  readjustment  of  tariffs,  so  that 
there  may  be  more  chance  for  all  the  people 
of  the  United  States  to  grow  in  prosperity 
together.  Only  thus  can  we  go  forward  in 
the  peaceful  conquest  of  the  Pacific  world.

FERSY    HALL    LECTURE. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Wagner,  of  Paris, 
France,  author  of  "Youth,"  "Courage,"  and 
"The  Simple  Life,"  spoke  at  F"err_\'  Hall 
Wednesday  evening. 

The  lecture  was  the  story  of  the  speak- 
er's life — how  he,  a  son  of  humble  peasants, 
had  grasped  the  idea  of  simplicity  in  life 
and  had  spread  it  over  the  world  at  large. 
The  tumult  and  confusion  following  the 
Franco- Prussian  war  filled  the  young  man 
Wagner  with  a  longing  for  peace  and 
simplicity.  In  study  and  in  work  he  tried 
to  bring  about  well  being  and  to  be  per- 
fectly sincere  in  all  thit  he  attempted. 
Gradually  the  idea  of  simplicity  developed 
and  became  more  definite.  Wagner  be- 
came an  obscure  preacher;  he  talked  to    his 


people  and  his  words,  through  them,  spread 
throughout  France;  he  was  prevailed  upon 
to  write,  and  his  writings  were  translated 
into  all  the  languages  of  the  earth.  Finally 
through  the  influence  of  President  Roose- 
velt he  came  to  America  where  he  is  talk- 
ing to  this  people  and  telling  them  the  story 
of  his  life. 


A  SK.4TING   RINK. 


Last  year  several  college  men  had  i  n 
mind  a  plan  for  flooding  the  athletic  field 
west  of  the  Gymnasium  for  the  purpose  of 
producing  a  skating  rink  which  would  be 
near  at  hand,  and  open  to  college  students 
alone.  This  field  has  a  considerable  slope 
throughout  its  length,  toward  the  ravine,  so 
that  by  damming  up  this  lower  side  alone  a 
large  rink  could  be  formed.  The  expense 
of  such  an  enterprise  would  be  purel}-  nomi- 
nal; it  would  not  result  in  any  damage  to 
the  property,  and  as  a  college  spirit  pro- 
ducer could  have  no  equal.  Several  men 
of  the  college  have  expressed  themselves  as 
being  willing  to  do  the  manual  labor  in- 
volved in  the  work,  and  a  slight  subscription 
would  cover  the  cost  of  flooding.

DePauw-LaKe  Forest  Game. 

Before  a  crowd  numbering  in  the  thou- 
sands, Lake  Forest  met  defeat  at  the  hands 
(and  fists)  of  DePauw  Saturday.  The  game 
was  played  at  Washington  Park  in  Indiana- 
poHs,  and  on  account  of  the  excellent  ad- 
vertising given  by  Mr.  Delavan  Smith 
through  the  column  of  his  paper,  the  News, 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  athletic  events  of 
the  year  in  the  Capitol  city.  DePauw  sent 
down  several  hundred  rooters,  but  the  little 
group  of  Lake  Forest  followers  did  not 
feel  at  all  lonely,  as  many  Indianapolis 
people  donned  the  red  and  black  and 
cheered  lustily  for  our  team.  Before  the 
game  the  News  Newsboys'  Band  enter- 
tained the  crowd  with  a  concert.  After  the 
game  began  many  of  the  band-boys  joined 
the  Lake  Forest  contingent  and  helped  in 
the  rooting.  Too  much  appreciation  cannot 
be  expressed  for  the  warm  reception  given 
our  team  by  the  Indianapolis  people,  and 
for  the  many  good  things  they  said  of  the 
clean,  gentlemanly  playinp  of  Captain  Yeo- 
mans'  men  under  trying  circumstances. 

It  is  a  Lake  Forest  tradition  that  to 
know  how  to  take  defeat  is  the  best  proof 
of  our  sportmanship,  but  the  work  of  our 
opponents  Saturday  was  of  such  a  character 
that  it  cannot  be  passed  unheedingly.  We 
have  met  worse  defeats  this  year  and  have 
praised  the  victors,  but  nothing  but  censure 
can  be  given  the  eleven  which  represented 
DePauw.  Foul  tactics  of  the  most  flagrant 
character  were  constantly  in  evidence,  and 
the  game  was  much  prolonged  by  their 
wrangling  school  boy  methods.  That  this 
kind  of  work  does  not  meet  the  approval  of 
an  impartial  crowd  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
toward  the  close  of  the  game  Lake  Forest's 
work  was  constantly  applauded,  while 
DePauw's  only  cheers  came  from  her  stu- 
dents. The  officials,  while  not  intending  to 
be  partial,  showed  a  woeful  ignorance  of 
the  game,  which  in  one  instance  allowed 
DePauw    to    score   and    in    another    spoiled

Shortly  after  three  o'clock  Lake  Forest 
kicked  off,  using  the  short  kick  and  getting 
the  ball  on  Depauw's  forty  yard  line,  Stark, 
Yeomans  and  McCrea  hit  the  line  for  big 
gains  and  then  Yeomans  in  bucking  fumbled 
the  ball.  It  flew  clear  of  the  line  and  had 
scarcely  touched  the  ground  before  Milner 
grabbed  it  up  and  covering  the  intervening 
yards  like  a  shot,  planted  it  squarely  be- 
tween the  bars  for  a  touchdown  and  Stark 
kicked  goal.  When  Depauw  received  the 
ball  it  was  evident  that  their  offense  like 
ours  was  stronger  than  their  defense. 
Douglas,  Hall  and  Hamaker  repeatedly  hit 
the  line  for  long  gains  and  before  the  end 
of  the  half  made  two  touchdowns,  the  half 
ending  with  a  score  of  6  to  12.  In  the 
secon  .J  half  Lake  Forest  received  the  ball 
and  carried  it  to  the  center  of  the  field  by 
line  plunges.  Here  Milner  got  off  a  pretty 
quarter  back  run  of  thirty  yards.  Depauw 
finally  held,  secured  the  ball  and  quickly 
carried  it  back  for  a  touchdown.  After 
this  the  Lake  Forest  defense  weakened 
greatly  and  twelve  more  points  were 
secured  before  the  half  ended,  the  final 
score  being  Depauw  30  Lake  Forest  6. 

One  of  the  encouraging  features  of  the 
game  from  a  Lake  Forest  standpoint  was 
the  showing  made  by  the  new  men,  particu- 
larly Joe  McCrea  and  Andrews.  Our 
whole  backfield  played  splendidly,  Yeomans 
coming  in  for  repeated  applause  from  the 
crowd  who  also  frequently  besought  Milner 
to  let  "Tub"  carry  the  ball.  The  line  while 
outplayed,  were  game  to  the  end.  The 
team  despite  the  pugilistic  treatment  ac- 
corded it  came  out  of  the  game  in  good 
condition.

THE    DEBATABLE   QUESTION. 

The  recent  statement  concerning  the 
"New  Organization"  seems  as  untimely  as 
was  Parker's  before  election  day  about  his 
refusal  to  run  for  a  second  term.  In  the 
first  place  the  supposed  organization,  so  far, 
has  been  playing  hide  and  seek  with  those 
who  are  trying  to  find  it;  and  secondedly  it 
seems  to  have  something  of  a  corner  on 
the  "general  sentiment"  which  is  referred  to. 

Of  course  this  subject,    like    all    others. 
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has  had  it  share  of  discussion,  but  it  has  not 
taken  such  a  serious  form  as  cold  type 
would  represent.  In  fact,  we  may  say, 
relatively  speaking,  that  the  general  student 
body  has  not  had  the  question  under  serious 
consideration,  for  the  simple  reason  that 
there  has  been  no  friction  along  that  line. 
Other  questions  are  of  more  serious  import 
to  the  college  at  this  time. 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  writer  to 
enter  into  the  advantages  or  disadvantages 
of  co-education — the  only  argument  being 
that  co-education  is  not  the  present  ques- 
tion at  Lake  Forest.  We  must,  however, 
concede  that  during  the  last  few  years, 
since  the  girls'  side  of  the  college  has  sprung 
into  popularity  and  social  life  has  improved, 
there  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in 
the  college  life.  Spare  time,  generally 
speaking,  at  the  present  time  has  taken  on 
the  form  of  societ}';  whether  as  a  men's 
college  it  wculd  take  on  the  form  of  the 
"stag"  indulgences  of  other  men's  colleges 
would  remain  to  be  seen.  Lake  Forest  is  a 
peculiar  college  because  it  owes  its  popular- 
ity to  a  combination  of  qualities  and  espec- 
ially among  these  to  its  college  life.  A 
men's  college  would  be  a  fine  thing,  but 
would  we  obtain  it  at  the  cost  of  our  pre  sent 
wholesome  college  life? 

Remember,  we  are  not  discussing 
whether  in  the  future  we  should  have  co- 
education or  not,  we  are  only  maintaining 
that  college  life  here  at  the  present  time 
is  excellent;  and  that  we  would  dislike  to 
change  it  for  that  of  other  colleges  around 
us  where  there  is  no  co-education,  or  where 
it  is  different  than  it  is  here.  Perhaps  co- 
education has  not  been  such  a  factor  in  life 
here  as  we  are  led  to  think;  but  it  certainly 
is  not  a  malefactor.  It  does  more  harm 
than  good  to  apply  salve  where  there  is 
no  sore.

ALUMNI. 

In  the  recent  "Woman's  number"  of  the 
Outlook,  there  is  a  comprehensive  article 
on  "Settlement  W^orkers  and  their  Work," 
which,  contains  the  following  interesting 
passage  about  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1889. 

"One  of  the  inost  vigorous  and  success- 
ful settlements  in  the  country  is  the  College 
Settlement  in  Philadelphia.  Although 
twelve  years  old,  it  has  had  but  five  years 
in  its  present  location  and  under  its  present 
leadership.  How  efficient  that  leadership 
has  been  must  be  felt  by  an3-  reader  of  the 
annual  reports  of  the  head  worker.  From 
one  house  the  settlement  has  expanded  till 
it  occupies  four  connected  houses  and  one 
at  a  distance  in  a  dift'erent  neighborhood, 
besides  an  extensive  country  club  through 
the  summer.  One's  first  impression  of  the 
head  worker.  Miss  Davies,  is  of  a  woman  of 
great  energy  and  executive  ability,  of  wide 
knowledge  and  adaptability  and  endless 
resourcefulness,  with  a  quite  imperturb- 
able balance  maintained  by  the  aid 
of  a  clear  head,  a  strong  will  and  a 
keen  sense  of  humor.  Every  available 
inch  of  space  about  the  settlement  is  util- 
ized— eight-foot  cellars  being  adapted  to 
gymnastics  and  basket  ball,  and  a  roof 
garden  fitted  up  on  the  tops  of  the  small 
city  houses.  Sentimentality  is  abhorrent  to 
Miss  Davies;  she  is  not  given  to  high 
sounding  talk  of  democratic  ideals  or  social 
aims;  it  is  to  the  good  which  seems  most 
possible  of  immediate  attaininent  that  she 
bends  her  energies.  To  public  speaking 
she  is  not  over-prone;  of  advertising 
methods  she  will  ha\'e  none.  She  says  (I 
am  quoting  from  one  who  has  been  a  resi- 
'dent  with  her  for  a  year)  that  "she  sees 
articles  too  much  with  neighborhood  eyes 
and  hears  speeches  with  neighborhood  ears. 
She  simply  cannot  dish  up  'the  picturesque 
neighborhood  life'  for  the  public  gaze.' 
'Somehow  or  other,"  adds  this  resident, 
who  has  lived  in  a  number  of  other  settle- 
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ments,  "she  gets  a  permanent  social  hold 
of  the  people  that  I  have  never  seen  in  any 
other  settlement." 


Miss  Louise  Waddell,  a  special  student  in 
the  College  from  September,  1897,  until  Jan- 
uary 1900,  died  at  the  Michael  Reeae  Hospital, 
Chicaifo,  on  November  12.  tive  da\s  after  an 
operation  for  appendicitis.  Since  her  jrradua- 
tion  from  the  Michael  Ree-se  Trainintj  School, 
in  June  of  1903,  >:'iss  Waddell  had  been  very 
hard  at  work  at  her  profession  of  nnrsiny;,  and 
owino;  to  a  continued  absence  froni  Chicatjo 
had  probably  postposed  too  lony:  sul)mittino- 
to  the  necessary  operation. 

Miss  Waddell  vvas  born  in  Canada,  re- 
ceived most  of  her  preliminary  schoolintj  in 
Cincinnati,  and  caine  to  I^ake  Forest  when  her 
father  was  appointed  engineer  here.  Her  work 
in  the  Colle<j:e  was  chiefly  alony;  special  lines 
preparatory  to  her  later  vocation,  her  choice 
niajer  beinfj  Chemistry,  but  sfie  took  courses 
in  History  and  German.  After  taking  the  full 
course  in  the  Trainint:  School,  Miss  Waddell 
entered  upon  her  profession  with  enthusiastii 
and  much  promise  of  success;  indeed,  she  had 
already  won  much  approval  in  her  work.  It 
was  no  small  tribute  to  the  esteem  in  which 
she  was  held  that  so  many  of  her  classmates 
and  friends  should  have  come  to  Lake  Forest 
on  the  day  of  her  funeral,  to  pay  a  tribute  of 
afifection  and  regard.  Miss  Waddell's  life  was, 
in  a  special  sense,  one  of  high  service,  and  she 
never  withheld  her  interest  and  effort  in  any 
good  cause.  She  was  most  loyal  to  the  College, 
to  her  profession  and  to  her  friends,  "making 
herself  less"  in  the  work  of  life  and  of  the 
Master  in  whom  she  believed.

The  score  of  nothing  to  nothing  lacks 
a  great  deal  of  e.xpressing  the  true  character 
of  the  game  on  Farwell  Field  la=,t  Saturday. 
Every  man  on  each  team  was  doing  his  best 
to  win  that  game,  and  the  rooters  were 
doing  their  best  as  well.  It  was  the  most 
exciting,  the  cleanest  and  most  scientific 
exhibition  of  football  that  Lake  Forest 
enthusiasts  have  been  privileged  to  witness 
this  season.     The  presence  of  Black  in    left 


half  and  Stark  at  full  back  was  a    wonderful 
help. 

A  few  minutes  after  two  Cowden 
kicked  off  for  Monmouth  from  the  east 
goal.  Yeomans  got  the  ball  and  the  first 
down  was  on  the  Lake  Forest  20  yard  line. 
Lake  Forest  made  several  consistent  ad- 
vances toward  the  Monmouth  goal  which 
cheered  the  hearts  of  the  spectators.

Lake  Forest  was  the  victor  and 
got  the  ball  when  it  was  within  one  foot  of 
the  goal.  Stark  made  a  pretty  punt  to  the 
45  yard  line.  Monmouth  was  unable  to  carry 
the  ball  more  than  ten  yards  down  the  field, 
Burgeson's  tackling  of  the  Monmouth  right 
half  being  the  principle  reason.  Monmouth 
did  some  fine  defensive  work  when  Lake 
Forest  got  the  ball,  so  that  Stark  was 
obliged  to  punt  in  order  to  make  the  dis- 
tance. Monmouth  got  the  ball  on  its  ten 
yard  line.  Cowden  kicked  the  ball  out  of 
bounds  on  the  15  yard  line.  Stark  smashed 
through  the  centre  for  several  gains.  As 
there  were  only  a  few  minutes  to  play 
Stark  tried  a  place  kick  for  goal  from  the 
ten  yard  line,  but  it  resulted  in  a  touchback.

A    COLLEGE  TROPHY  ROOM. 

Lake  Forest  in  her  day  has  had  many 
contests  and  has  won  many  trophies.  What 
an  interesting  collection  they  would  make 
now  if  they  had  been  kept  together  at  the 
college!  How  iiroud  we  would  be  if  we 
had  here  now  all  the  track  team  banners, 
the  cups,  the  records  of  the  teams,  pictures 
of  the  glee  clubs,  university  bands,  athletic 
teams  and  debating  teams,  and  the  original 
copy  of  the  College  song,  and  many  other 
relics  as  interesting  as  these. 

A  roomfull  of  such  trophies  would  be 
an  excellent  manner  of  keeping  up  college 
pride  and  interest  in  inter-collegiate  con- 
tests, and  besides  would  be  a  source  of 
much  pleasure  to  visiting  alumni.  Such  a 
room  could  not  only  be  made  very  interest- 
ing, but  very  useful  too.  It  could  be  made 
a  place  for  keeping  records  of  trackmen,  of 
football  and  baseball  teams,  championship 
teams  especially. 

To  prove  that  we  need  a  place  to  keep 
these  we  have  merely  to  take  a  look  at  the 
"varsity  records"  as  given  in  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  handbook  this  year.  Perhaps  also 
records  of  manage  rs'  correspondence  could 
be  kept  here  for  future  reference,  till  a  bet- 
ter place  was  found. 

Why  can't  Lake  Forest  have  such  a 
room?  It  would  be  a  good  thing  for  every- 
one concerned  and  would  not  be  a  matter 
of  expense  to  the  college,  at  present.  For 
instance,  the  empty  downstairs  room,  in  the 
front  of  the  commons  would  make  a  first 
class  place  for  it.  better  quarters  could  be 
secured  later.  And  as  to  the  management 
of  the  affair,  it  would  be  quite  proper  to 
put  it  in  charge  of  a  committee  of  Seniors 
or  of  Seniors  and  Juniors. 

In    regard    to    filling  the    room,    a    few 


things  are  certain.  We  will  never  have 
enough  trophies  to  fill  a  room  unless  we  be- 
gin collecting  them.  We  have  at  present 
the  pictures  of  all  teams  of  recent  years, 
and  we  have  seen  in  various  places  around 
the  college,  many  old  time  pictures.  Per- 
haps we  still  have  the  baseball  used  in  the 
memorable  game  with  Beloit  last  spring. 
This  ball  with  score,  the  team  and  other 
facts  printed  on  it  would  make  a  very  inter- 
esting "keepsake."  Very  likely  some  of 
the  Alumni  have  or  know  of  some  old  time 
trophies  which  would  make  valuable  addi- 
tions and  which  could  be  easily  secured  if 
proper  steps  were  taken.  Perhaps  the 
Sophomore  classes  might  petitic^n  for  a 
place  to  keep  sample  copies  of  their 
proclamations.  And  other  interesting 
things  would  surely  turn  up  after  the  thing 
was  started. 

It  is  certain  that  we  are  able  to  make 
this  improvement  and  we  certainly  would 
find  it  an  interesting  and  valuable  invest- 
ment. The  matter  is  practically  in  the 
hands  of  the  students  themselves.  Let 
a  champion  of  the  cause  come  forth  and 
push  the  matter  till  we  get  a  real  Lake 
Forest  trophy  rooni.

day evening,  Mr.  Diver  crave  his  views  on 
the  great  struggle.  Briefly  his  reasons  were 
these. 


First.  The  characteristics  of  the  two  peo- 
ple, contrasting  the  quick  aggresive  Jap 
with  the  slow  and  conservative  Russian. 

Second.  Russia's  intrigue  and  double 
dealing  was  responsible  for  the  war  and 
alienated  herself  from  the  sympathies  of 
the  powers  at  the  start. 

Third.  The  Japanese  are  a  united  peo- 
ple while  the  Russians  lack  international 
spirit.  This  is  so  because  of  the  various 
peoples  held  in  subjection  by  Russia  with- 
out any  attempt  at  assimilation.  For  this 
reason  Russia  dare  not  send  her  entire 
fighting  force  into  the  field  for  fear  of 
trouble  at  home. 

Fourth — The  distance  of  the  Russian 
army  from  its  base  of  supplies  has  proven  a 
serious  hindrance.

In  the  New  York  Sun  of  November  12 
there  is  a  long  and  interesting  communica- 
tion from  Theodore  Starrett,  called  in  the 
Sun's  headlines  "a  leading  employer  of 
labor,"  on  Trade  Unionism.  After  a  some- 
what detailed  comparison  of  the  situation  in 
the  various  trades,  each  struggling  for  its 
own  special  welfare,  with  that  of  the  several 
States  before  the  Rebellion,  he  concludes, 
"But  if  the  labor  leaders  won't  attempt  to 
change  things  in  the  interest  of  the  general 
working  public,  the  American  public  will 
have  to  do  it,  and  I  think  the  American 
public  can  be  trusted  to  land  about  right  on 
every  question." 
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In  reply  to  a  letter  of  inquiry,  O.  H. 
Swezey  writes  in  part  as  follows:  "I  take 
pleasure  in  telling  you  that  Mrs.  Swezey 
and  myself  are  permanently  located  in 
Honolulu,  and  find  much  enjoyment  in  the 
delightful  tropical  climate  of  the  'Islands  of 
the  Sea.'  Our  coming  here  was  a  rather 
sudden  move.  I  came  upon  short  notice  to 
accept  a  position  as  traveling  entomologist 
for  the  Hawaiian  Sugar  Planters'  Associa- 
tion. Their  Experiment  Station  is  located 
in  Honolulu  and  they  employ  several 
entomologists,  who  are  engaged  in  devising 
means  for  combating  the  leaf  hopper  and 
other  insects  injurious  to  the  growing  sugar 
cane.  My  present  work  is  making  trips  to 
the  sugar  plantations  located  on  various 
islands,  and  studying  the  entomological 
conditions  of  each.  It  is  very  interesting 
work,  and  I  enjoy  the  trips  and  opportuni- 
ties of  seeing  the  various  points  of  interest- 
ing natural  scenery  to  be  found  on  the 
islands  of  the  group."

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Japan  arid  tKe   Cause  of  tHe  War. 

By  SosKicKi  A.sada. 


The  present  conflict  in  the  Orient  sud- 
denly broke  the  peace  of  the  new  century 
and  caused  the  world  to  study  carefully  the 
motive  and  destination  of  this  tremendous 
movement  of  the  new  current  of  history. 
After  victory  and  victory,  Japan  is  becom- 
ing the  focus  of  the  eyes  of  all  nations. 
She  is  being  hailed  and  envied  by  sister 
Powers.  But,  it  is  a  pity  to  say,  in  fact,  how 
little  the  world  does  know  about  her  real 
strength,  her  national  policy  and  the  cause 
of  the  struggle. 

In  such  a  moment  as  this,  it  is  most  in- 
teresting for  us  Japanese  to  study  how 
others  see  us  and  how  much  they  know  of 
the  land  beyond  their  own.  To  listen  to 
free  criticism  is  somethimes  disgusting,  but 
sometimes  also  amusing.  Japan  is  now  a 
popular  topic  of  gossips,  and  is  often 
praised  exaggerately,  misconceived  ridicu- 
lously, and  attacked  maliciously.  She  is 
like  a  fair  maiden  followed  by  many  suitors 
— admired  by  her  friends  and  feared  by  her 
enemies.  Be  it  so,  let  the  criticisms  be 
■good  or  ill,  all  will  benefit  her  future  more 
or  less.  A  nation,  I  think,  also  must  learn 
many  lessons  to  become  refined  as  well  as  a 
person. 

"Japan  is  a  wonder,"  "Her  victory  is  a 
mystery,"  and  "She  is  such  a  small  nation" 
are  the  cries  we  have  frequently  heard  since 
the  beginning  of  the  war.  Is  Japan  simply 
a  wonder?  Is  her  victory  merely  a  mystery? 
Is  she  really  a  small  nation?  If  a  thousand 
of  years  have  built  the  steady  foundation 
of  the  powerful  British  Empire, — if  only 
twelve  decades  have  brought  forth  the 
prodigious  domain  of  the  American  Repub- 


lic,— why  should  not  twenty-five  centuries 
give  Japan  time  enough  to  prepare  to  be 
one  like  them?  A  good  deal  of  misconcep- 
tion concerning  the  Japanese  civilization 
is  entertained  by  foreign  observers.  Many 
a  person  thinks  Japan  lived  entirely  in  dark 
until  her  opening-door  fifty  years  ago.  Not 
so.  Many  centuries  since  the  days  when 
Asia  had  been  the  centre  of  civilization  of 
the  world,  Japan  was  constantly  struggling 
for  a  higher  stage  of  her  national  life,  and 
step  by  step  entered  into  the  so-called 
Nineteenth  Century  civilization.  In  other 
words,  she  did  not  live  in  dark;  but  she  was 
using  a  candle  light,  and  then  changed  it  to 
a  lamp,  then  again  adopted  an  electric  light. 
As  for  lier  capacity  as  a  rising  power  she  is 
now  by  no  means  a  small  nation  so  far  as 
her  vast  population  and  her  prowing  com- 
merce and  industry  are  concerned.  Her 
realm  is  no  longer  a  fairy  land  with  the 
Fuji-no-yama,  chrysanthemums,  butterfly- 
like kimonos  and  delicate  teacups,  etc,  as 
school  children  enjoy  to  fancy;  but  full  of 
life, — enterprise,  strife,  aspirations  and 
opportunities. 

Recent  statistics  give  us  the  more  con- 
crete idea  in  regard  to  Japan.  Twenty-five 
years  ago  her  population  was  only  thirty 
millions  and  today  it  is  forty-eight  millions, 
the  average  increase  being  half  a  million  per 
annum — and  the  sixth  among  the  world 
nations.  China,  400  million;  Great  Britain, 
(India  and  Canada),  351;  million;  Russia,  131 
million;  United  States,  78  million;  Germany, 
56  million;  Japan,  48  million;  Austria-Hun- 
gary, 47  million;  France,  38  million. 

Meantime     among    most     phenomenal 
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changes  Japan  has  made  in  the  last  two 
decades,  are  the  growth  of  her  foreign  trade 
and  the  expansion  of  her  mercantile  marine. 
In  1881  the  amount  of  her  trade  62,250,133 
yens.  It  increased  to  142,454,540  yens  in 
18.91,  and  508,166,178  yens  in  1901.  Not  to 
speak  of  her  navy,  Japan  had  scarcely  any- 
thing to  be  called  a  mercantile  fleet  in  1882; 
ten  years  after  she  had  a  fleet  of  the  total 
tonnage  of  214,000  tons  and  another  decade 
later  of  934,000  tons.  These  figures  partly 
show  us  the  activity  of  her  forward  move- 
ment and  the  growth  of  her  wealth,  the 
very  backbone  of  her  military  success  in 
the  present  campaign. 

This  marvelous  evolution,  the  sudden 
ascendency  of  Japan  as  a  commerial  power 
seemed  undoubtedly  to  have  drawn  a  great 
attraetion  from  the  world.  An  ill-natured 
cry  of  the  "Yellow  Peril"  by  an  insolent 
sovereign  of  Europe  was  seconded  by  a 
certain  class  of  people,  wiio  idols  are  Sel- 
fishness and  Suspicion.  It  is  rather  a  sur- 
prise that  much  precious  time  is  wasted  by 
many  a  sensible  person  for  the  discussion  of 
such  a  nonsensical  idea  as  this.  Thanks  to 
God  Japan  passed  that  stage  of  national 
life  fifty  years  ago,  when  she  cried  "White 
Peril"  and  "Away  with  the  western  barbar- 
iansl"  On  the  contrary,  Japan's  commercial 
expansion  has  been  by  no  means  aggression 
against  others,  but  necessity.  She  has  been 
forced,  on  account  of  her  limited  area,  to 
find  a  means  to  provide  for  her  overflowing 
population.  "What  shall  we  do  for  this 
people?"  was  the  most  serious  problem 
among  her  statesmen  in  earlier  days  of  the 
New  Japan.  Finally,  about  twenty  years 
ago,  the  problem  was  solved  and  Japan 
turned  over  a  new  leaf.  Thenceforth  it  was 
her  national  policy  to  develope  her  com- 
merce and  industry  internall}'  and  exter- 
nally instead  of  remaining  merely  as  an 
agricultural  nation  and  a  consumer  of  foreign 
productions.  Thus  her  national  growth  ac- 
companying this  new  policy  is  simply  a 
matter     of      natural    consequence.      Japan 


would  like  to  know  what  it  concerns  those 
sophists  who  thrust  her  such  an  insulting 
sting  as  the  "Yellow  Peril." 

This  new  policy  of  Japan,  since  then, 
has  been  carried  out  successfully.  Year 
after  year  a  great  number  of  business  men 
rushed  abroad  to  establish  themselves  in 
new  markets.  Favored  by  the  facility  of 
transportation  of  goods,  the  requirement 
of  the  comparatively  small  capital,  the  rich- 
ness of  untouched  resources  and  the  advan- 
tage of  similar  living,  Corea  has  become  the 
Mecca  of  these  pilgrims.  Seventeen  years 
ago  more  than  ten  thousands  of  the 
Mikado's  subjects  were  running  all  impor- 
tant business  in  that  Kingdom — banking, 
telegraph,  postal  service,  railroads  and 
shipping,  etc.  This  predominance  of  Japan- 
ese apparenth'  seemed  to  have  caused  a 
great  panic  among  rival  nations.  Conse- 
quently England,  Russia  and  China  repeat- 
edly came  to  meddle  with  our  aft'airs.  At 
ast  arrived  th  at  historic  year  of  1S94,  when 
the  last  mentioned  Power  tried  to  cut  the 
Japanese  out  of  Corea  by  claiming  the 
sovereignty  over  that  kingdom.  The  result 
was  the  China-Japanese  wai',  which  was 
only  the  prelude  of  the  dramaof  the  coming 
struggle.

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COEDUCATION. 

1.  An  Anti-Coeducational  Club  does 
exist.

We  make  the  above  assertions  in  reply 
to  the  insinuations  which  appeared  in  the 
last  issue  of  The  Stentor.  In  support  of 
the  first  we  offer  no  proof.  For  the  second 
we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  at  the  last 
regular  meeting  of  Athenean  over  two- 
thirds  of  the  men  present  voted  against 
coeducation  in  the  College,  unconditionally. 
We  make  the  third  after  considerable  con- 
versation with  men  about  the  campus,  and 
challenge  the  writer  of  the  article  men- 
tioned to  the  test  of  a  vote, 

The  writer  of  the  article  under  con- 
sideration seems  to  have  had  but  one  idea 
in  mind;  namely,  that  the  College  women 
are  responsible  for  our  high  moral  stand- 
ards and  wholesome  atmosphere.  Not  onlv 
is  such  a  statement  a  slur  upon  Lake  Forest 
manhood,  but  it  has  as  little  foundation  in 
fact  as  in  theory.  We  would  like  to  have  it 
shown,  by  deductions  drawn  from  the  his- 
tory of  this  College,  how  much  the  women 
have  had  to  do  introducing  and  preserving 
moral  standards,  for  it  is  generally  admitted 
that  our  College  life  has  not  always  been  =0 
pure  as  it  is  now.  Give  us  another  argu- 
ment. Let  us  close  with  three  more  asser- 
tions: 

1.  Coeducation  is  destructive  to  Col- 
lege spirit. 

2.  It  introduces  false  standards  into 
our  measurement  of  men;  incidentally,  the 
social  life  is  effeminating  in  its  influence, 
and  opposed  to  strong  rugged  manhood. 

3.  Coeducation  keeps  away  from  our 
College  a  class  of  men  whom  we  cannot 
afford  to  lose.

SCOULLER  SPEAKS  AT  CHAPEL. 

Mr'  James  F.  Scouller,  '01,  of  Pana}',  P. 
L,  spoke  in  chapel  Wednesday. 

Mr.  Scouller  is  one  of  the  icoo  school 
teachers  who  went  to  the  Philippines  three 
years  ago.  Entirely  ignorant  of  Spanish 
and  teaching  natives  who  were  equally 
ignorant  of  English,  these  teachers  have 
labored  faithfully  and  well,  so  that  now  a 
larger  percentage  of  the  natives  speak 
English  than  Spanish.  About  230,000  Fili- 
pinos are  now  in  government  schools.  Na- 
tive teachers  are  employed,  the  Americans 
acting  as  supervisors  and  directors. 

Li  speaking  of  the  political  condition  of 
the  islands,  :\Ir.  Scouller  said  that  the  news- 
paper articles  were  entirely  wrong.  The 
people  in  general  are  fairly  well  satisfied 
with  the  government,  but  the  government 
is  too  far  in  advance  of  them;  they  have  not 
been  educated  to  liberty. 

Governor  Taft  and  his  policy  were  crit- 
icised, Mr.  Scouller  .stating  that  95  per  cent 
of  the  Americans  in  the  islands  were  not  at 
all  in  sympathy  with  him,  and  were  only  too 
glad  when  he  was  removed.

HIS    SON    AT    COLLEGE.

LETTER    IV. 

Dear  Hank. — Your  football  troubles, 
which  seemed  to  have  a  mortgage  on  your 
last  letter,  look  to  me  like  another  ca^^e 
of  the  farmer  having  the  biggest  barn  in 
four  counties,  and  raising  a  family  in  a 
summer  kitchen.  It's  all  right  for  him 
always  to  keep  an  eye  peeled  on  the  stock, 
but  he  hasn't  got  any  kick  coming  when 
his  supper  is  only  half  cooked. 

And  that's  what  seems  to  me  to  be  in 
the  way  there  at  College,  bome  fellows 
are  spending  so  much  time  working  for 
themselves  that  they  don't  have  time  to 
notice  others,  and  then  they  raise  a  rumpus 
because  things  aren't  served  up  the  way 
they  should  be.  Of  course,  there's  no  get- 
ting around  the  fact  that  the  farmer's  on 
the  farm  to  raise  crops,  and  that  those  fel- 
lows are  there  at  college  to  study;  but  it 
doesn't  pay  to  mortgage  the  house  to  insure 
the  crop,  and  it  isn't  going  to  pay  for  a 
college  to  turn  out  good  brains  that  have 
to  be  held  up  by  crutches. 

Speaking  of  the  farmer  spending  most 
of  the  time  in  the  barn  reminds  me  of  old 
Bill  Larkin.  Bill  was  one  of  those  fellows 
who  couldn't  look  farther  than  a  corn  field, 
or  look  over  a  pen  of  pigs  and  see  the 
fence  on  the  other  side,  and  the  only  good 
he  could  see  to  a  woman  was  feeding  a  man 
three  times  a  day.  Now  Mariah,  his  wife, 
had  been  buying  groceries  with  what  money 
she  had  been  making  off  her  chickens.  But 
Bill  allowed  one  day  that  it  would  pay  a 
whole  lot  better  if  the  chickens  were  sold, 
and  the  pig  pen  made  larger.  Well,  it 
worked  all  right  for  a  while,  but  Bill  began 
to  miss  his  tobacco,  and  the  grocery  bills 
began  to  make  the  pig  pen  look  lonesome. 
And  I  guess  that  comes  pretty  near  being 
what's  the  matter  where  you  are.  A  whole 
lot  of  people  don't  think  that  football,  and 
lots  of  other  things,  help    much,  and  then 


they  wonder  why  they  don't  have  to  build 
an  addition  on  to  the  college. 

Of  course,  things  aren't  like  they  used 
to  be.  When  I  was  a  kid,  the  size  of  a 
school  didn't  cut  a  large  figure  as  to  which 
had  the  best  players.  But  now-a-days 
schools  are  sort  of  like  packing  houses;  the 
large  ones  make  so  many  side  products  that 
they  get  the  largest  shipments.  The  large 
packer  has  got  the  small  fellows  beat  hollow 
on  quantity,  but  on  quality  the  little  fellow 
can  pretty  near  show  him  up.  And  so  we 
aren't  betting  that  we  got  what  we  ordered 
from  the  big  packer  until  we  have  it 
"government  inspected,"  while  we  feel 
prett)-  safe  with  the  little  fellow,  because 
he  doesn't  make  sirloin  steak  out  of  side 
meat.  That  is  about  the  difference  between 
the  large 'and  small  college  —  the  products 
of  the  large  schools  need  a  little  inspection; 
but  your  small  college,  in  football  and  all 
other  side  products,  ought  to  turn  out  the 
best  article  that  can  be  produced  under  the 
circumstances — and  one  that  don't  have  to 
be  labeled. 

Speaking  of  football  again,  }-ou  can't 
pop  corn  on  a  cold  stove,  and  I  reckon 
eleven  pla\'ers  don't  make  a  football  team. 
There's  got  to  be  something  to  dri\-e  it 
along.  Enthusiasm  wasn't  running  wild 
the  time  that  I  was  up  there  at  that  game. 
It  looked  too  much  on  the  cold  storage  order 
to  me,  although  from  your  letter  I  gather 
that  a  fresh  supply  did  arrive  for  the  last 
game.  Now,  in  hatching  eggs,  it  doesn't 
make  much  difference  whether  a  hen  sets 
on  them  or  whether  they're  put  in  an  incu- 
bator— the  only  thing  is  that  they've  got 
to  be  kept  warm.  And  I  guess  I  ain't  mis- 
sing my  calculations  when  I  say  the  same 
about  football,  and  almost  everything  that 
is  done  in  college. 

Enthusiasm  isn't  something  that  you've 
got  to  break  through  ice  lo  get  at,  it  ought 
to  be  so  hot  that  j^ou  can't  handle  it. 
It  doesn't  cost  much  to  keep  a  small 
heater  in    the    cattle  water  tank  in  winter; 
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but  there  are  a  mighty  lot  of  farmers  who 
don't  see  the  use  of  it.  And  then  they 
wonder  why  their  cattle  don't  bring  as 
much  as  their  neighbor's,  when  the  reason 
is  that  they  had  to  drink  ice  water,  and  then 
burn  up  beef  to  keep  warm.  Burning  corn 
cobs  is  a  whole  lot  cheaper  than  burning 
pounds  of  beef.  And  so  enthusiasm,  like 
heat,  has  got  to  come  from  some  place,  and 
the  football  team  is  going  to  show  up  a 
whole  lot  better  if  it  is  served  up  hot  to 
them  by  those  who  aren't  in  the  game. 

Too  many  people  in  this  world  are 
always  seeing  rust  in  the  oats  and  frost  on 
the  corn.  They  are  sort  of  looking  for  the 
wrong  thing  to  happen.  Old  Pete  Merril, 
who  could  do  more  talking  and  less  working 
than  anyone  else  in  the  whole  township, 
was  always  seeing  things  that  wa)'.  It  was 
while  war  was  on,  that  Pete  walks  in  Bill's 
store  and  picks  up  a  paper  chuck  full  of 
war  news.  Now  Pete  couldn't  read,  but 
he  sort  of  thought  that  that  was  a  secret 
between  himself  and  the  paper.  Well,  he 
looks  at  the  paper,  and  pretty  soon  pipes 
up,  sort  of  seriously,  "Well,  boys,  I  see 
another  war  ship  has  been  sunk."  We  all 
jumped  for  the  paper,  there  was  a  picture  of 
a  ship  sure  enough,  but  the  joke  was  on 
Pete,  for  he  had  the  paper  upside  down. 

I  just  mention  this  in  passing  by,  to 
remind  you  that  you  always  want  to  see 
things  right  before  you  begin  talking  about 
them.  Too  many  people  are  always  look- 
ing for  trouble,  and  are  saying  "I  told  you 
so."  They're  like  the  old  black  mare  on 
our  old  place,  that  used  to  chase  some  white 
chickens  around  the  pasture,  and  then  shy 
at  them  and  try  to  scare  herself. 

I've  been  speaking  a  whole  lot  about 
football  because  it's  a  crop  you've  just  got 
harvested,  and  you're  sort  a  figuring  up  the 
cost  and  finding  out  what  its  worth.  It's 
what  there  is  under  football  that  I  am  try- 
ing to  get  a  hold  of — and  that  is  the  spirit 
that  should  be  put  in  any  affair  that  is  be- 
fore the  college. 


A  wind-mill  not  only  makes  it  a  whole 
lot  easier  to  get  water  for  the  kitchen 
but  it's  going  to  keep  the  milk  from  souring 
in  the  milk  house,  and  grind  meal  besides. 
And  so  it's  what  there  is  in  football  that 
doesn't  stop  at  Thanksgiving  but  switches 
onto  something  else,  that  makes  me  men- 
tion the  game  so  often. 

There  are  a  mighty  lot  of  farmers  who, 
in  spring,  calculate  that  we'll  have  six  more 
weeks  of  cold  weather  because  a  ground 
hog  didn't  see  his  shadow.  But  the  20th  of 
May  always  sees  me  planting  corn  —  six 
weeks  is  worth  too  much  to  waste  on  a 
shadow.  And  so  in  your  football  and  other 
college  aft'airs  you've  got  too  much  to  win 
to  say  it's  no  use  just  because  of  shadows,

JAPAN  AND  THE  CAUSE  OF  THE  WAR.

The  w^ar  ended  within  eighteen  months, 
crowning  Japan  as  the  victor  with  the  ces- 
sion of  the  Liaotung  Peninsula  and  Formosa 
and  the  indemnity  of  three  hundred  million 
taels.  Alas!  In  that  jubilant  moment  a 
word  came  from  the  St.  Petersburg  govern- 
ment in  such  a  suddeness  as  a  lightning 
from  a  clear  sky.  What  was  tlie  outcome? 
In  arms  Japan  won  from  China,  but  diplo- 
matically she  surrendered  to  Russia  and 
her  allies,  by  returning  the  Liaotung 
Peninsula  to  China,  as  the  result  of  their 
advice  declaring  that  occupation  of  the 
mainland  of  China  by  any  Power  might  en- 
danger the  integrity  of  that  empire.  In 
truth  Japan  was  practically  robbed  by  them 
of  the  fruit  of  her  victory,  under  pretext  of 
the  permanent  peace  of  the  Orient.  Yea, 
remember,  this  advice  is  the  very  gospel 
that  Japan  then  learned  from  them,  and  is 
now  enforcing  its  creed  upon  one  of  those 
founders  of  the  doctrine. 

Thus,  disheartening  was  the  conclusion 
of  the  Japanese  victory  over  China,  which  was 
obtained  by  a  large  sacrifice  of   the    human 
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blood.  A  year  or  two  elapsed,  and  then 
followed  the  occupation  of  Port  Arthur  by 
Russia  as  the  reward  of  her  service  toward 
China  during  and  after  the  war — the  event 
was,  in  other  words,  simply  changing  hands 
of  the  possession  of  the  land  without  giving 
any  material  gain  for  the  original  owner, 
and  the  opening  shot  of  the  outrages  of  the 
threatening  dismemberment  of  the  empire. 
In  those  days  Japan  said  grimly  "Lo,  what 
those  so-called  Christian  nations  are  doing!" 
It  was  a  pity  that  China  had  such  a  states- 
man as  Li-Hung-Chang  by  whose  blunder 
the  Chinese  war  was  broken  out,  and  then 
through  whose  influence  the  encroaching 
bear  found  his  way  southward.  Again  the 
lioxer  War  was  only  too  good  an  excuse 
for  the  intruder  to  fasten  his  grip  on  the 
helpless  victim.  The  consequence  was  that 
Manchuria  practical!}-  became  a  Russian 
province. 

Meanwhile  the  Russian  policy  of  ex- 
pansion was  not  confined  only  in  the 
Chinese  territory,  but  also  pushed  with  a 
great  vigor  toward  Corea.  It  constantly 
disturbed  the  co-operating  movement  of 
other  commercial  nations  in  Corea  and 
checked  the  respective  prosperity  of  their 
trades.  Japan,  whose  trade  and  investment 
'in  that  kingdom  were  larger  than  any  other 
competitors,  suffered  most  heavily.  Owing 
to  the  inability  of  the  Corean  government, 
Japan  was  always  bothered  by  Russian 
agents  in  the  execution  of  her  commercial 
policy.  She  often  complained  about  this 
matter  to  Russia  and  also  to  Corea,  but  in 
vain.  In  order  to  settle  this  grievance  in  a 
peaceful  way  and  to  protect  each  other's 
interest,  Japan,  opening  direct  negotiations 
with  Russia  several  times  during  the  past 
ten  years,  made  reciprocal  agreements  be- 
tween the  two.  It  seemed,  however,  that 
it  was  too  much  for  the  "Holy  Russia"  to  be 
sincere  and  to  keep  her  word  with  the 
"Heathen  Japan."  Time  after  time  the 
former  failed  to  observe  the  agreements. 
Thus  the  difficulty  was  brought  to    the    final 


test  of  the  last  negotiation,  which  lasted  six 
months  from  August  1903  and  ended  in  an 
entire  failure  in  spite  of  our  patience  and 
sincerity. 

Now  let  us  again  turn  back  to  the  Man- 
churian  question.  When  the  last  negotia- 
tion was  opened,  at  first,  this  problem  was 
scarcely  involved  in  the  issue,  for  Japan  had 
still  a  little  faith  in  Russia — nay  the  former 
treated  the  latter  as  a  self-respecting 
civilized  nation  to  make  the  latter  keep  her 
promise  and  "do  a  square  business  squarely." 
It  must  be  remembered  that  it  was  Russia 
who  proposed  first  to  withdraw  troops  from 
Peking  and  the  vicinity  after  the  Boxer 
War  and  remained  last;  and  that  thereby 
meeting  with  the  combined  protest  from 
the  United  States,  England  and  Japan, 
Russia  promised  those  three  powers  to 
evacuate  Manchuria  and  Liaotung  by  Octo- 
ber 8th,  last  year,  and  again  broke  the 
promise.  In  plain  language,  Russia  lied  in 
broad  day,  before  the  world.  It  was  not, 
however,  a  surprise  in  the  least  for  Japan  to 
receive  the  news,  because  she  l<new  too 
well  this  old  trick  of  the  Mascovite  from  her 
experience  of  the  past  ten  years.  Indeed 
Russian  promises  sound  to  a  Japanese  ear 
something  like  a  temperance  lecture  from  a 
drunkard.  Disregarding  the  integrity  of 
the  Chinese  empire  and  possible  future 
development,  the  Manchurian  question, 
speaking  frankly,  was  at  first  less  vital  for 
Japan  than  the  Corean.  So,  during  the  last 
negotiation  Japan  often  showed  her  willing- 
ness to  counterchange  the  respective  inter- 
ests of  Russia  and  Japan  in  Manchuria  and 
Corea.  But,  today,  the  situation  is  a  little 
different;  for  the  colossal  sacrifice  of  lives 
and  treasure  and  the  obstinate  eft'ortsof  the 
opponent  to  push  on  his  wrong  to  the  limit, 
make  for  Japan  the  Manchurian  problem  as 
important  as  the  Corean. 

The  foregoing  paragraphs  might  give 
the  reader  some  light  on  the  subjects  so 
often  discussed  lately — how  the  Russo- 
Japanese  controversy  came  to  rise  and  why 
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Manchuria  and  Corea  became  the  points  of 
dispute.  But  the  writer's  treatment  thus  far 
is  based  only  on  commerial  points  of  veiw. 
We  must  not  forget  that  the  cause  of  the 
present  war  is  not  only  commerial  but  also 
political.  To  understand  this  question 
thoroughly,  open  your  maps  and  then  read 
a  few  pages  of  modern  history.  Where  is 
now  that  ill-fated  Poland?  and  Finland? 
Where  are  Manchuria,  Corea  and  Japan 
standing?  Since  the  day  of  Peter  the 
Great  "Expansion"  has  been  the  unique 
national  policy  of  Russia.  Moreover,  in 
recent  history — by  her  tricky  occupation  of 
the  Liaotung  Peninsula  and  her  determined 
refusal  to  evacuate  Manchuria — we  have 
also  seen  that  this  old  policy  is  still  being 
pushed  on  by  the  present  Czar,  the  "Apostle 
of  the  Hague  Peace  Conference."  Should 
Corea  and  Manchuria  once  change  their 
colors  on  the  map  of  Asia,  what  would  be 
next?  Japan  foresaw  this  possible  future 
many  years  ago  and  has  prepared  for  the 
emergency  of  protecting  herself  for  her 
existence.  She  was  right  in  her  prediction. 
There  at  last  broke  out  the  war  which  might 
decide  the  fate  of  her  future — nay,  in  a 
larger  i;ense,  the  fate  of  her  race,  of  the 
whole  of  Asia,  and  of  the  civilization  of  the 
world. 

Though  there  are  still  many  things  to 
be  considered  in  connection  with  the  war, 
the  writer's  object  is  neither  to  discuss  the 
general  aspect  of  the  progressing  events, 
nor  to  give  any  new  knowledge  to  political 
students,  but  simply  to  show  common 
readers  the  real  situation  of  Japan,  and  give 
a  short  history  of  the  Far  Eastern  problems 
preceding  the  controversy.  Recently  there 
has  been  a  good  deal  of  talk  of  stopping  the 
conflict  by  the  pressure  of  other  powers,  on 
account  of  the  horror  of  the  war.  It  is 
regrettable,  however,  that  the  suggestion 
has  come  rather  too  late  or  too  early.  If 
the  powers  had  had  a  little  backbone  when 
they  protested  to  Russia  the  evacuation  of 
Manchuria  last  year,   this   war  might  prob- 


ably have  been  averted.  We  often  hear 
now-a-days  some  one  say  in  despair:  "Let 
them  fight,  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time  as  to 
how  long  Japan  can  stand."  Far  from  the 
idea!  On  the  contrary,  it  is  rather  a  ques- 
tion with  us  Japanese,  how  long  it  would 
take  the  world  to  realize  Japan's  determina- 
tion in  this  struggle,  her  preparedness  and 
her  real  strength.  The  longer  the  war  lasts, 
the  more  the  world  will  realize  what  we  say 
now.  In  spite  of  the  aggressive  attitude  of 
Russia  these  years,  Japan  was  rather  re- 
served and  patient;  but  now  she  has  un- 
sheathed her  sword  with  such  a  determina- 
tion that  the  steel  will  never  be  put  back 
into  the  sheath  unless  her  final  object  is 
accomplished.  Notwithstanding,  Japan's 
attitude  and  aim  must  not  be  misunder- 
stood. We  must  definitely  state  that  Japan 
has  not  entered  upon  this  great  struggle  for 
any  purpose  of  aggrandizement  or  con- 
quest, but  has  been  forced  into  it  for  her 
security,  for  the  permanent  peace  of  the 
East,  and  for  the  progress  of  that  benefi- 
cient  and  enlightened  civilization  which 
Japan  herself  has  imbibed  from  the  nations 
of  the  West  and  has  made  her  own.

The  rapid  fire  discussion  of  co-education 
which  appeared  last  week  in  the  columns 
of  The  Stentor  was  at  least  commendable 
for  its  spirit.  The  gunner  made  one  mis- 
take, however;  gatlings  are  of  little  use 
at  long  range.  He  should  have  steered  his 
barque  close  to  the  subject  under  considera- 
tion. 

The  existence  or  non-existence  of  the 
"Club"  is  of  little  interest  to  the  public 
at  large,  since  it  refuses  to  show  itself 
openly — and  only  so  could  it  be  effective. 
We  refuse  to  believe  that  the  majority  of 
our  young  men  would  oppose  co-education 
seriously  if  they  were  presented  with  an 
opportunity  of  making  their  vote  effective. 

We  really  must  insist,  i\Ir.  Man-behind- 
the-gun,  that  the  women  help  to  maintain 
the  moral  standard  of  our  College.  It  is 
not  a  slur  upon  Lake  Forest  manhood;  it  is 
rather  an  a.xiom  of  haman  nature.  For 
does  reputation  count  for  nothing?  We  are 
now  preparing  a  book  on  the  historical 
phase  of  this  question,  in  accordance  with 
\'our  suggestion. 

We  see  nothing  in  the  last  three  "asser- 
tions" worthy  of  reply.  The  views  are  at 
least  radical,  and  cannot  be  accepted  upon 
their  mere  statement.  We  have  been 
taught  that  the  best  manhood  is  accom- 
plished through  refinement  and  culture;  and 
have  been  led  to  believe  that  women  are 
fit  and  helping  companions,  because  of  their 
more  instinctive  delicacy  of  speech  and 
action.  We  will  continue  to  believe  so 
until  the  contrary  can  be  plainly  proven. 


The  Library  has  recently  received  from 
Mr.  Alfred  Granger,  of  Lake  Forest,  a 
handsome  "edition  de  luxe"  of  Ruskin,  in 
twenty-six  volumes.  This  gift  is  not  only 
a  generous  one,  but  is  most  apposite.  But 
three  or  four  odd  volumes  comprised 
the  Library's  stock  of  Ruskin.

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AN  INVESTIGATION. 

In  view  of  a  recent  article  in  regard  to 
the  supposed  attitute  of  the  men  of  the  Col- 
lege towards  co-education  in  Lake  Forest, 
we  have  a  few  facts  to  present.  Let  it  be 
plainly  understood  that  we  are  not  cham- 
pioning the  cause  of  co-education;  but  when 
such  gross  misrepresentation  of  the  senti- 
ment of  the  college  men  is  conjured  up,  we 
believe,  in  justice  to  the  men,  these  faulty 
inferences  should  be  corrected. 

The  facts  that  are  to  be  presentetl  were 
obtained  after  a  personal  interview  with 
every  man  in  college — and  not  "after  eonsidcr- 
nble  coirrersation  on  tin-  campus." 

1st.  The  first  statement  made  by  the 
member  of  A.  C.  C.  was  that,  "An  Anti- 
Co-educational  Club  does  exist."  This  we 
are  compelled  to  admit,  but  he  failed  to 
state  that  it  consisted  of  six  members. 

2nd.  The  Club  asserts  that  it  has  no 
"corner"  on  the  "general  sentiment"  of  the 
College,  and  our  investigation  shows  that  it 
also  has  a  very  small  corner  in  this  same 
sentiment, 

3rd.  Again  in  his  third  statement,  the 
member  is  slightly  wrong  when  he  says  that 
the  majority  of  the  college  men  oppose  co- 
education unconditionally. 

In  proof  of  our  argument  it  is  only 
necessary  to  state  the  result  of  our  investi- 
gation. 

The  two  following  questions  were  per- 
sonally submitted  to   every  man   in   college. 

1st.  Do  3'ou  believe  that  co-education 
as  it  exists  todaj?,  in  Lake  Forest  does  more 
harm  than  good? 

2nd.  Do  you  oppose  co-education  in 
Lake  Forest  as  it  exists  today? 

Out  of  the  87  men  in  College  66 
answered  ''No"  to  both  questions,  while 
only  21  answered  "Yes." 

Reference  was  also  made  in  the  article 
quoted,  as  to  the  stand  Athenaean  took 
against  co-education.  We  found  that  when 
the  members  of  Athenaean  considered  this 
question  seriously  only  6  out  of  23  op- 
posed it. 


Lake  Forest  College  always  appreciates 
any  influence  that  makes  for  higher  stand- 
ards— and  to  acknowledge  such  standards 
in  no  way  casts  "a  slur  upon  Lake  Forest 
manhood."  But  for  one  to  foist  his  opin- 
ions on  to  the  College,  and  to  publish  them 
as  representing  the  general  sentiment,  is 
not  only  a  slur  but  an  injustice  and  an  insult 
to  Lake  Forest  men.

THe   New  YorK  Alumni   Dinner. 


A   La.r^e    a.iid   £iitKusia.stic    Meeting.      Some   Notes    0x1 
WHat  Was  Said.     A  Permanent  Organi- 
zation    Formed. 


The  second  annual  banquet  of  the  New 
York  Alumni  Association  was  held  at  the 
new  Hotel  Astor,  45th  street  and  Broadway, 
on  Tuesday,  January  3rd.  Last  year  the 
attendance  was  twenty-seven,  gathered  at 
very  short  notice,  and  from  but  thirty-five 
known  addresses;  with  a  larger  number  of 
addresses  and  more  time,  this  year's  attend- 
ance just  doubled  that  of  1904.  The  inten- 
tion of  these  dinners  seems  to  be  to  include 
all  who  are  Lake  Foresters  in  any  sense, 
though  the  College  is  the  central  point  oi' 
interest.  Through  the  kind  effort  of  some 
of  the  alumni,  it  was  made  possible  for 
Professor  and  Mrs.  Halsey  and  Professor 
Bridgman  to  be  present  together  with  Presi- 
dent and  Mrs.  Harlan,  so  that  the  College 
was  represented  in  full  force.  Though  New 
York  was  in  the  midst  of  the  heaviest  bliz- 
zard for  fifteen  years  nearly  every  one  ex- 
pected turned  out  in  good  time  and  spirits. 

An  informal  reception  was  given  to  the 
visitors,  as  the  company  gathered,  in  the 
parlors  adjoining  the  banquet  room.  It 
does  not  always  promise  social  solubility 
when  fifty  alumni  of  different  periods,  and 
both  sexes,  get  together  once  a  year,  but 
this  gathering  scored  one  for  co-education. 
The  ice  must  have  been  broken  last  year, 
for  none  was  apparent  on  this  occasion. 
One  was  surprised  and  gratified  to  see  Miss 
Treat  and  Mr.  Koukle  from  Philadelphia, 
but  the  long    distance    record    belonged    to 


President  French,  of  Huron  College,  and  to 
Mrs.  Wilson,  of  Persia.  It  might  almost  be 
said  that  when  Professor  and  Mrs.  Halsey 
appeared,  some  people  from  the  8o's  fairly 
sprinted  to  greet  them,  were  that  compat- 
ible with  the  dignity,  and  in  some  cases,  the 
avoirdupois  of  such  venerable  alumi. 

On  proceeding  to  the  banquet,  the  com- 
pany filled  very  comfortable  the  beautiful 
College  Room,  a  room  especially  designed 
for  such  occasions.  It  is  decorated  with  the 
shields  of  many  Colleges,  and  with  an 
exquisitely  painted  frieze,  broken  up  into 
panels,  illustrating  different  scenes  of  Col- 
lege sport.  The  tables  were  arranged  in 
the  form  of  an  E,  with  Mrs.  Hillis,  Mrs. 
Annie  Rhea  Wilson  and  Mrs.  Josephine 
White  Bates  sitting  on  the  long  upper  side 
with  the  toastmaster.  Dr.  Hillis,  and  the 
Lake  Forest  guests. 

The  dinner  itself  was  certainly  very 
good;  with  the  later  courses,  however,  to 
the  disgust  of  the  waiters,  but  to  the  satis- 
faction of  every  one  else,  there  was  a  good 
deal  of  moving  about  among  those  who 
wanted  to  make  the  most  of  the  time.  It 
was  not  late  when  Dr.  Hillis  rapped  for  at- 
tention, and,  after  briefly  reviewing  the 
short  history  of  the  association  and  welcom- 
ing the  guests,  called  on  one  and  another  to 
speak.  There  were  no  toasts  or  set 
speeches,  and  no  one  spoke  more  than  ten 
minutes,  few  more    than    five,  so  that    even 
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the  New  Jerseyites  and  the  martyrs  to 
Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit  could  make  an 
early  start,  at  least,  for  their  distant  homes. 

It  is  not  possible  here  to  give  an 
accurate  report  of  the  several  speeches, 
which  depended  so  much  upon  the  personal- 
ity of  the  speakers.  The  three  representa- 
tives of  the  College  were  called  on  first:  the 
President  dwelt  upon  the  growth  in  num- 
bers and  the  wide  diffusion  of  our  constitu- 
ency; Professor  Halsey,  whom  Dr.  Hillis 
introduced  as  an  example  of  the  "value  of 
abiding."  spoke  in  a  general  way  of  what  his 
own  continuing  at  Lake  Forest  had  brought 
to  him,  and  later  on,  of  the  good  fortune 
that  had  come  to  the  institution  through 
her  representatives  on  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, Mr.  Smith  and  Dr.  Linnell;  and,  start- 
ing from  the  report  that  the  best  speech  at 
the  last  year's  banquet  was  made  by  a 
woman,  he  added  "there  is  no  woman  ques- 
tion at  Lake  Forest."  Professor  Bridgman 
spoke  of  the  "new  student  movement"  as  a 
bit  of  business  organization,  and  of  the 
work  already  done,  and  still  to  be  done, 
among  and  by  the  Alumni. 

Mrs.  Wilson  and  Mrs.  Hillis  certainly 
maintained  the  precedent  established  last 
year,  for  both  spoke  with  grace  and  wit  and 
earnestness.  Only  a  verbatim  report  could 
give  the  matter,  but  never  the  manner  of 
their  speeches.  Mr.  Theodore  starrett, 
after  referring  to  the  fact  that  Dr.  Hillis  had 
"corralled"  all  the  oratory  when  he  was  in 
college,  went  on  to  give  an  amusing  and 
comprehensive  lecture  on  after  dinner  ora- 
tory, as  he  had  observed  and  studied  it. 
Mr.  Ralph  Starrett  told  how  embarassing  it 
was  to  him  when,  in  the  old  Academy  days, 
Professor  Wilson  used  to  greet  his  appear- 
ance with  the  words  "why  here's  Starrett 
Where  is  the  visitor's  book.  Mr.  Konkle 
recalled  other  days  in  the  Academy  from  the 
tutor's  point  of  view,  and  Dr.  Franklin 
Wells  in  a  speech  full  of  good  stories  and 
touched  with  eloquence,  gave  as  the  fit 
motto    for    Lake    Forest    and    her    children 


■'bearing  burdens,  sharing  responsibilities 
and  keeping  an  unsullied  name." 

The  last  speaker  was  Chas.  G.  Smith,  '95, 
on  whom  fell  the  real  burden  of  arranging 
for  the  dinner  and  getting  the  company 
there.  This,  no  doubt,  meant  the  giving  up 
of  a  good  part  of  time  for  a  fortnight;  and 
his  generosity  is  very  deeply  appreciated. 
After  a  tribute  to  Senator  Fry,  otherwise 
inexplicably  neglected  by  the  speakers,  Mr. 
Smith  spoke  of  the  real  value  of  sentiment 
in  the  midst  of  the  strenuous  New  York 
life;  no  crime  was  ever  planned  within  the 
sound  of  good  music,  no  sinister  design  in 
minds  dwelling  on  college  memories." 

A  cordial  letter  from  the  Chicago 
Alumni  Club  was  then  read,  and  a  resolu- 
adopted  to  the  end  that  the  Secretary 
should  return  fraternal  greetings.  A  per- 
manent organization  was  eft'ected  by  the 
election  of  Theodore  Starrett,  '84,  as  Presi- 
dent, and  C.  E:  Smith,  '95,  as  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  Presi- 
dent being  further  requested  to  appoint 
three  others  to  ser\"e  with  the  two  officers  as 
an  executive  committee. 

And  then  the  meeting  broke  up,  with 
many  lingering  good-bves.  The  occasion 
was  characteristic  of  the  active,  eft'ective, 
good-humored  New  York  spirit, — successful 
and  full  of  movement.  We  believe  that  by 
such  occasions  Lake  Forest  is  brought  to 
consciousness  of  herself,  that  traditions  are 
fostered,  and  that  direct  impulse  is  given  to 
the  present  college  life.

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The  year  of  1904  has  been  one  of  such 
marked  success  and  progress  for  Lake 
Forest  that  we  would  do  well  to  pause  a 
moment  in  retrospection  before  starting  in 
on  1905  which  promises  even  more  for  us 
than  the  year  just  ended. 

As  we  look  back  over  the  j'ear  we  seek  the 
cause  for  our  progress.  The  cau?e  is  un- 
doubtedly our  increased  numbers  and  the 
excellent  spirit  which  has  attended  this 
growth.  The  "new  student  movement" 
inaugurated  two  years  ago  began  last  year 
to  bear  fruit.  With  a  student  body  large 
enough  to  carry  the  difi'erent  college  enter- 
prises along  our  victories  began. 

In  inter-collegiate  debate  the  spell  of 
defeat  was  broken  and  during  the  early 
spring  the  team  from  Lawrence  Uni\-ersity 
was  defeated.  While  the  winning  was  not 
kept  up  a  week  later  when  we  met  Illinois 
College  there  was  no  discredit  in  so  close  a 
contest.  In  the  early  .spring  also  we  secured 
second  place  inithe  Northern  Illinois  Orator- 
ical contest.  The  renewed|interest  in  oratory 
and  de  bate  was  demonstrated  by  the  vim 
in  which  the  Freshman-Sophomore  contest 
was  entered  into. 

An  entirely  new  field  was  entered  when 
the  Lake  Forest  Dramatic  Club  was 
organized.  In  the  presentation  of  "David 
Garrick"  the  fact  of  there  being  latent  talent 
in  our  midst  along  this  line  was  fully  de- 
monstrated. The  play  was  a  success  in 
every  respect  and  the  Dramatic  Club  is  now 
a  permanent  feature  among  our  organiza- 
tions. 

On  the  athletic  field  while  we  had  no 
distinctly  championship  teams,  the  showing 
made  was  encouraging  indeed. 

The  baseball  team  suft'ered  some  de- 
feats by  its  spasmotic  playing  in  the  early 
season  but  all  of  these  were  redeemed  in 
that  memorable  game  with  Beloit  which  re- 
sulted in  a  Lake  Forest  victory. 

The  track  team  which  for  a  number  of 
years  has  always  been  mentioned  with  a 
smile    was    last   \'ear    revived    and    from    a 
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necleus  of  but  two  or  three  men  a  team 
was  developed  which  gave  Beloit,  Lawrence 
and  Northwestern  Colleges  close  contests. 
While  no  victorieswere  recorded  neverthe- 
less a  start  was  made  and  a  foundation  was 
laid  for  a  team  which  we  hope  will  not  only 
give  close  contests  but  win  victories  during 
1905. 

The  football  team  suffered  principally 
from  lack  of  material.  With  but  five  of  the 
championship  team  of  the  year  before  back 
in  the  game  and  with  a  green  bunch  of  new 
material  the  fight  was  an  up-hill  one. 
Nevertheless  we  wish  to  commend  the  good 
spirit  shown  by  those  who  did  get  out. 

Along  those  lines  in  which  the  student 
body  is  alone  concerned  there  has  also  been 
consistent  advancement.  The  literary 
societies  have  taken  new  life  and  are  enter- 
tering  upon  the  winter  work  with  much 
earnestness. 

The  college  publications  have  at  least 
not  retrograded  and  we  believe  progress  is 
here  also  preceptible. 

The  class  spirit  and  class  distinction, 
especially  the  latter,  so  long  dead  owing  to 
the  small  size  of  the  class,  have  been  estab- 
lished on  a  firm  and  wholesome  basis. 

A  spirit  of  political  apathy  has  indeed 
been  far  from  prevalent  this  fall.  Republi- 
can, Democratic  and  Prohibition  clubs  were 
organized  by  the  students  and  keen  interest 
in   the  presidential  campaign  was  aroused. 

Although  our  new  dormitory  and  science 
building  have  not  yet  appeared  on  the  cam- 
pus we  have  reason  to  believe  that  there  is 
more  hope  of  their  being  here  in  the  near 
future  than  there  was  this  time  last  year. 

From  this  brief  and  imperfect  summary 
we  feel  that  we  have  just  cause  for  pride,  and 
thankfulness  but  after  all  that  for  which  we 
are  judged  by  the  world  outside  is  not  these 
but  principally  by  our  products — the  sort  of 
men  and  women-  we  send  out.  We  are 
comparatively  young  yet  and  cannot  count 
our  alumni  by  the  thousands  but  neverthe- 
less our  alumni  are    filling   places    of  great 


responsibility  and  usefulness  in  professional 
and  business  life  both  at  home  and  abroad. 
Two  of  the  most  widely  known  and  success- 
ful preachers  in  the  country  name  Lake 
Forest  as  their  Alma  Mater. 

With  these  achievements  to  urge  us  on 
let  us  strive  with  more  earnestness  than 
ever  to  make  1905  show  as  much  progress 
over  the  past  year  as  it  does  o\-er  the  years 
preceeding  it. 


While  Glee  Club  prospects  are  bright, 
it  seems  to  be  a  good  time  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  that  organization  to  a  little  deed 
whereby  it  might  earn  for  it-ejf  die  grati- 
tude of  all  Lake  Foresters — prefcnt  and  to 
come.  We  have  no  doubt  u.-.t  the  Glee 
Club  would  jump  at  an  opportunity  of  win- 
ning laurels  and  that  it  would  receive 
thankfully  any  bit  of  intelligence  helping  to 
that  end. 

What  we  refer  to  is  the  old,  old  matter, 
much  talked  of  and  written  about — namely, 
a  new  college  song.  We  have  "Alma 
Mater"  to  be  sure  but  that  sounds  better  on 
commencement  day  than  it  does  in  celebra- 
tion of  a  football  victory.  Of  course  we 
don't  want  to  put  aside  ''Alma  Mater" — we 
don't  need  to  do  that — but  we  would  like  a 
song  to  suit  the  occasion,  when  the  boys 
have  their  little  after  dinner  "sings,"  cele- 
brations and  so  on.  The  very  fact  that  The 
Stentor  and  even  various  individuals  bring 
the  matter  up  every  year  indicates  that  a 
new  song  is  wanted  and  it  seems  that  the 
Glee  Club  is  the  proper  body  to  get  it  for 
us.  There  is  no  better  way  of  bringing  a 
new  song  before  the  College  and  impress- 
ing it  upon  the  minds  of  the  students  than 
by  having  the  Glee  Club  do  it.  We  are 
hoping  that  it  will  rise  patriotically  to  the 
occasion  and  help  the  College  out.

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A  DEBATE  WITHOUT  A    DECISION. 

An  inter-collegiate  debate  is  never 
decided  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  parties 
concerned.  Such  a  contest  offers  little 
opportunity  for  fair  decision.  There  is 
nothing  definite  by  which  to  compare  the 
work  of  the  two  teams,  the  whole  basis  of 
valuation  being  a  matter  which  varies  with 
the  individual  ideas  on  the  subject  under 
discussion.  No  thinking  man  is  free  from 
prejudice  on  any  subject,  and  as  a  judge, 
will  inevitably  measure  the  strength  of  a 
speaker's  argument  by  his  own  standard, 
there  being  no  common  standard  to  which 
he  may  refer.  A  man  without  intelligence 
is  unable  to  understand  an  argument,  and 
consequently  unable  to  judge  at  all  of  the 
merits  of  the  respective  speakers.  Our 
debates,  as  conducted,  are  not  fair  contests 
but  gambles;  the  results  hinging  entirely 
upon  what  men  (cards)  are  drawn  from  the 
long  list  of  those  who  might  serve  as  judges. 
Gambling  is  not  a  sport  to  be  recommended. 

But  there  is  a  greater  objection  than 
this  to  the  debate  as  it  is  conducted.  It 
gives  to  the  participant  wrong  notions  and 
habits  in  his  public  speaking.  The  debater 
talks,  not  to  the  audience  as  a  whole,  but 
to  three  men,  who  are  keen  and  sharp  at 
analysis,  and  who  care  more  for  substance 
than  for  form.  The  form  of  speaking  em- 
ployed under  such  conditions  is  valuable, 
it  is  true,  to  a  few  lawyers,  in  arguing  a 
point  of  law,  but  the  really  great  speaker  is 
the  one  who  can  sway  a  multitude.  The 
ordinary  speaker  needs  practice  in  talking 
to  the  audience  who  are  suceptible  to 
methods  which  an  experienced  lawyer  will 
refuse  to  consider  of  value  in  forming  his 
estimate  of  an  argument.  The  debater,  in 
consequence,  neglects  his  delivery  and 
strives  for  logic,  which  is,  of  course  neces- 
sary, but  which  can  be  cultivated  by  the 
ordinary  college  curriculum  and  in  practical 
life.  There  is  only  way  by  which  to  learn 
to  address  an  audience  effectively,  and  that 
one  way  is  closed  to  the  college  student  by 


our  present  system  of   Inter-collegiate    de- 
bate. 

A  debate  without  a  decision  would  seem 
like  no  debate  at  all.  The  idea  of  such  a 
contest  presents  an  element  of  humor  at 
first  sight,  but  reflection  leads  us  to  believe 
that  it  would  not  only  be  possible  but  bene- 
ficial and  satisfactory.  A  friendly  meeting 
of  the  representatives  of  two  colleges  to  dis- 
cuss before  a  friendly  and  sympathetic 
audience  some  question  of  public  moment 
might  not  be  a  bad  thing.  There  would 
still  be  the  element  of  rivalry  to  serve  as 
incentive,  and  the  conditions  under  which 
the  men  address  their  hearers  would  be 
changed  mostly  for  the  better. 

The  toot-horns  might  not  be  so  much 
much  in  evidence,  and  there  would  be  fewer 
sore  throats  the  next  morning,  but  if  these 
are  necessary  a  joint  celebration  could  be 
arranged  for  upon  the  conclusion  of  the  con- 
test. There  would  be  no  injured  feelings, 
no  bitter  disappointments,  and  if  one  felt 
like  celebrating,  what  better  mood  could  be 
desired?  And  we  could  brag  about  our  men 
and  they  could  brag  about  their  men. 
Altogether,  it  might  not  be  so  bad.

Sometimes  I  get  what  in  compliment- 
ary phrasing  might  be  called  an  inspiration 
about  subjects  I  mean  to  write  you  of. 
But  before  the  inspiration  can  breathe  out 
into  cold  ink,  the  unprosaic  and  ancient 
every  day  has  crowded  in  between  and 
stolen  away  time  and  temper  and  even  the 
vision  itself.  But  one  thing  is  certain.  I 
always  want  to  write  you  when  I  am  on  the 
water,  although  times  out  of  number  I  lack 
the  first  opportunity  for  doing  so.  Since 
I  left  home  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago, 
I  presume  I  have  been  upon  the  decks  of 
upwards  of  a  score  of  vessels,  for  here  in 
the  Islands,  as  in  fact,  everywhere  through- 
out the  East,  it  is  mostly  all  a  matter  of 
"water  transportation."  Sometimes  I  am 
out  no  more  than  for  a  da}',  but  when  a 
night  slips  in  between,  then  the  reveries  are 
sure  to  come. 

However,  I  will  spare  you  the  visions 
and  offer  instead  a  bit  of  real  life  if  you 
will  but  come  aboard  the  Laguna  boat  with 
me.  We  will  suppose  we  are  returning 
either  from  Santa  Cruz  or  Calamba.  If  it 
happens  to  be  the  last  time  I  was  in 
Calamba  v^'e  will  have  as  company.  Mr. 
Snook,  our  missionary  at  Santa  Cruz  and 
Mr.  MacNab,  one  of  the  elders  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  here  in  Manila.  Mr.

Mr.  Snook  has  brought  along  his  little 
organ,  so  while  we  are  on  the  shore  waiting 
for  the  boat,  he  sets  it  up  and  we  pass 
Tagalog  hymn  books  about,  and  begin 
singing.  We  go  over  most  of  the  songs 
a  number  ot  times,  for  we  have  a  native 
congregation  in  Calamba  and  we  are  hoping 
the  shore  natives  will  become  inter:sted 
in  the  music,  learn  the  songs  and  attend 
the  services . 

But  here  comes  the  boat,  so  climb  up 
on  your  man's  shoulder  and  start  out  for 
it.  You  have  seen  boats  loaded,  no  doubt, 
but  did  you  ever  see  one  loaded  twice  and 
perhaps  three  times  for  the  same  trip?  This 
is  how  it  is  done.  First,  all  the  people  who 
can  possibly  get  on  board,  do  so.  But 
moreover  this  is  the  orange  season  so  all 
the  boat  space  is  filled  up  again  with  orange 
baskets  and  some  moie  are  put  on  top. 
But  mind  you,  here  come  along  some  pigs 
who  have  a  little  shopping  to  do  in  Manila, 
so  they  are  put  aboard  after  the  fashion  I 
described  to  you  in  a  recent  letter.  But 
you  ask  how  can  they  keep  three  separate 
cargoes,  pigs,  people  and  merchandise  from 
getting  mixed  together.  That  is  the  point. 
How  can  they?  Remember  that  I  have  not 
said  I  ever  saw  them  do  it. 

However  it  is  usually  a  good  jolly

However,  do  not  get  nervous  or  provoked. 
These  Filipino  banceros  are  good  enough 
fellows,  and  there  is  never  a  fight  follows 
out  of  the  confusion.  It  simply  means  that 
under  excitement  they  lose  their  heads. 
For  all  the  world  they  are  like  a  crowd  of 
yelling  boys  where  each  one  is  calling  out 
his  individual  orders.

Binan  is  the  place  that  was  recently  visited 
by  a  fire  that  swept  away  200  houses  and 
the  Presbyterian  Church.  The  president 
of  the  congregation  wrote  about  it  to  the 
president  of  the  Tondo  congregation  here 
in  Manila,  and  a  collection  of  60  pesos,  or 
$30  gold,  was  the  result.  They  are  just 
now  starting  the  new  chapel  and  I  suggest 
that  you  time  your  visit  for   dedication  day.

PEBBLES  AND  WAVES. 


Once  a  small  boy  tossed  a  pebble  into 
a  pond.  The  pebble  disturbed  the  water 
about  it,  then  sank  and  lost  itself  in  the 
depths  stretching  far  beneath  it.  But  while 
the  little  stone  disappeared,  it  left  visible 
an  effect  which  tells  a  story  oft  repeated 
on  history's  pages — a  story  of  small  circles — 
waves  rolling  away  from  the  spot  where 
the  pebble  fell,  widening  and  ever-widening 
till  they  reach  their  final  destination,  the 
shore.  The  water  runs  up  to  the  bank,  then 
subsides  into  its  normal  quiet.  From  such 
small  things  may  great  things  grow.  The 
wave  lapping  the  shore  was  the  distinct 
result  of  the  pebble  dropped  from  shore 
into  the  pond.  From  such  small  events 
men's  lives  and  fames,  and  fortunes,  arise 
and  develope.  It  is  not  always  pebbles 
dropping  into  the  water,  but  in  the  infinite 
number  of  ever-occurring  events  caused  by 
human  hand  and  brain,  things  as  small 
produce  world  men  and  marvels.

The  same  condition  formed  the 
fertile  ground  in  which  Napoleon — "that 
mighty  luster  after  power" — took  root  and 
grew,  and  grew,  until  he  burst  upon  the 
face  of  Europe  with  such  wonderful  sud- 
denness that  kings  quaked  and  nations 
trembled.  That  same  discontent  made 
Wellington  England's  saviour  and  hero. 
It  is  the  same  old  story  of  the  ever- 
widening  circles  reaching  out  and  touching 
and  chafing  the  shore,  till  finalh'  some  great 
upheaval  occurs. 
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Our  own  history  turns  like  pages  to 
view.  The  Dutch  sea  captain  of  1619,  with 
his  twenty  slaves,  made  the  names  of  Grant 
and  Lee,  Sheridan,  Sherman  and  Lincoln, 
immortal.  And  but  recently  have  the 
names  of  a  score  of  brave  men  been  placed 
in  raised  letters  on  the  illuminated  pages 
of  our  annals,  through  the  dropping  of  the 
pebbles  and  the  widening  of  the  circles. 

In  1895  a  little  band  of  Cubans,  worn 
desperate  by  Spain's  heavy  hand  and  bur- 
densome tax,  revolted  and  took  the  field 
against  the  descendants  of  Ferdinand  and 
Isabella.  Day  by  day  their  efforts  and 
feeble  numbers  grew.  Maceo,  betrayed  by 
the  treacherous  Spaniard  lived  again  in 
death,  and  Spain's  troubles  increased.  The 
circles  stirred  up  by  the  little  group  of 
conspirators  in  1895  widened  and  widened  ; 
but  who  could  have  foreseen,  with  mere 
human  wisdom,  the  waves  of  trouble  dash- 
ing across  continents  and  oceans  and  hurl- 
ing themselves  in  warlike  sternness  against 
the  Asiatic  Philippines^  Yet  from  that 
little  event,  that  Cuban  pebble  of  1895, 
there  came  fame  and  glory  and  death  to 
many  a  noble  son  whom  God  had  blessed 
to  live  under  the  Stars  and  Stripes.  Cuba 
came  forward,  the  e3'es  of  the  world  were 
turned  to  the  west,  the  Maine  was  blown 
up,  the  war  was  on  and  amid  shouts  of 
"Remember  the  Maine"  and  "Cuba  libra" 
Spain  tottered  and  fell.  The  circles  had 
widened  and  washed  till  Spain's  four  cen- 
tury hold  on  the  American  continent  was 
loosened  and  she  was  dri\-en  back  to  her 
old-time  boundaries. 

History  had  repeated  itself.  The  small 
beginning,  gathering  force  in  righteousness 
has  borne  up  the  right  and  overthrown  the 
wrong.  At  Napoleon  rose  to  fame  and 
power  through  events,  so  the  names  of  the 
new  heroes  shine  out  now  in  history.  See 
them  as  they  cluster  there  under  the  folds 
of  Old  Glory.  Dewey,  Hobson,  MacArthur, 
Lawton,  Chaffee,  Otis  and  Merrit,  a  glorious 
procession  over  which  the  eagle  with  folded 


wings  looks  down  fondly  and  protectingly. 
And  these  are  but  a  handful  of  the  chiefs. 
Under  each  is  a  regiment  of  as  brave  souls 
as  ever  marched  at  Hunker  Hill  or  Lundy's 
Lane.  All  these  served  the  old  flag  for 
years.  The  spirit  was  there.  The  time  was 
but  needed.  Tame  and  laurels  were  merely 
waiting  for  the  pebble.  And  when  it  came 
the  waves  radiated  from  that  small  and  in- 
significant source  to  the  glorious  end  as 
surel}^  as  the  sun's  ray  followed  to  source 
leads  to  the  sun.

TracK- 

Four  men  from  the  track  team  are 
entered  in  the  big  indoor  meet  to  be  held 
tonight  in  the  First  Regiment  Armory,  at 
Sixteenth  street  and  Michigan  avenue, 
Chicago.  McConnell,  '07,  and  Zimmerman, 
'08,  will  run  in  the  half  mile  handicap;  Bush, 
'07,  and  Zimmermann,  '08,  will  run  in  the 
40  yards  dash  handicap,  and  Scott,  '05,  will 
be  in  the  40  yards  high  hurdle  race.  All  of 
the  open  events  except  the  high  hurdles  are 
handicap  events,  and  on  this  account  it  is 
impossible  to  make  any  prophecy  as  to 
how  the  men  will  do.

The    facilities  for  the   training    (or    the 
other  two   events   are   so   poor  in  our   g>'ni- 
nasium  that    it    is   hard    to    judge  from   the 
work  of  the  men  what  they  will  do. 
Board  of  Control. 

The  Athletic  Board  of  Control  held  a 
meeting  on  Friday  afternoon  at  which  the 
problem  of  supplying  money  for  the  spring 
athletics  occupied  most  of  the  time.  Fail- 
ing to  find  an_v  sufficient  solution  to  the 
problem,  the  Board  adjourned  till  Monday 
evening,  hoping  that  b)-  that  time  some 
means   would    be    discovered    whereb\-    the 
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necessary  sum  might  be  raised.  The  pres- 
ent plan  of  charging  every  student  one 
dollar  and  a  half  (Si. 50)  a  semester  is 
inadequate. 

The  proceeds  from  the  Magistrate  will 
be  divided  equally  between  the  oratory 
department  in  the  library  and  the  gymna- 
nasium  locker  fund. 

Both  of  these  objects  certainly  deserve 
the  support  of  every  one  interested  in  the 
College. 

The  department  of  oratory  and  debate, 
which  certainly  needs  reference  books  if 
any  department  does,  has  about  the  scant- 
iest supply  of  any  in  the  library,  and  con- 
sequently the  work  of  the  department  is 
impeded. 

This  especial  contribution  to  the  locker 
fund  will  be  used  to  construct  lockers  for 
the  women  in  the  gymnasium.  At  present 
there  are  no  lockers  in  the  gym  at  all 
for  the  women,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
need  will  be  adequately  met. 

The  Monday   Meeting. 

On  Monday  evening  the  Athletic  Board 
of  Control  held  a  meeting  to  take  up  the  un- 
finished business  held  over  from  the  Friday 
meeting.  After  much  cutting  and  trimming, 
the  Baseball  and  Track  budgets  were 
approved  a'so  the  Basketball  budget  un- 
altered. It  was  found  that  there  would  be 
but  two  hundred  dollars  after  the  bills,  al- 
ready approved,  were  paid  on  which  to  run 
the  spring  schedules.  This  was  nearly  two 
hundred  dollars  less  than  was  needed.  Con- 
sequently the  Lawrence  meet  will  have  to  be 
dropped  from  the  Track  schedule  and  Knox 
or  Wabash  from  the  baseball  schedule. 
These  dates  will  have  to  be  dropped  entirely 
unless  the  necessary  funds  can  be  raised. 

A  committee  consisting  of  Ferguson, 
'05,  chairman,  Burghart,  '06,  Rath,  '07,  and 
Phillips,  '08,  was  appointed  by  President 
McKee  to  circulate  a  subscription  list  in  the 
college  for  the  benefit  of  the  Baseball  and 
Track  schedules  and  to  have  charge  of  sell- 
ing season  tickets  in  the  town.

A.  H.  Good,  '06,  was  elected  assistant 
manager  of  Track. 

The  assistant  manager  for  Baseball  will 
be  elected  a  little  later. 

BasKetball. 

The  entrance  of  Lake  Forest  into  a 
branch  of  winter  athletics,  hitherto  untried, 
was  not  particularly  auspicious  when  Lewis 
Institute  won  the  first  game  on  our  basket- 
ball schedule  last  Saturday  by  a  score  of 
73-23.  This  beginning,  though,  was  not 
particularly  inauspicious,  however  hard  and 
cold  may  be  the  story  told  by  the  score. 
The  same  truth  ma)'  be  stated  in  a  less 
cruel  way  if  we  add  the  following  in  ex- 
planation: Our  team  with  but  two  players 
of  any  previous  experience  has  been  prac- 
ticing three  times  a  week  for  less  than  two 
months  and  that  without  coaching.  Lewis 
has  a  veteran  team  well  trained  and  with 
highly  developed  team  play.

days.  And  tonight,  though  our  men  are  in 
fast  company,  prospects  are  good  and  we 
feel  sure  they  will  make  a  creditable  show- 
ing. The  whole  college  is  wishing  them 
the  best  of  success. 


We  are  now  at  that  place  in  the  College 
year  which  some  of  us  refer  to  as  the  tame 
season.  We  look  back  to  the  enthusiasm 
that  was  given  to  the  different  College  or- 
ganizations in  the  fall,  and  hope  that  the 
College  undertakings  of  the  spring  term 
will  warrant  a  like  expression  of  interest.

The    enthusiasm   referred    to    does    not 


mean  anything  on  the  order  of  enthusiatic 
meetings — it  just  means,  get  busy.  The 
main  purpose  of  the  College  is  involved 
in  its  regular  curriculum,  and  it  is  no  more 
than  just  that  it  should  demand  that  the 
men  in  its  organizations  be  representatives 
of  the  College,  and  not  mere  athletes  or 
debaters.  As  to  this,  we  all  know  the  rule 
recently  passed  by  the  Faculty.  This  is 
the  support  that  is  of  prime  importance. 
Everyone  must  look  to  it  that  he  is  keep- 
ing up  his  College  work.  One  can  imagine 
the  position  of  the  managers,  should  they 
have  some  of  their  men  black'isted  after 
all  preparations  had  been  made.  This  is 
the  support  that  we  are  needing.  And 
there  is  still  time  before  the  semester  closes 
to  show  it.

TO   THE  ALUMNI. 

It  was  thought  by  the  1906  Forester 
Board  to  be  a  good  plan  to  publish  in  this 
year's  Forester  a  list  of  all  the  College 
monogram  men.  As  a  result,  all  of  the 
Athletic  Boards  records,  as  well  as  the  former 
Foresters  and  Stentors  liave  been  looked 
over,  but  as  no  systematic  record  has  been 
kept  only  a  small  and  incomplete  list 
has  been  obtained.  Now  th-=;  only  way 
in  which  this  list  can  be  made  complete 
is  by  the  aid  of  those  alumni  who  were  in 
the  College  at  the  time  that  these  mono- 
grams were  awarded. 

This  is  a  matter  that  sliould  not  be 
disregarded.  The  benefit  that  it  will  be 
to  the  igo6  Forester  will  be  small  and 
rather  insignificant,  but  the  benefit  to  the 
College  will  be  a  lasting  one.  One  of  the 
losses  of  the  College  has  been  the  fact  that 
very  few  of  the  trophies  and  records  of 
its  successes  have  been  preserved.  It  was 
only  last  }'ear's  Forester  which  succeeded 
in  getting  a  complete  list  of  the  captains 
and  managers  of  the  athletic  teams,  which 
in  a  few  years  would  ha\'e  been  an  impos- 
sible thing  to  do.  Just  so  in  a  \ery  short 
time  it  will  also  be  useless  to  attempt  to 
obtain  the  names  of  the  monogram  men, 
and  the  College  will  be  without  a  record 
which  is  carefull}-  kept  in  all  other  Colleges. 

It  might  be  well  to  give  some  facts 
to  aid  the  alumni  in  this  work.  First:  We 
find  in  the  records  of  the  Athletic  Board 
that  Lake  Forest  oflicially  adopted  the 
monogram  in  1897,  and  so  it  will  be 
impossible  to  go  back  further  than  that 
time.  Second:  The  men  whose  names  we 
are  not  able  to  obtain  are  the  football  men 
of  the  seasons  '99,  '00,  '01  and  '02;  baseball 
men  of  the  seasons  '98,  '01,  '02;  and  all  track 
men  up  to  '03.  Any  information  that  can 
be  given  in  regard  to  this  matter  will  be 
appreciated  bv  the  1906  Forester. — A  MEM-

It  was  merel}'  an  ordinary  Sunday  to 
an  under-classman.

A  College  Athletic  League. 

Why  should  there  not  be  in  this 
region  an  athletic  association  of  the  col- 
leges? In  fact,  wouldn't  such  an  organiza- 
tion be  a  wonderful  help  to  the  managers 
of  college  athletic  teams,  and  a  stimulus 
to  greater  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  teams' 
members?  It  seems  that  there  is  a  real 
need  in  this  line,  and  if  there  is,  Lake 
Forest  should  have  the  honor  of  organ- 
izing it. 

The  thing  to  be  aimed  at  in  such  an 
organization  is  the  combining  of  the  several 
athletic  associations  of  all  the  colleges  into 
a  league.  This  would  exclude  academies 
and  universities  from  any  participation  in 
strictly  collegiate  contests,  and  thereby 
create  more  interest  among  the  college 
men.  Contests  held  under  the  ruling  of 
the  league  would  enable  the  championship 
to  be  decided  each  year  in  whatever  sports 
were  included,  as:  football,  basketball,  base- 
ball, tennis  and  track  events. 

As  a  help  to  managers  the  league  could 
hold  meetings  about    twice    each    year,  and 
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at  these  meetings  the  managers  could  con- 
fer in  regard  to  schedules  for  the  coming 
season,  and  thus  know  definitely  six  months 
in  advance  how  much  money  would  be 
needed  and  what  other  arrangements  would 
have  to  be  made.  This  would  save  much 
confusion  and  uncertainty,  and  would  pre- 
vent a  whole  season's  wasted  efforts  because 
of  mismanagement. 

An  advance  knowledge  of  the  schedule 
would  be  an  incentive  to  new  material  and 
would  encourage  old  players  to  work  harder 
when  there  was  something  definite  in  view. 
Another  advantage  would  be  that  all  the 
college  men  of  this  region  would  have  more 
frequent  chances  of  meeting  in  a  friendly 
way  with  representatives  of  other  institu- 
tions of  this  kind. 

Such  a  league  need  not  prohibit  a  col- 
lege team  from  competing  with  a  university 
or  academy,  but  would  make  such  games 
unnecessary. 

The  writer  of  this  article  begs  to  sug- 
gest this  matter  to  the  athletes  of  Lake 
Forest  College,  and  especially  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Control,  with  the  hope 
that  the  subject  will  be  discussed  and  that, 
if  possible.  Lake  Forest  have  the  honor  of 
originating  this  movement.

THE  "SIMPLE  LIFE"  OF  A  COLLEGE  DEBATER. 

"Inter-collegiate  debating  is  not  as 
bloodless  a  pastime  as  the  outsider  may 
consider  it.  The  spirit  of  rivalry  runs  so 
high  that  "championships"  and  "coaches" 
are  mixed  up  with  the  orators'  arts  to  an 
extent  that  is  mildly  surprising.  It  remains 
for  the  University  of  Michigan  to  shift  the 
debates  fairly  over  into  the  ranks  of  the 
campus  athletic  department. 

"Michigan's  gridiron  heroes  are  not 
the  only  ones  who  have  to  undergo  the 
hardships  of  a  training  season.  The  men 
who  represent  the  varsity  have  to  go 
through  a  course  of  training  just  as  rigor- 
ous. At  tables  in  the  rear  of  the  library, 
unwatched  by  any  but  the  eyes  of  their 
task-masters,  the  men  who  are  to  debate 
spend  two  to  four  hours  a  day  reading  up 
the  immense  amount  of  bibliography  and 
correspondence  which  bears  on  the  subject. 
A  little  later  they  will  meet  in  practice 
debate  before  various  members  of  the 
faculty.  During  the  last  fifteen  days  before 
the  debate  they  will  have  an  hour's  work 
daily  under  Professor  Trueblood,  who  has 
sent  out  so  many  winning  teams  and  who 
will  coach  them  on  the  fine  points  of  de- 
bating. 

"Even  their  physical  condition  is  care- 
fully looked  after.  It  is  recognized  that  to 
do  himself  justice,  a  man  must  be  in  the 
best  physical  condition.  Regular  meal  hours 
are  prescribed,  the  early  closing  hour  is 
enforced.  Pie,  pudding,  and  all  things 
dear  to  the  American's  palate  are  strictly 
on  the  black-list.  The  team  has  already 
gone  to  the  debating  training  table." — By 
Ralph  D.  Paine,  in  the  February  Outing. 
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main  point.  The  Stentor  is  not  run  for 
profit,  and  the  management  is  eminently 
satisfied  if  it  comes  out  even.  This  state- 
ment is  news  to  some,  will  be  laughed  at  by 
others  and  only  partly  believed  when  the 
financial  report  is  published  next  June.  To 
state  a  few  more  first  principles — Running 
expenses  come  from  two  sources,  advertis- 
ers and  subscribers.  The  first  is  limited  by 
the  second  and  so  the  success  of  a  paper 
depends  largely  upon  its  subscription  list 
At  present  only  a  little  over  one-half  of  the 
college  community  subscribes  for  the  Sten- 
TOR.  If  they  all  did,  that  is,  if  every  one 
did  who  reads  it,  we  would  have  enough 
money  to  put  on  an  attractive  cover,  to  run 
cuts  and  original  drawings  and  therefor  turn 
out  a  paper  which  would  more  truly  repres- 
ent us  as  a  college  and  which  would  on 
account  of  its  "personal  appearance"  inspire 
more  confidence  and  attract  more  readers- 
The  college  as  a  community  will  get  out  of 
its  paper  just  what  it  puts  into  it  both  as  re- 
gards contents  and  appearance.  Let  us 
understand  this  matter;  Let  us  have  a  little 
examination  on  the  question,  "Whose  STEN- 
TOR do  I  read?"  and  if  we  fail  to  pass — 
simply  send  in  our  names  to  the  business 
manager  and  ask  permission  to  take  a  flunk 
test — fee  Si. 00  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Reporting 
Grades. 

A  freshman,  a  few  days  ago,  was  over- 
heard asking  an  upper  classman  when 
he  would  get  his  grades.  The  upper  class- 
man replied:  "You  don't  get  your  grades, 
they  can  be  found  in  the  registrar's  office 
if  you  want  to  see  them  —  but  you'll  be 
notified  if  you've  flunked."  This  is  a  com- 
mon question  for  the  new  students  to  ask 
but  soon  they,  like  the  rest  of  us,  get  into 
the  habit  of  only  expecting  notices  of  poor 
work,  and  do  not  exactly  care  to  know  just 
what  their  grades  are. 

We  do  not  say  this  as  a  criticism,  but 
we  are  led  to  believe  that  an   improvement 


would  be  made  if,  as  in  most  colleges,  the 
students  would  have  their  grades  sent  to 
them.  The  present  system  has  a  negative 
force,  if  a  student  receives  no  notice  he 
knows  that  he  has  not  flunked,  and  if  to  his 
professor  that  seems  sufficient  he  will  not 
bother  himself  to  find  out  what  his  marks 
were.  Of  course,  some  stop  in  at  the  reg- 
trar's  office  at  their  leisure,  and  besides, 
reports  of  a  few  A's  circulate,  around  the 
campus,  until  they  reach  the  owners  ears. 
But  as  we  have  said,  the  bulk  of  the  student 
body  does  not  inquire  very  far  as  to  their 
grades  —  and  among  them  are  those  who 
especially  should  know  ju^t  where  they 
stand.  If  reports  were  issued,  more  interest 
would  be  taken  in  grades,  comparisons  of 
gradings  would  instigate  some  discussion, 
and  out  of  it  all  might  come  some  improve- 
ment in  work.  It  may  be  that  the  change 
would  have  no  marked  effect  but,  neverthe- 
less, all  the  students  would  know  all  their 
grades.  This  may  be  giving  too  much  atten- 
tion to  a  little  detail,  but  in  a  small  college 
the  smallest  detail  counts.

at  the  Commons. 

In  another  column  of  this  issue  the 
statement  is  quoted  that  the  Michigan  de- 
bating team  has  been  sent  to  the  training 
table.  This  idea  is  probably  a  novel  one  to 
most  of  us  and  yet  did  you  ever  think  that 
possibly  our  board  at  the  Commons  may  be 
the  humble  means  of  developing  a  team  of 
debaters  who  will  down  all  comers  through 
their  skillful  use  of  the  short  sentence  and 
invectives. 

The  subject  we  hear  discussed  with 
varving  degrees  of  intelligence  at  least  three 
times  a  day  is  "the  board  at  the  Commons.' 
This  discussion  can  hardlv    be    said   to    take 
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the  nature  of  a  debate  since  everyone  wants 
to  talk  on  the  affirmative  side  of  the  com- 
mon question — "Resolved  that  the  board  is 
'bum.' " 

We  say  it  is  discussed  with  "varying 
degrees  of  intelligence"  because  some  few 
look  beyond  their  plates  and  try  to  ascer- 
tain why  the  food  that  is  thereon,  came  to 
be  put  there  instead  of  other  food  more 
desirable,  more  palatable  and  more  whole- 
some. We  have  been  told  (and  we  do  not 
question  the  statement)  that  the  Commons 
is  run  without  profit  or  the  hope  of  profit, 
that  the  students  get  just  what  they  pay  for.

It  might  be  well  for  the 
common's  regular  boarders  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  confer  with  the  "powers  that 
be,"  find  why  present  conditions  exist,  and 
if  possible  suggest  a  remedy.  Such  a  com- 
mittee would  undoubted!}' be  "met  halfway" 
if  they  went  at  the  matter  in  a  business  like 
and  sane  manner.  It  does  no  good  to  an_\-- 
one  to  come  to  meals  every  day,  and  grum- 
ble and  kick  and  long  out  loud,  for  "pump- 
kin pie  like  mother  used  to  make."

THE  McNUTT  LECTURE. 

On  Friday  the  Rev.  George  L.  McNutt, 
known  on  the  Lyceum  platform  as  Colonel 
McNutt,  addressed  the  College.  Colonel 
McNutt  is  a  unique  American.  In  his  veins 
is  the  blood  of  Ireland,  Italy,  France,  Ger- 
many and  Scotland.  Educated  as  a  Presby- 
terian minister,  and  an  active  pastor  for 
some  years,  he  was  led  to  forsake  preach- 
ing and  to  study,  by  actually  living  and 
working  with  him,  the  life  and  conditions  of 
the  "other-fellow,"  the  workingman.  Colonel 
McNutt  says  that  after  years  of  such  living 
and  working,  he  is  still  amazed  at  the 
enormit)'  of  the  problem  he  is  trying  to 
work  out,  and  cannot  propose  a  solution 
that  would  be  practicable  for  all  cases. 

His  talk  Friday  was  an  abridgment  of 
his  lecture  on,  "F'ive  Years  With  the  Other 
Fellow"  and  was  necessarily  incomplete  as 
he  was  limited  in  time,  but  the  sincerity 
and  earnest  purpose  of  the  man,  his  happy 
way  of  saying  things,  and  his  native  wit 
were  all  shown  in  the  short  hour  that  he 
spoke.  Conditions  among  the  laboring 
classes  in  the  city,  the  saloon  question,  child 
and  woman  labor  in  the  mills,  and  Sunday 
labor  were  all  touched  upon  and  treated  in 
an  eminently  fair  minded  manner.  What 
Col.  McNutt  says  about  such  things  is  good 
authority,  for  ever  since  he  began  his  work 
among  the  laboring  men,  he  has  continued 
to  live  and  work  with  them,  expect  for  a 
few  weeks  each  year  when  he  is  engaged 
in  lecture  work.  He  is  not  one  of  the 
"students  of  economics"  who  has  spent 
more  or  less  time  "slumming"  but  he  has 
actual  knowledge  and  knowledge  that  has 
been  impressed  upon  his  mind  by  real  want 
and  necessity. 


The  Rev.  Frank  N.  Palmer,  the  Chap- 
lain of  Winona  Lake  School,  will  preach  at 
the  College  Vesper  service  oa  SuaJay, 
February  19th.

College  Spirit, 

"How  Begot?    How  Nourished." 

Class  spirit  is  akin  to  college  spirit, 
and  both  are  ver)'  essential  to  a  healthy 
College  life.  They  are,  moreover,  mutually 
dependent  the  one  upon  the  other  for  their 
very  existence.  This  relationship  may  not 
be  at  once  apparent  if  we  judge  it  by  any 
single  manifestation  of  class  or  of  college 
spirit. 

Class  spirit  is  first  acquired,  if  either 
is  to  be  acquired.    It  may  grow,  and  change 
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form,  but  who  can  fail  to  recognize  it, 
wherever  manifested,  whether  in  the  frolics 
of  foolish  Freshmen,  in  the  actions  of  self- 
satisfied  Sophomores,  in  the  good-fellow- 
ship of  jovial  Juniors,  or  in  the  dignified 
deeds  of  serious  Seniors. 

College  spirit  is  a  part  of  all  this.  It 
is  the  blending  of  the  spirit  of  all  the  classes 
into  one, without  destroying  their  individu- 
ality, so  that  the  manifestations  of  college 
spirit  are  as  distinct  from  the  manifestations 
of  class  spirit,  as  is  the  diff"erence  between 
the  classes  in  the  things  which  class  spirit 
prompts  each  class  to  do. 

However  elusive  and  hard  to  define 
this  same  college  spirit  ma^-  be,  yet  we 
have  given  it  a  name  and  we  recognize  it 
whenever  it  manifests  itself.  We  would 
foster  it  and  see  it  grow. 

We  must  first  of  all  see  to  it  that  good 
healthy  class  spirit  is  developed.  If  we 
were  going  to  travel  at  the  rate  of  one 
hundred  miles  an  hour,  it  would  pay  to 
start  along  the  right  road.  Now,  under 
just  what  conditions  will  a  Freshman  class 
develop  properly  ? 

We  may  not  ha\-e  thought  of  it  as  bear- 
ing upon  this  question,  when  the  precedent 
of  restricting  Freshmen  from  North  Hall 
was  established.  In  our  present  system 
of  dormitory  life  this  means  that  College 
Hall  is  made  the  Freshman  building.  The 
rooms  in  North  Hall  are  more  desirable  and 
it  is  probably  right  that  upper  classmen 
should  have  first  choice.  Therefore,  under 
present  conditions  and  until  we  get  a  new 
dormitory,  it  is  very  likely  that  Freshmen 
will  continue  to  live  unto  themselves  in 
College  Hall.  But  did  you  ever  think  that 
possibly  they  are  not  sufficient  unto  them- 
selves, that  it  would  be  better  for  them 
to  be  mixed  in  with  the  upper  classmen? 

The  rule  did  not  obtain  until  this  year. 
Can  we  see  any  efi^ects  of  this  isolation  in 
the  stand  which  the  present  Fr^ditii^u  iJ,:e 
on  certain  matters?  Can  it  be  that  this 
isolation  has  anything  to  do  with  the   class 


spirit,    and  hence   tlie   college  spirit   of   the 
Class  of  igo8. 

The  precedent  has  been  established, 
the  rule  is  now  in  effect  and  it  looks  fair 
enough  at  first  glance,  but  is  it  a  good 
thing?  We  do  not  think  that  it  is  and 
although  we  do  not  see  any  way  out  of 
it  at  present,  we  trust  that,  when  we  get 
our  new  dormitory,  this  precedent  will  be 
disregarded  and  that  the  Freshmen  will  not 
be  allowed  or  compelled  to  "segregate"  in 
any  one  building,  away  from  tne  benign 
influence  of  older  and  wiser  men.

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THE  INTER-SOCIETY   DEBATE. 


Tomorrow  night  in  the  College  chapel, 
the  third  annual  debate  for  the  Thornton 
Trophy  will  be  held.  The  rivalry  between 
the  two  literary  societies  is  even  more  in- 
tense than  usual  this  5'ear,  and  the  debate 
will  in  all  probability  be  the  closest  given 
for  the  Trophy  cup.  On  this,  the  evening 
before  the  contest,  it  is  hard  to  make  out 
the  general  sentiment  in  regard  to  the 
better  team.  Opinion  seems  to  be  about 
equall)'  divided — contrary  to  the  state  of 
affairs  at  this  time  last  year.  Both  sides 
are  confident,  but  the  confidence  of  each 
one  is  tempered  by  a  wliolesome  respect 
for  the  strength  of  the  other.  Last  year's 
■over-confidence,  and  the  rude  shock  it 
brought,  seem  to  have  taught  a  good  lesson. 

The  two  teams  this  year  are  so  evenly 
matched  that  it  is  hard  even  for  one  ac- 
quainted with  all  the  contestants,  to  get  any 
sort  of  a  line  on  their  comparative  abilities. 
Four  of  the  six  men  of  last  year  are  on  the 
teams  again  this  year — Howard  and  Erskine 
for  Athenaean,'and  Jackman  and  Burgeson 
for  Zeta  Epsilon.  Howard's  proved  ability 
as  a  convincing  speaker  and  his  readiness 
at  rebuttal  will  make  him  a  strong  man  for 
Athenaean.  Erskine  has  been  before  us  so 
often  that  he  needs  no  introduction.  He 
will  certainly  be  on  hand  to  practice  his 
well-known  trick  of  securing  the  votes  of 
the  judges.  Hoopes,  although  he  has  not 
appeared  before  us  in  this  particular  line, 
has  a  good  reputation  in  somewhat  similar 
lines  and  completes  what  we  would  call 
a  strong  team  for  Athenaeam. 

Jackman  will  lead  the  Zeta  Epsilon  war- 
riors.    It  will  be  remembered   that  his  logi- 


cal arguments  were  mainly  responsible  for 
Athenaean's  defeat  last  year.  He  is  a  host 
in  himself  and  with  him  will  be  Burgeson, 
who  proved  himself  last  year,  and  the 
Freshman  Phillips,  who  appears  in  inter- 
S(5ciety  debate  for  the  first  time.  Phillips 
did  excellent  work  in  this  line  in  his  prepa- 
ratory school  days,  and  Zeta  Epsilon  expects 
him  to  do  some  good  work  tomorrow  night. 
These  are  the  facts  and  no  one  knows  what 
the  outcome  will  be. 

Zeta  Epsilon  has  twice  won  the 
annual  contest  for  this  trophy,  and  needs 
only  the  victory  tomorrow  night  to  make 
the  cup  hers  forever.  Athenaean  realizes 
this  and  will  make  a  supreme  effort  to  keep 
it  from  going.  The  fact  that  Athenaean 
has  not  yet  won  any  of  her  three  victories, 
necessary  to  win  the  cup,  will  make  her  the 
more  determined  to  win  this  debate. 

A  few  statistics  are  here  given  in  re- 
gard to  the  inter-society  debates.  In  look- 
ing over  the  records  last  year  it  was  found 
that  the  fir^t  real  contest  in  debate  alone 
was  held  in  1899.  Previous  contests  seem 
to  have  been  nothing  more  than  mere  joint 
programs  with  debate  numbers.

"IN  A  PERSIAN  GARDEN." 

We  enjoyed  a  treat  in  the  concert  given 
Friday  night  by  Chicago  artists.  The 
first  half  of  the  program,  consisting  of  in- 
dividual numbers,  gave  each  one  of  the  four 
singers  an  opportunity  to  show  his  or  her 
personal  ability.  It  was  somewhat  of  a 
disappointment  to  hear  an  English  rendi- 
tion of  "The  Two  Grenadiers."  This  rous- 
ing ballad  of  Heine's,  set  to  music  by 
Schumann,  never  sounds  so  well  as  in  the 
tongue  in  which  it  is  written.  However, 
the  singer  made  up  for  it  by  showing  a  fine 
voice  well  used.  The  soprano  solos  were 
marked  by  their  brilliancy  and  the  purity 
of  the  high  tones.  The  contralto's  voice 
was  full  and  mellow  on  the  low  tones  but 
occasionally  it  soared  too  high  and  the  eft'ect 
was  not  pleasing.  The  contrast  between 
the  two  songs  was  good,  the  songs  them- 
selves delightful.  The  first  half  of  the  pro- 
gram closed  with  "On.  Away,  Awake,  Be- 
loved!, a  tenor  solo,  which  was  beautifully 
sung. 

The  song  cycle  "In  a  Persian  Garden," 
consisting  of  a  collection  of  verses  from  the 
R.ubaiyat  of  Omar  Khayyam  set  to  music  bj' 
Liza  Lehman,  was  a  real  treat.  The  music 
has  a  certain  weird  effect,  startling  at  times 
but  surely  charming,  expressing  with  a 
delicate  touch  all  the  varying  shades  of 
feeling  depicted  by  the  poet  in  his  verses. 
Both  individually  and  collectively  the  sing- 
ing of  the  cycle  was  well  done  and  deserves 
praise. 

Professor  Eager,  at  the  piano,  accom- 
panied with  the  greatest  ease  and  skill,  and 
gave  strong  individuality  to  all  the  accom- 
paniments he  played.  He,  too,  deserves  a 
large  share  of  praise  for  his  part  in  a  delight- 
ful program.

Alumni  Prize 
in  Debate. 

Several  years  ago  a  prize  of  $50.00  was 
established,  by  the  Chicago  Club  of  Lake 
Forest  Alumni,  to  be  awarded  to  the  best 
individual  speaker  ot  the  teams  contesting 
in  the  annual  inter-society  debates. 

Within  the  past  }'ear  or  two,  there  has 
been  considerable  agitation,  both  among 
the  student  body,  and  alumni,  to  ha\'e  the 
conditions  of  this  award  changed  so  that 
the  prize  be  divided  equally,  either  among 
the  members  of  the  winning  team,  or  be- 
tween the  three  men  receiving  the  highest 
average  markings  from  the  judges. 

The  prize  is  now  the  gift  of  the  Alumni 
Association  and  no  action  has  been  taken 
in  the  matter  by  that  bod}-  as  a  whole,  but 
we  are  informed  that  the  Chicago  Club  has 
recenth'  placed  itself  on  record  as  fa\oring 
the  proposed  change.  The  debaters,  by 
a  unanimous  vote,  have  also  recently  de- 
clared themselves  to  be  in  favor  of  making 
it  a  team  prize — to  be  divided  equally 
among  the  members  of    the   winning  team. 

This  action  is  to  be  commended  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  donors  of  the  prize  will 
ratify  it.

Just  what  color  it  shall  be.  however, 
remains  with  you,  because  while  you  fur- 
nish the  paint,  we  simply  apply  the  brush. 
If,  (and  it  has  never  yet  been  done),  }-ou 
were  to  furnish  us  with  all  the  known  colors, 
and  in  abundance,  we  would,  of  course,  be 
expected  to  avoid  too  lavish  a  use  of  either 
the  "yellow"  or  the  "blue,"  since  the  combi- 
nation produces  as.  undesirable  a  shade  as 
either. 

Appeals-  for  contributions  of  original 
matter  have  very  frequently  appeared  in 
these  columns.  These  appeals  have  been 
very  general — there  being  no  limitation  as 
to  subject,  or  the  handling  of  the  same,  ex- 
cept that  it  treat  of  some  phase  of  college 
life  which  will  interest  a  fair  percentage  of 
our  readers.  We  have  had  some  slight  re- 
sponse to  these  appeals,  but  so  ver}^  slight 
that  we  are  trying  to  find  the  cause  of  this 
neglect  or  lack  of  interest.

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ZETA  EPSILON  GAINS  PERMANENT  POSSESSION 
OF   THE  THORNTON  TROPHY. 

For  the  third  consecutive  time  Zeta 
Epsilon's  Debating  team  defeated  Athe- 
naean's  representatives  in  contest  debate 
and  the  beautiful  Trophy  Cup,  presented 
by  Charles  S.  Thornton,  is  now  the  per- 
manent possession  of  Zeta  Epsilon. 

The  question  was,  "Resolved,  That  the 
economic  interests  of  the  United  States 
would  be  furthered  if  both  the  United  States 
and  Canada  should  abolish  the  protective 
features  of  their  tariff  systems  in  their 
mutual  trade  relations  ip  products,  wholh' 
or  chiefly  produced  within  the  borders  of 
both  countries;"  and  Zeta  Epsilon  sup- 
ported the  affirmative.  The  advantage  of 
stating  the  question  was,  therefore,  with 
Zeta  Epsilon,  and  Mr.  Jackman  and  his 
colleagues  interpreted  it  so  weW,  and  fol- 
lowed it  up  so  well  with  arguments  of  facts, 
that  Athenaean's  men  had  difficulty  in  find- 
ing weak  spots.  There  was  excellent  speak- 
ing on  both  sides,  but  the  debate  was  won 
by  clear  presenting  of  facts  and  deductions 
rather  than  by  (iratory. 

For  Athenaean  the  honors  were  well 
divided.  Mr.  Howard,  however,  had  a 
decided  advantage  in  delivery  and  in  argu- 
ment. Mr.  Burge.-.on,  tov  Zeta  Epsilon, 
made  an  excellent  speech  and  his  ease  and 
logical  manner  showed  a  great  improve- 
ment over  last  year.  Mr.  Jackman  had  the 
task  of  presenting  the  question  and  of  gi\- 
ing  the  final  rebuttal,  and  did  both  well. 
Mr.  Phillips,  the  only  freshman  in  the  con- 
test, had  the  disadvantage  of  having  to 
rebut  numerous  arguments  of  Athenaean's 
men,  but  he  was  equal  to  the  occasion.  He 
has  a  good  voice  and  will  be  heard  from 
again  in  the  Lake  Forest-Beloit  Freshmen 
debate  next  month. 

Mr.  Burgeson  and  Mr.  Howard  who 
received  first  and  second,  respectively,  for 
the  best  individual  markings,  will  each 
lead  a  team  in  inter-collegiate  debate — one 
against  the   Lawrence  University  team,  the 


other  against  that  from  Illinois  College.  The 
indivual  markings  of  the  two  men  were: 
Burgeson,  283;  Howard,  275,  and  the 
total  points:  Zeta  Epsilon,  808  1-9;  Athe- 
naean, 794  1-6. 

The  judges  of  the  debate  were  Mr. 
Sheldon  Patterson,  of  the  Ivecord  Herald; 
Mr.  R.  L.  Sandwich,  of  Highland  Park,  and 
Mr.  J.  T.  Booz,  of  Chicago. 

The  Alumni  Prize  of  hfty  dollars  will 
be  divided  equall)'  among  the  members  of 
the  winning  team  instead  of  going  to  the 
best  individual  debater  as  in  previous  con- 
tests. 

Before  the  debate  Miss  Reynolds  favored 
the  audience  with  the  following  selections  on 
the  organ:  "Chorus  of  Angels,"  "An  Autumn 
Sketch"  and  Beethoven's  "Adagio,"  "Finale 
Pathetique."  While  the  judges  were  arri\'- 
ing  at  their  decision  Miss  Nesbit  and  the 
Lois  Hall  Glee  Club  sang  "Might}'  Lak  a 
Rose"  and  "Over  all  the  Treetops  is  Rest." 
And  after  another  selection  "Pilgrim's 
Chorus,"  from  Tannahauser,  by  Miss  Rey- 
nolds, the  enthusiastic  Zeta  Epsilon  rooters 
took  charge  and  sent  the  audience  home  by 
their  noisy  celebration.

COLLEGE  MEN    AND  THE  MINISTRY. 

The  growin;^  disinclination  of  college 
men  to  enter  the  ministry  is  a  matter  of  dis- 
quietude among  the  churches.  Reasons 
against  entering  the  ministry  have  been 
gathered  by  Mr.  Tomlinson,  says  the  Con- 
gregationalist,  in  an  extensive  conespond- 
ence  with  college  presidents,  professors  in 
theological  seminaries  and  ministers.  First, 
is  the  supposed  lack  of  intellectual  freedom. 
Dean^Hodges  wrote:  "The  conservative 
emphasis  upon  tradition  and  the  attacks 
made  on  men  intent  on  truth  deter  other 
men  who  value  liberty  of  thought."  In 
response  to  questions  sent  to  a  large  num- 
ber of  members  of  graduating  classes  of 
prominent  colleges,  just  one-half  declared 
that  .in  order  to  become  ministers  they 
would  be  obliged  to  avow  assent  to  beliefs 
about  which  they  could  not  be  positive  or 
dogmatic.  The  reason  .'anking  next  is  the 
short  and  shortening  period  of  ministerial 
service. 

The  impression  is  general  among  col- 
lege men  that  the  average  minister  entering 
the  ministry  at  25,  is  less  in  demand  after 
he  is  40,  and  in  many  churches  will  not  be 
considered  as  a  candidate  after  he  is  50 
years  old.  Other  reasons  are  meager 
salaries,  often  paid  under  humiliating  con- 
ditions, frequent  shifting  of  field  and  diffi- 
culty of  maintaining  a  home  respectably, 
petty  criticisms  and  demands  allowed  if  not 
indulged  in  by  recognized  lay  leaders  in  the 
churches.  That  such  reasons  affirmed  by 
college  students  are  not  without  foundation 
in  fact  is  made  evident  by  the  rather  start- 
ling statement  that  of  twenty  successful 
pastors  who  were  asked  if  they  would  choose 
the  ministry  provided  they  were  to  live  their 
lives  over  again,  only  seven  responded 
heartily  in  the  affirmative.  Four  were  un- 
decided and  nine  replied  positively,  no. 
Yet  every  one  of  them  declared  that  preach- 
ing the  gospel  is  in  itself  his  greatest  pleas- 
ure. Most  of  the  college  presidents  answer- 
ing Mr.  Tomlinson's    queries   said    students 


who  were  natural  leaders,  and  men  of 
exceptional  promise  are  much  less  apt  to 
turn  to  the  ministry  than  to  other  profes- 
sions and  to  business. 

The  plain  lesson  from  these  investiga- 
tions is,  concludes  the  Congregationalist, 
that  if  the  churches  would  have  more  valu- 
able ministers  they  must  set  a  higher  value 
on  the  ministry.  No  other  calling  offers  so 
great  opportunities  'of  usefulness  when 
those  who  enter  it  with  due  qualifications 
are  accredited'as  Christian  leaders  and  sup- 
ported by  the  co-operation  of  those  who 
invite  their  leadership.  Secretary  Anson 
P.  Stokes  of  Yale,  says:  "Even  looking  at 
the  ministry  from  the  very  lowest  stand- 
point possible,  that  of  opportunity  to  dis- 
tinguish one's  self,  I  am  confident  that  there 
is  no  position  where  the  chances  are  great- 
er." No  movement  to  elevate  religious  life 
in  this  country  would  be  more  fruitful  than 
wise  concerted  effort  among  the  churches 
to  exalt  the  ideal  of  the  ministry  and  to 
kindle  in  their  youth  the  ambition  to  realize 
that  ideal. — Rockford  Morning  Star.

ATHLETICS. 

Indoor  TracU  Tryout. 

Last  Friday  the  candidates  for  the  track 
team  were  given  a  tryout  in  the  gymnasium. 
Five  events  were  scheduJed  but  on  account 
of  lack  of  time,  a  three  quarter-mile  race 
was  run  in  place  of  the  mile  and  half-mile 
events.  The  other  e\-ents,  nameh'.  the 
20  yd  dash,  high  jump  and  shot  put  were 
handicap  events.  In  the  20  3'd  dash  Milner, 
Scott  and  Zimmerman  qualified  for  the 
finals  and  finished  in  the  order  named. 
Scott  and  Zimmerman  ran  from  scratch. 
Milner  had  a  handicap  of  two  feet  which 
was  increased  a  foot  by  the  false  start  of  the 
other  two  contestants  and  he    won    handily. 

In  the  high  jump  Zimmerman,  McCon- 
nell  and  H.  Harvey  tied  for  first  place. 
Zimmerman  and  Scott,  the  scratch  men, 
made  the  best  actual  jumps,  five  feet  three 
inches,  and  fi\'e  feet  two  inches,  respectively. 
McConnell's  handicap  was  six  inches  and 
H.  Harvey's  nine  inches. 

Peyton  "won  the  shot  put,  at  36  feet  two 
inches.  Milner  was  second  with  35  feet  10 
inches,  and  Beltzner  won  third  from  scratch 
with  a  put  of  33  feet  5  inches.  Irrespecti\-e 
of  handicap  Peyton  made  the  best  put,  toss- 
ing the  weight  34  feet. 

The  three-quarter  mile  race  was  run  in 
three  heats  in  pursuit  fashion,  best  time  to 
count.  In  the  first  heat  McConnell  won  a 
close  first  froniRay  Talcott.  In  the  second, 
Zimmerman  and  Dawson  ran  a  dead  heat 
and  Munger  outran  Sommers  in  the  third 
and  last  heat. 

McConnell  made  the  best  time,  3:5^; 
Talcott,  '08,  second,  time  3:58  and  !\Iunger, 
third,  time  4:02, 

Captam  Scott  on  TracJl  Team  Prospects. 

Not  since  the  da}'s  of  the  Tackson 
brothers  have  the  prospects  for  a  winning 
track  team  been  so  brig'^t.  Last  year 
marked  the  revival  of  interest  in  this  branch 
of    athletics,    and    a    start    was    made     then 
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which  promises  to  put  us  in  a  short  time 
into  the  enviable  place  which  we  once 
held  among  the  other  colleges  of  our  size. 

The  team  last  year,  made  up  princi- 
pally of  Freshmen  who  had  little  or  no 
experience,  proved  to  be  very  strong  in  the 
short  and  middle  distance  runs,  and  fear- 
fully weak  in  the  field  events.  This  year, 
however,  with  twelve  of  last  year's  team 
back,  and  a  good  bunch  of  new  m-^n  already 
at  work,  the  team  gives  promise  of  being 
much  more  evenly  balanced. 

Of  last  year's  team,  we  have  Bush  in 
the  dashes,  McConnell  in  the  half  mile  and 
and  mile,  Munger  in  the  high  jump,  hurdles 
and  half  mile,  Shroyer  in  the  quarter,  Bur- 
geson  in  the  mile,  Peyton  in  the  shot  put, 
Bloorn  in  the  shot  put  and  hammer  throw, 
Bethard  in  the  broad  jump  and  pole  vault, 
and  Stark  for  the  hammer  throw. 

Talcott,  'O/,  and  Milner,  '07,  although 
they  were  not  on  the  team  last  year,  expect 
to  try  for  the  hurdles  and  dashes. 

Of  the  new  men,  twelve  have  reported 
for  the  indoor  training.  Zimmerman,  of 
the  Lake  Forest  School,  comes  with  good 
records  in  the  high  jump,  pole  vault  and 
broad  jump,  as  well  as  being  a  handy  man 
at  the  low  hurdle  game,  Beltzner,  from  the 
Joliet  High  School,  has  the  record  of  being 
a  good  ■  all  around  athlete,  and  will  be  a 
valuable  man  in  the  quarter,  shot  put  and 
hammer  throw.  Gibbs,  from  the  Green 
Bay  High  School,  is  showing  good  form 
in  the  shot  put.  Of  the  other  new  men, 
Talcott,  '08,  Dawson,  Stone,  Burnell,  Fra- 
zer,  Harvey,  '08,  and  Sommers,  are  working 
on  the  distance  runs,  Dickey  in  the  dashes 
and  Hennings  in  the  shot  put. 

With  this  line-up  of  men  there  is  no 
reason  why  a  team  should  not  be  developed 
which  is  able  to  win  points  in  every  event, 
and  it  is  the  abilit)'  to  do  this  that  wins 
meets. 

Although  most  of  the  events  are  well 
taken  care  of,  candidates  are  especially 
needed  for  the  hurdles,  pole  vault,  ham- 
mer throw  and  discus. 


These  are  the  prospects  as  they  appear 
now.  Whether  they  will  become  a  reality 
or  not  lies  with  the  men  themselves,  be- 
cause our  hopes  can  only  be  realized  by 
hard,  consistant  training.

Concerning 
Plagiarism. 

Among  the  very  few  comments  which 
have  reached  our  ears,  upon  matter  now 
appearing  in  the  columns  of  the  STENTOR, 
have  been  some  concerning  the  source  of 
the  material  on  this  page  under  the  head  of 
Stentorian  Philosophy.  These  comments 
have  been  in  the  natur''  of  mild  accusations 
of  plagiarism,  and  we  therefor  wish  to  state 
that  the  matter  is  original  with  members  of 
the  Stentor  staff.  All  unsigned  articles 
are  produced  by  members  of  the  staff  and 
the  source  of  anything  else  appearing  in  the 
paper  is  always  indicated. 

The  Conditions 
at  the  Commons. 

There  are  some  questions  in  the  College 
life  that  had  best  be  left  alone.  But  when 
a  condition  gradually  increases  in  import- 
ance, and  is  a  cause  of  more  and  more 
discontent  among  the  students,  it  had  better 
be  brought  out  into  the  light  of  common 
sense  and  be  given  a  thorough  inspection. 
In  beginning  it  would  be  well  to  say,  that 
we  recognize  the  fact  that  it  is  almost  to 
be  expected  in  every  College,  that  the 
student  body  will  now  and  then  register  a 
complaint  against  the  food — it  usually  sig- 
nifies a  healthy  condition.  However,  al- 
though this  sometimes  ma)'  be  the  case, 
what  is  said  here  is  said  in  all  seriousness, 
not  in  a  spirit  fostered  b}'  one  displeasing 
meal  but  by  the  general  effect  of  the  board 
during  the  whole  College  year.  That  is 
to  say,  we  will  endeavor  to  express  the 
student  sentiment  on  the  subject  as  shown 
by  statistics  and  not  as  personal  prejudice 
might  direct. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  College  year 
all  of  the  students,  with  one  or  two  excep- 
tions, boarded  at  the  College  Commons. 
But  now,  out  of  71  men  on  the  campus, 
23  are  "baching,"  19  are  taking  meals  at 
■'Deerpath  Inn,"  while  onh-  29  (including 
student    waiters)    are     regular    boarders    at 
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the  Commons.  Nothing  could  speak  plainer 
than  the  proportion  of  42  to  29.  Now, 
neither  cooking  one's  own  meals,  nor  going 
off  of  the  campus  for  them,  ha\'e  attractions 
in  themselves;  the}'  are  only  substitutes 
for  what  every  one  would  prefer — a  Com- 
mons worthy  of  Lake  Forest  College. 

Usually  any  discussion  on  this  ques- 
tion is  cut  short  by  the  rejoinder,  "All  the 
money  turned  in  by  the  students  is  paid 
out  again  for  food;  no  profit  is  made  from 
the  Commons."  But  beneficence  can  be 
mismanaged  as  well  as  anything  else, 
and  can  cover  a  multitude  of  mistakes. 
This  only  makes  the  problem  harder  to 
get  at,  for  instead  of  being  a  question  one 
would  like  to  meet  face  to  face,  we  are 
put  in  the  position  of  striking  a  man  when 
he  is  down.  It  is  a  laudable  fact  tnat  the 
College  is  running  the  Commons  solely  for 
the  students'  benefit  and  realizes  no  profit 
therefrom;  and  yet,  that  necessarilv  does 
not  mean  that  our  potatoes  should  always 
be  boiled,  that  the  meat  bill  should  show 
a  large  balance  on  the  side  of  pork,  or  that 
the  milk  should  have  an  attraction  for  terra 
firma . 

The  question  is  not  that  more  money 
should  be  spent  for  food,  but  that  there 
should  be  better  management  and  more 
forethought  in  the  purchase  of  supplier. 
In  a  word,  what  is  needed  and  wanted  is 
a  variety,  which  is  entirel}'  lacking  at 
present. 

As  we  have  said  before,  the  42  men, 
at  the  present  time,  are  only  substituting; 
some  because  they  felt  that  they  were  not 
getting  value  received,  others  because  they 
desired  a  variety  in  food  even  if  it  entailed 
a  greater  expense.  The  result  is  not  merely 
limited  to  a  change  in  numbers,  but  it  is 
going  to  reflect  through  the  whole  College. 
The  common  meeting  place  of  the  student 
body  has  been  broken  up;  the  broad  Col- 
lege spirit  engendered  ia  that  gathering 
must  give  way  to  narrower  views  of  small 
cliques. 


Lake  Forest  heretofore  has  had  what 
few  colleges  of  our  size  can  claim — a  Com- 
mons. We  believe  that  we  are  justified  in 
saying  that  this  alone  has  made  Lake  Poorest 
spirit  different  than  that  of  other  colleges; 
and  by  so  doing  has  helped  to  make  the 
College  represent  a  sometliin^  that  is  lacking 
in  other  places.  A  year  or  even  a  half  year 
without  it,  means  a  change  which  will  not 
be  slow  in  showing  its  effect.  Something 
should  be  done  at  once-

These  men 
have  been  placed  before  us  through  the 
agency  of  the  Ferry  Hall  lecture  course  and 
the  College  authorities,  and  we  believe 
that  their  efforts  are  appreciated  by  the

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On  the  occasion  of  the  first  game  he 
came  out  in  his  togs  as  the  coach  told  him 
and  stood  on  the  side  lines  and  held  sweat- 
ers and  shin-guards  while  he  breathlessly 
hunched  along  in  the  direction  that  the 
ball  was  being  carried. 

The  next  Saturday  he  went  as  a  substi- 
tute to  a  game  away  from  home.  It  was 
rather  harder,  then,  to  stand  on  the  chalked 
line  and  listen  to  the  crowd,  for  the  shout- 
ing was  some  of  it  at  him  and  none  of  it  for 
his  team.  He  wanted  to  turn  and  yell  fierce 
replies,  but  instead  he  shifted  the  sweaters 
under  his  other  arm  and  stood  on  tip-toe  as 
the  ball  hurtled  through  the  air  on  the  first 
kick-off".  Little  Misner,  the  end,  caught  it, 
away  back  at  one  side  and,  dodging  and 
tripping,  carried  it  forward  over  two  of  the 
white  lines  before  he  was  stopped.  The 
teams  lined  up  and  Brazie  heard  the  quick 
rasping  numbers  of  the  signal.  That  was 
the  half  through  tackle.  He  apologized  to 
the  man  next  him  as  he  watched  the  pile  on 
the  field  seperate,  leaving  the  ball  a  bare 
few  feet  ahead  of  where  it  had  been,  but  as 
soon  as  the  next  play  was  called  he  uncon- 
sciously bumped  into  his  neighbor  again. 
To  escape  a  repetition  of  his  angry  pro- 
test, Brazie  crouched  close  to  the  ground 
where  he  could  see  the  ball  in  the  center's 
hands  as  the  men  quivered  before  the 
signal.

"Second  down;  three  to  gain,"  cried 
the  referee,  but  the  line  did  not  re-form, 
and  some  one  called,  "Time  out,"  and 
Brazie  could  see  a  prone  figure  in  the 
center  of  the  group.  A  boy  hurried  for- 
ward with  a  pail  of  water.  Then  the  big 
tackle  stood  up,  slouching  forward  in  the 
arms  of  the  two  men  who  held  liim.  J'razie 
remembered  how  he  had  ordcrol  him  (Bra- 
zie), to  put  the  trunks  up,  and  wondered 
what  his  voice  would  sound  like  now.  Near 
him  some  one  jeered,  "Yah,  wait  till  we  get 
our  wind,"  and  Brazie  wheeled  toward  him, 
but  he  heard  the  captain's  voice  calling 
his  name;  he  went  dazedly  forward  over 
the  roughened  ground,  with  its  big  white 
criss-cross  lines,  to  where  the  group  of 
dirty  faces  watched  Snider  stumbling  oft' 
the  field.

He  knew  it 
was  true,  but  coming  from  the  coach  then, 
it  sounded  like  praise, and  he  was  sickeningly 
conscious  that  they  had   lost. 

After  the  few  bites  of  dinner  which  the 
coach  compelled  him  to  eat,  he  fell  into  bed, 
and  slept  until  the  others  pulled  him  out  for 
the  early  train  bad-;  to  the  college. 

There  was  little  talking  on  the  train. 
The  fellows  read  the  papers  and  dozed  and 
gazed  out  of  the  windows  with  the  unwink- 
ing eyes  of  defeat.  No  one  felt  inclined 
TO  speak  of  the  game.  Upon  his  arrival 
Brazie  went  directly  to  his  room.  He  picked 
up  a  letter  on  the  threshold  as  he  went  in. 
It  had  the  familiar  postmark  and  the  round, 
unformed  hand-writing.

A  New  Element  in 
Collegiate  Debates. 

It  is  the  prevailing  custom  in  Inter- 
Collegiate  and  Society  debates  to  choose  a 
subject  from  the  field  of  economics  or  gov- 
ernment. Such  questions  are  generally  out 
of  a  student's  sphere,  and  very  often  are 
a  little  beyond  him  and  his  hearers.  Yale 
and  Princeton  in  their  preparation  for  their 
annual  debate  have  changed  from  a  ques- 
tion of  this  sort  to  a  practical  up-to-date 
question  of  collegiate  interest.  Their  de- 
bate this  year  is  to  be  about  the  elective 
system  in  the  college  curriculum,  Princeton 
advocating  a  purely  elective  system  and 
Yale  arguing  against  it.  This  will  put  a 
decidedly  lively  element  into  the  debate, 
and  will  be  of  real  interest  to  the  students 
of  both  Universities.  In  the  ordinarj'  Col- 
lege debate  the  question  is  picked  to  pieces, 
and  otherwise  maltreated,  and  when  the 
debate  is  over  the  question  is  still  there  and 
no  one  cares  anything  more  about  it.  It 
does  not  concern  either  the  speaker  or  the 
hearer,  except  as  it  presents  possibilities  for 
argument.  But  if  a  live  question  of  collegi- 
ate interest  could  be  used,  it  would  not 
lack  the  argumentative  possibi!ities,  and  at 
the  same  time  might  really  be  of  some 
value  through  the  suggestions  which  it 
would  bring  out  about  the  conduct  of 
College  affairs  and  College  life   in  general.

We 
would  recognize  it  and  welcome  it  gladly, 
and  if  j'ou  cannot  see  it  yet,  we  would  ask 
you  to  wait,  and  when  the  trip  is  a  thing 
of  the  past  and  the  Glee  Club,  as  such,  is  no 
more,  to  reap  the  fruits  of  it  about  the 
campus  in  the  beautiful  spring  e\"enings 
that  are  coming.

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The  Culver-LaKe  Forest  Debate. 

The  second  annual  debate  between 
Culver  Military  Academy  and  the  School 
was  held  at  Culver  on  Saturday  evening, 
March  eleventh.  The  question  was  one 
made  more  interesting  by  the  political  situa- 
tion in  Chicago:  Should  the  Cities  of  the 
United  States  Own  and  Operate  their  Own 
Street  Railways?  Culver  maintained  the 
affirmative,   the  School  having  the  negative. 

The  first  affirmative  opened  the  merry 
war  of  words  by  showing  that  Municipal 
Ownership  and  Operation  was  the  next  step 
in  the  "historical  trend"  of  natural  mono- 
polies into  the  control  of  the  city.  He 
showed  a  lack  of  careful  preparation  by 
constantly  consulting  an  outline  which  he 
had  before  him.  The  first  negative,  Temple 
Williams,  took  issue  with  his  opponent  con- 
cerning the  explanation  of  the  question, 
maintaining  that  the  question  was  one  of 
present  application  and  not  as  his  opponent 
had  said,  a  question  of  theory  to  be  applied 
when  the  cities  were  ready.  Temple  then 
went  on  to  pive  striking  illustrations  of  his 
main  argument  that  the  corruption  in  our 
American  cities  was  obstacle  enough  to 
make  municipal  ownership  and  operation 
impossible.  He  delivered  his  debate  in  a 
clear,  emphatic  manner,  and  made  his  op- 
ponents shake  their  heads  in  anxiety  as 
he  piled  up  proof  after  pooof  of  city  de- 
gradation. 

The  second  afflrmative  continued  Cul- 
ver's argument  by  pouring  out  the  vials 
of  his  wrath  against  the  watered  stock  of 
street  car  companies,  and  proving  the  ab- 
sence of  any  such  methods  in  cities  abroad 
having  municipal  ownership.  His  debate 
was  rambling  and  not  thoroughly  in  mind 
as  he  too  had  to  refer  to  notes.  Peterson 
the  second  negative  followed,  nervous  and 


somewhat  hesitatingly,  but  as  he  warmed 
to  his  subject,  he  gave  his  opponents  plenty 
to  ponder  with,  as  he  vividly  revealed  the 
fact  that  European  cities  had  not  supplied 
America  with  a  successful  precedent  in  their 
ownership  and  operation  of  street  railways. 

The  third  affirmative  advanced  to  the 
fray  with  eager  anxiety,  but  he  added 
little  to  the  argument  for  his  side.  He  did 
not  even  have  the  support  of  his  own  audi- 
ence, for  they  smiled  and  laughed  at  his 
weak  attempts  to  bolster  up  his  side  with 
breath.  Charles  Raymond  jumped  as  he 
was  announced,  and  for  the  short  minutes 
he  held  his  audience  firmly  with  his  rattling, 
conclusive  answers  to  the  points  of  his 
opponents,  and  then  with  the  third  part  of 
Lake  Forest's  development,  namely,  that 
the  cities  ha\'e  shown  by  their  ownership 
and  wreck  of  operation  of  other  enterprises 
that  they  are  neither  capable  enough  nor 
honest  enough  to  be  trusted  with  the  larger 
enterprise  of  running  their  street  railways. 
Charles  was  at  his  best  and  that  best  was 
far  better  than  the  entire  affirmative  put 
together. 

The  rebuttals  were  all  weak  with  the 
exception  of  Raymond's,  he  riddled  the 
arguments  of  the  affirmative  fore  and  aft, 
and  in  addition  summed  up  the  entire  nega- 
tive outline  in  a  masterly  manner. 

To  make  a  tragic  story  short,  the  judges 
voted  for  Culver.  The  audience  was  stunned, 
so  that  it  forgot  for  a  moment  to  cheer,  and 
the  morning  after  some  of  the  Culver  fel- 
lows bluntly  remarked  that  Lake  Forest 
had  been  robbed. 

The  debating  team  wishes  to  express 
to  the  School  its  appreciation  of  the  way 
in  which  it  has  been  supported,  and  for  the 
encouragement  it  has   received.     For    sev- 
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eral  individuals  they  have  an  especial 
"thank  you."  First  of  all  they  wish  to 
express  to  Mr.  Whyte  their  sincere  appre- 
ciation of  the  earnestness  and  unselfishness 
with  which  he  has  trained  them.  By  dint 
of  many  trips  to  the  city  with  them,  of  a 
constant  search  for  material  in  current 
periodicals,  and  of  much  efficient  coaching, 
he  has  trained  an  inexperienced  and  ineffi- 
cient team  into  an  organization  that  in  the 
eyes  of  the  Culver  Cadets  themselves,  as 
well  as  of  the  members  of  the  Culver  team, 
defeated  Culver.  There  is  a  lot  of  uninter- 
esting as  well  as  unappreciated  work  in  the 
coaching  of  a  team  of  this  sort,  and  it  has 
been  of  inestimable  value  to  have  a 
member  of  the  faculty  behind  the  team. 
The  debating  team  also  want  to  thank 
Mr.  Bast  and  Mr.  Leonard,  who  sat  up  all 
night  Friday  to  draw  maps  that  were  of 
great  value  to  the  team  in  the  debate.  The 
great  interest  which  the  members  of  the 
faculty  have  shown,  has  been  an  important 
factor  in  the  success  of  the  team.  In  spite 
of  the  fact  that  "Tag"  Gait,  who  was  alter- 
nate last  year,  did  not  go  to  Culver  this 
year,  he  showed  his  interest  in  the  defeat- 
ing of  his  old  opponents  by  sitting  up  all 
night  with  Mr.  Bast  and  Mr.  Leonard, 
helping  construct  charts  to  aid  the  team. 
Curley  Sutton  worked  faithfully  on  the 
debate,  and  gave  such  valuable  hints  to 
the  debaters  for  rebuttal  as  would  cause 
us  to  think  that  he  was  "divinely"  inspired. 

Lake  Forest  was  represented  in  the 
meet  at  Milwaukee  by  "King"  Cotton.  Cot- 
ton was  at  his  best  and  won  a  close  second 
for  the  School  in  the  75-yard  dash.  Cotton 
won  his  heat  in  the  hurdles,  but  was  unable 
to  win  in  the  finals  because  the  two  events 
were  run  oft"  so  close  together. 

Mr.  Bast  spoke  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
meeting  last  week.  He  spoke  of  the  rela- 
tion of  the  physical  man  to  the  moral  and 
intellectual.

President  Harlan  Addresses  the  Class. 

Last  Wednesday  at  noon-day  chapel 
the  Senior  class  inaugurated  another  cus- 
tom by  marching  into  chapel  in  a  body, 
clad  in  the  traditional  Oxford  cap  and 
gown.

Over-Indulgent 
Good  Fellowship. 

Although  our  dormitory  life  here  is  one 
of  the  best  features  of  the  College  neverthe- 
less it  has  a  bad  tendency.  Everything  is 
so  open  and  so  free  of  access  that  one 
gradually  becomes  oblivious  of  his  neigh- 
bor's rights  or  desires. 

Especially  is  this  true  of  one's  time. 
Most  every  student  sets  a  certain  time  for 
the  accomplishing  of  a  certain  task,  perhaps 
it  is  the  only  time  that  he  can  devote  to  that 
particular  work.  But  when  that  certain 
time  comes  he  finds  that  he  has  forgotten 
to  consider  a  disturbing  element — that  of 
self-indulgent  good  f'iUowship  which  comes 
in  to  dissipate  both  the  tinu  and  the  oppor- 
tunity.

Although  no  such  observance  would  be 
possible  here,  it  is  time  that  we  begin  to  mix 
a  little  common  sense  with  our  general  good 
fellowship.  No  one  can  take  exception 
when  we  say  that  more  studying,  especially 
more  consistent  studying  ^vould  be  done  if 
everyone  would  be  allowed  to  carry  out  his 
own  plans  in  regard  to  it.  But  how  often 
one,  after  setting  a  certain  time  for  doing  a 
certain  thing,  sees  that  period  pass  witliout 
anj'thing  being  accomplishcil. 

One  does  not  need  such  a  material  :=ign 
as  a  closed  door  to  perceive  that  the  student 
within  is  occupied  with  work  of  some  kind. 
And  although  the  occupant  ma)-  firmly  deny 
that  he  is  busy  and  may  seem  more  than 
willing  to  entertain  \'ou,  ne\'ertheless,  he 
is  often  doing  something  which  he  could 
do  at  no  other  time. 

These  are  the  interruptions,  some- 
times lasting  only  a  few  minutes,  but  often 
lengthening  out  into  hours  which  do  the 
most  harm.  This  does  not  go  to  say  that 
every  man  should  "live  unto  himself,"  or 
that  there  should  be  no  more  of  that  social 
life  in  the  dormitories  which  we  all  enjoy. 
But  only  remember  that  sometimes  while 
you  are  free  to  do  as  )'ou  please,  the  other 
fellow  has  more  than  he  can  find  time  to 
do — and  use  a  little  discretion  at  the  same 
that  you  use  his  time.

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"BAD  MEN"  AND  OTHERS  IN  THE  PHILIPPINES. 

["Editor's  Note. — The  following  account  was 
written  by  one  of  the  students,  who  formerly  taught 
in  the  Philippines.  He  was  among  the  first  corps 
of  teachers  that  went  over  in  the  ''Thomas."] 

In  times  past  numerous  pirates  infested 
the  waters  of  the  Philippines.  Many  were 
Moros,  with  headquarters  in  some  of  the 
Southern  islands,  but  some  were  mixed 
crews  of  Dutch,  Chinese  and  Malays,  with 
occasionally  some  Portuguese  or  English- 
men. 

Having  seen  one  day  a  Fiiipina  with 
red  hair,  but  otherwise  with  every  charac- 
teristic of  her  race,  I  made  some  comment 
to  a  Filipino  acquaintance  on  the  oddity 
of  her  appearance.  He  told  me  a  few 
things  which  prompted  me  to  make  some 
inquiries,  and  from  various  sources  I  gathered 
the  following  account  which  probably  is  true 
in  its  essential  features. 

Years  ago  one  of  the  most  feared  pirate 
leaders  was  a  Dutchman,  noticeable  for  his 
red  hair  and  beard.  He  had  a  crew  of 
Dutch  and  Malays  from  Borneo.  For  want 
of  a  better  name  (stories  do  not  agree  on 
this)  I  shall  call  him  Berdin. 

Berdin  had  been  raiding  the  coast  of 
Negros,  and  from  there  sailed  over  to  the 
west  coast  of  Panay  to  capture  a  few  natives 
for  slaves,  and  to  carry  away  such  property 
as  he  could  size.  Landing  near  Antique, 
he  made  an  attack  on  that  town  but,  meet- 
ing with  more  than  the  usual  resistance,  was 
delayed  until  the  guardia  civil  (forerunner 
of  the  present  constabulary)  arrived  on  the 
scene  and  cut  him  off  from  retreat  to  his 
boats, 

Surrender  meant  death,  so  as  many  as 
could,  escaped  to  the  mountains.  They  were 
relentlessly  pursued  from  place  to  place  for 
a  time  until  at  last  there  were  only  a  few 
survivors,  one  of  whom  was  Berdin.  Not 
daring  to  appear  in  any  of  the  coast  towns. 
they  settled  in  one  of  the  mountain  villages 
and  soon  became  leaders  among  the  native 
robber  bands.      They  took  native  wives  and 


are  remembered  today,  because  of  a  few  of 
their  descendants  having  the  red  hair  of 
the  Dutch  pirate. 

"Ladrones"  is  the  name  given  to  the 
outlaw  and  robber  bands  that  still  hold 
forth  in  the  mountains.  A  good  many  of 
the  more  famous  chiefs  have  been  captured 
but  a  few  remain,  and  many  lesser  ones  are 
active  at  times. 

Ordinarilly  these  bands  have  head- 
quarters in  mountain  villages,  from  which 
they  occasionally  emerge  to  make  attacks 
on  some  of  the  towns  below.  Usually  only, 
the  nucleus  of  the  band  is  together  in  its 
mountain  retreats;  but,  at  the  time  of  raid, 
other  members  join  it,  often  from  the  very 
town  to  be  attacked. 

Their  expeditions  are  made  secretly 
and  suddenly,  and,  before  the  unfortunate 
town  can  recover  from  its  surprise  and  offer 
any  determined  resistance,  the  ladrones  are 
retreating  with  the  cariboos  (buffaloes) 
which  they  came  to  steal.  But  even  when 
the  town  has  warning,  its  defense  is  very 
feeble.  Poorly  armed,  the  ladrones  depend 
on  their  reputation  for  mercilessness  and 
cruelty,  to  frighten  the  townsmen  into  non- 
resistance.  If  the  latter  would  show  fight, 
in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  the  ladrones  would 
flee  without  doing  any  damage. 

One  spring  the  ladrones  v.'ere  more 
active  than  usual  in  Antique  Province. 
Several  attacks  had  been  made  on  out- 
lying towns  and  numerous  cariboos  had  been 
stolen.  Constabularly  forces  were  protect- 
ing some  of  the  towns  and  attempting  to 
run  down  the  robbers.  Sibalom,  the  town 
in  which  I  was  stationed,  prepared  to  resist 
any  attack.  The  local  police  were  drilled 
daily,  and  a  volunteer  night  patrol  was 
formed.  One  night  what  was  thought  to 
be  a  gun  shot  was  heard  at  the  edge  of 
town.  All  was  excitement.  I  walked  over 
to  the  town  hall  to  see  what  was  going  on, 
and  found  there  some  of  the  volunteers  and 
the  entire  police  force  huddled  together  in

LaKe  Forest  Wins  Debate. 


THE     'WINNING     TEAM.

INTER-COLLEGIATE.   DEBATE   "WITH  ILLINOIS. 


The  much  liudeu  debating  team  from 
Illinois  College,  Jacksonville,  was  completely 
snowed  under  b}-  the  Lake  Forest  team  at 
the  Durand  Institute  on  Friday  night. 
The  question  was:  RESOLVED:  Tliaf  all 
party  nominatiptis  ought  to  he  made  by  a  majo)-ity 
of  I'oters  voting  direct/ v  for  the  candidates  of  their 
choice. 

The  visiting  team  undertook  to  su.stain 
the  affirmative  by  arguing  along  theoretical 
lines  about  popular  sovereignty,  the  capa- 
city of  the  people  for  self-government  and 
the  evils  of  the  present  system  in  compari- 
son with  the  direct  primary  system  which 
they  advocated.  The  argument  was  very 
well  presented  by  Messrs.  E.  T.  Brown,  R. 
E.  Harman  and  T.  H.  Brown. 


The  negative  ar^'ii;;ifn t  rif  tin:  Lake 
Forest  team  was  outlined  by  .Mr.  Hoopes 
who  then  proceeded  to  the  statement  and 
elucidation  of  the  quesiiin  which  Illinois 
had  neglected,  thereb}'  losii'g  one  of  their 
advantages.  After  a  very  clertr  explanation 
^\r.  Hoopes  went  on  witli  his  argument. 
He  showed  the  impracticability  of  the  direct 
primary  and  knocked  the  argument  of  cor- 
ruption by  the  statement  that  the  corrupt- 
ion in  politics  is  not  due  to  the  system  of 
election  but  in  politics  itself  when  pursued 
as  a  business.  Mr.  Jackman  followed  up  by 
showing  that  the  system  advocated  by  the 
affirmative  would  not  work  and  that  direct 
primaries  will  augment  existing  evils.  He 
presented    the     argument    that    the    caucus 
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system,  safeguarded  by  the  same  legal  re- 
strictions as  would  be  necessarj-  for  the 
direct  primary  system,  would  be  a  much 
better  system  than  the  direct  primary  itself. 
Mr.  Jackman  did  some  ver}-  clever  work  in 
rebutting  the  arguments  of  the  preceding 
speaker,  Harman,  in  showing  the  inconsist- 
ency of  a  proposed  plan  of  voting  for  can- 
didates. 

Following  H.  Brown,  of  Illinois,  Erskine 
took  the  floor  to  make  the  third  negative 
speech  and  when  he  had  finished  there  was 
no  doubt  in  anyone's  mind  as  to  the  decis- 
ion the  judges  would  make.  He  began 
with  a  resume  of  the  negative  arguments 
already  given  and  then  continued,  talking 
on  the  judiciary  phase  of  the  question  and 
the, voting  of  one  party  in  the  primaries  of 
the  other  in  such  a  way  as  to  nominate  an 
objectionable  candidate.  Following  this 
Erskine  read  several  newspaper  reports  of 
of  the  actual  working  of  the  direct  primary 
law  confirming  the  arguments  in  objection 
to  it. 

One  of  the  most  telling  features  in  the 
debate  was  the  string  of  questions  which 
each  Lake  Forest  debater  asked  the  Illinois 
team  to  answer  and  which  proved  to  be 
most  confusing  to  the  down-state  team. 

In  delivery  the  Lake  Forest  team  ex- 
celled in  forcefulness  of  presentation  and 
in  action  and  variety  of  style.  The  Illinois 
men  all  used  practically  the  same  method 
which  lacked  in  force  although  not  at  all 
objectionable. 

President  Harlan  presided  over  the 
meeting.  The  judges  were  Mr.  Ale.xander 
H.  Revell  and  Mr.  Thomas  Taylor,  Jr.,  of 
Chicngo,  and  Mr.  James  A.  McKeown,  of 
Joliet.  Before  the  debate  Mr.  Stevens 
played  a  violin  solo  accompanied  by  Miss 
Rej'nolds. 

The  Home  Concert  of  the  Glee  Club 
will  be  given  in  the  Durand  Institute  on 
Saturday  evening  next.

THE  CLEE  CLUB  SUCCESS. 

The  College  Glee  Club,  which  will  make 
its  first  public  appearance  in  Lake  Forest 
next  Saturday  evening  at  the  Home  Con- 
cert, has  just  completed  a  most  satisfactory 
trip  through  central  Illinois.  The  Club  met 
with  a  hearty  welcome  everj-where  and  the 
men  have  had  a  good  time.  The  audiences 
ha\'e  been  large  and  judging  from  the  news- 
paper reports  were  enthusiastic  in  their 
praise.  We  print  below  some  account  of 
the  trip  as  given  by  an  "eye  witness." 

Mascot  "Prexy,"  mentioned  below,  is 
a  small  brown  spaniel  "purp"  which  was 
acquired  at  Kempton.  He  proved  a  good 
traveller  and  at  once  made  friends  with  all 
in  the  Club.  His  musical  education  is  pro- 
gressing rapidly,  and  great  things  are 
expected  of  him  unless  he  has  to  return 
to  tramp  life  when  College  closes. 

The  Glee  Club  began  its  verj-  success- 
ful trip  at  Kankakee  on  Monday,  April  3. 
The  concert  was  in  charge  of  the  Junior 
class  of  the  Kankakee  High  School  and 
was  very  well  attended.

From  here  the  Club  went  to  Fair- 
bury.  The  concert  was  given  in  the  Opera 
House  before  one  of  th'=;  most  appreciative 
audiences  of  the  trip.  After  the  concert 
a  dance  was  given  in  honor  of  the  Club. 
"Prexy"  was  unable  to  appear  owing  to 
injuries  received  while  sight  seeing  in 
Streator. 

The  Joliet  concert  on  F"riday  night  was 
the  best  given  during  the  trip.  Mr.  William 
Mather  Lewis  gave  several  readings,  which 
added  much  to  the  evening's  entertainment. 
The  Union  League  Club  gave  a  dance  after 
the  concert.  On  Saturday  the  Club  sang 
at  the  two  musicales  given  by  Mrs.  C-  H. 
Talcott,  and  were  entertained  at  the  Talcott 
home  for  lunch. 

The  closing  concert  at  Plainfield  was 
in  the  nature  of  a  good  rousing  wind-up. 
The  members  of  the  Club  were  obliged  to 
hunt  up  a  piano  and  carry  it  some  distance 
into  the  church  before  the  concert  could 
be  started.  The  presence  of  Billy  Carter 
in  the  front  seat  was  an  inspiration.  Owing 
to  the  absence  of  Mr.  Phillips,  Mr.  Geo. 
Brewster,  of  Joliet,  sang  a  solo  in  place  of 
Mr.  Phillips'  regular  number.  Part  of  the 
men  came  home  before  the  Plainfield  con- 
cert, and  most  of  the  others  returned 
Sunday.

When  a  glee  club  appears  it  is  not

none  of  these  unfortunate  things  were  true. 
There  was  enough  of  the  legitimate  music 
to  give  the  program  the  proper  balance,  but 
the  college  numbers,  the  jokes  and  the 
side  play  that  are  always  looked  for,  were 
the  best  parts  of  the  entertainment  as  the 
applause  of  the  audience  indicated. 

The  soloists,  Messrs.  Phillips  and  Stark, 
won  unstinted  approval  and  shared  the 
honors  with  Messrs.  Munger,  Hoopes  and 
Lewis,  readers,  and  Stevens,  violinist.  The 
work  of  the  Glee  Club  was  above  criticism 
and  its  members  may  feel  that  it  has 
the  hearty  approbation  of  the  Joliet  audi- 
ence which  will  be  glad  to  meet  it  in  the 
future. 

What  really  took  the  house  by  storm 
were  the  humorous  numbers — the  medley  by 
the  rag  quartet,  which  appeared  in  costumes 
that  were  of  the  roughing-it  type,  and  the 
child  elocutionists — three  3'oung,  very  tall 
and  very  much  dressed  up  as  awkward 
young  things  of  the  truly  shy  variety. 

The  program  concluded  with  the  sing- 
ing of  "Good  Night"  by  Parks  and  "Alma 
Mater"  Doran,  Lake  Forest  '88,  by  the 
Glee  Club,  and  the  college  yell  which  is  of 
the  ear  splitting  variety.  "A  most  success- 
ful entertainment  and  a  perfect  college  pro- 
gram" is  the  verdict.

It  is  as  humiliating  to  us  as  to  an-^'one  to 
be  forced  to  admit  that  Ferry  Hall  and  the 
School  in  comparison  to  their  owed  interest 
in  College  affairs,  showed  more  spirit  by 
their  proportionate  attendance  at  the  de- 
batethandid  the  two  departments  of  the 
College.  After  making  all  allowances,  all 
that  can  be  said  is  that  poor  spirit  was 
shown  on  the  part  of  the  faculty  and  stud- 
ents. It  is  very  encouraging  to  Lake  Forest 
debaters  to  address  empty  chairs  and  then 
after  winning  a  victory  for  the  College  to, 
find  that  a?  a  reward  the  College  leaves  a 
small  debt  of  J25  for  them  to  pay  up.  The 
financial  deficit  is  a  trivial  matter  but  the 
apparently  growing  idea  that  anything  in 
order  to  be  supported  should  be  sugar- 
coated  is  deplorable. 

The 
Debate. 

The  winning  of  the  debate  with  Illinois 
College  means  more  than  a  single  victory; 
it  demonstrates  that  the  College  has  built  up 
an  oratorical  department  that  can  compete 
■favorably  with  similar  departments  of  other 
and  older  colleges,  which  show  especial 
pride  in  their  work  along  oratorical  lines. 

During  the  last  few  years  much  of  the 
time  in  the  oratorical  department  has  been 
taken  up  with  the  training  of  men,  and  with 
the  putting  of  the  w^hole  department  on  a 
sound  basis,  and  not  so  much  attention  has 
been  paid  to  the  contests  themselves.  But 
now  an  established  order  runs  through  the 
whole  training,  and  every  year  men  are 
found  fully  prepared  to  represent  their 
College  as  it  deserves  to  be  represented. 

No  better  proof  can  be  found  as  to 
its  success  than  the  result  of  last  week's 
debate.  Defeated  by  Illinois  in  three  an- 
nual debates,  Lake  Forest  wins  her  fourth 
debate  with  one  of  the  strongest  oratorical 
colleges  111  uie  state.  Our  icaui  mis  year 
was  composed  of  the  same  men  as  last 
year  with  one  exception;   the  winning  dift'er- 
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ence  lay  in  the  training  and  preparation. 
Team  work  last  year  was  a  minus  quantity, 
but  this  year  there  was  a  logical  sequence 
and  every  argument  had  its  proper  place. 
In  a  word,  the  oratorical  department  has 
succeeded  in  forming  debating  men  into 
debating  teams. 

As  to  the  debaters  themselves,  too  much 
credit  cannot  be  given  them.  Very  few  of 
the  students  realize  what  hard  work  has 
been  done  by  them.  It  has  taken  months 
of  preparation  to  accomplish  what  they 
have  done,  and  what  is  of  especial  note  is 
that  they  have  all  maintained  a  good  stand- 
ing in  classes  as  well  as  other  work  while 
thus  engaged.

Not  only  did  they  delight 
their  audiences,  but  throughout  the  trip  the 
spirit  which  they  showed  at  all  times  was 
excellent,  and  we  feel  that  no  higher  com- 
pliment could  be  paid  them,  or  us,  than 
to  say  that  the}-  truly  represented  Lake 
Forest  College

finish." 
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Open  the  Season  with  a  Victory. 

The  few  faithful  ones  who  had  the 
temerity  to  brave  the  young  bUzzard  which 
swept  over  Farwell  field  last  Saturday  after- 
noon were  repaid  for  their  trouble  by  see- 
ing the  'Varsity  pound  out  an  easy  victory 
over  the  Englewood  Men's  Club,  to  the 
tune  of  four  to  two.  The  pitching  of 
"Buster"  Wilson  for  Lake  Forest  was  the 
feature  of  the  game,  mostly  because  it  came 
as  a  surprise  to  the  wise  ones.  The  Engle- 
wood men  are  credited  with  three  hits  oft" 
Wilson,  but  two  of  these  should  be  laid 
to  the  greeness  of  the  infield.  The  addition 
of  Zimmerman  to  the  infield  is  a  decided 
improvement;  with  Beltzner  on  second,  this 
this  department  will  be  stronger  than  last 
year.  Fred  McCrea  surprised  the  fans  by 
his  work  in  left  field.

The  game  next  Saturday  will  be  with 
the  American  College  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery  of  Chicago.  Little  is  known  of 
the  team.  A  practice  game  will  probably 
be  played  against  the  school  during  the 
week. 

Joe  McCrea  was  out  in  the  game  }-es- 
terday,  because  of  a  battered  finger.  It  is 
expected  that  he  will  make  a  strong  bid  for 
an  out-field  position.  In  practice  he  is  also 
being  worked  behind  the  bat. 

The  star  effort  of  the  game  was  made 
by  Zimmerman,  who  leaped  several  feet  in- 
to the  air  to  pull  down  a  liner.  A  severe 
rap  on  his  bare  hand  was  the  result.  It  was 
a  commendable  attempt. 
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Zimmerman  and  Milner  each  allowed 
an  easy  grounder  to  slip  through  their 
hands.  The  Englewood  short-stop  laughed 
and  shortly  after  did  the  same  thing  him- 
self. 

The  Englewood  third  baseman  made 
several  caustic  remarks  concerning  the 
manner  in  which  Stark  covered  first  base. 
They  were  excusable  in  view  of  the  severity 
with  which  Wilson's  throw  to  the  base 
caught  him  in  the  back. 

TracK  Team. 

About  fifteen  men  are  practicing  regu- 
larly under  the  direction  of  Captain  Scott. 
Many  of  the  best  track  men  are  playing 
baseball,  which  will  prevent  them  from 
doing  their  best  work  in  the  meets.  With 
the  new  material,  however,  we  should  be 
able  to  win  most  of  our  meets.  Captain 
Scott  is  showing  good  form  in  the  hurdles 
and  dashes,  and  a  great  deal  is  e.xpected 
of  him.  Bush  is  not  in  the  best  condition, 
but  is  expected  to  show  up  well  with  more 
practice  on  the  start.  He  should  be  able 
to  go  close  to  the  seconds  this  year  in  the 
hundred.  Shroyer  will  be  missed  in  the 
dashes  and  quarter-mile.  Keltzner  is,  how- 
ever, expected  to  take  his  place  in  these 
events.  Thalman,  a  freshman  candidate 
for  this  event  is  credited  with  good  time. 
McConnel  is  having  trouble  in  the  half-mile, 
not  being  in  condition.  He  should  round 
into  form,  however,  before  the  first  meet. 
Munger  is  also  training  for  this  event  and 
is  doing  well.  He  is  an  easy  runner,  and 
would  make  a  fine  running  mate  for 
McConnel.  Stone,  a  freshman,  is  another 
man  with  a  long  stride  and  good  wind,  who 
is  expected  to  make  the  veterans  hurry. 
The  mile  is  well  taken  care  of  by  Burgeson, 
and  three  or  four  new  men  are  trying  for 
this  event.  Sturdevant  and  Burghart  are 
the  only  two-milers;  the  former  is  expected 
to  prove  a  dark  horse.  Zimmerman  and 
Scott  will  be  strong  in  the  jumps,  and  Beth- 
ard  and  Zimmerman  in  the  Dole  vault.  The 
hammer  throw  still  lacks  a  strong  candidate, 
as  does  the  discus.  Peyton  and  Gibbs  are 
doing  well  in  the  shot-put.

FIRE  PROTECTION  IN  COLLEGE  HALL. 

A  small  fire  started  in  a  closed  room  in 
one  end  of  College  Hall  on  last  Saturday 
afternoon.  One  student  lost  ■several  coats 
and  pairs  of  trousers,  M:'  '.atimer  came 
up,  inspected  the  damage  anu  then  advised 
the  students  to  be  more  careful  in  the 
future.  Very  good  advice  but  not  exactly 
compatible  with  the  condition  of  the  build- 
ing and  its  equipment  for  fire  protection- 

On  the  rear  of  this  structure  is  one 
ancient,  rusty,  loose  jointed  fire  ladder 
which  would  probably  collapse  under  the 
weight  of  a  dozen  students.  On  each  floor 
is  a  musty  hose.  The  one  on  the  third  floor 
was  tested  recently.  It  leaked  like  a  sieve. 
Moreover  the  stream  of  water  thrown  from 
the  nozzle  was  only  about  four  feet  in 
length.  All  it  could  be  used  for  would  be 
to  flood  the  floor;  it  would  probably  burst 
before  it  accomplished  that,  providing  any 
kind  of  pressure  was  forthcoming  from  the 
stand  pipe. 

Last,  but  not  least,  there  are  stored  in 
the  Chemistry  Laboratories,  certain  highly 
explosive  compounds,  such  as  gun  cotton, 
carbon-di-sulphide,  ether,  alcohol,  phos- 
phorus, formalin  and  others  too  numerous 
too  mention.

The  College  year  is  now  drawing  near 
its  end  and  once  more  the  old  question 
is  being  passed  around  among  the  under- 
graduates, "Are  you  coming  back  next 
year?"  Although  in  many  cases  a  decided 
affirmative  answer  is  given,  there  are  by  far 
too  many  students  who  are  undecided.  They 
are  }'ou  might  say  in  the  balance,  but  just 
a  little  more  weight  on  Lake  Forest's  side 
would  settle  the  question. 

For  this  reason,  especially,  we  would 
like  to  see  more  class  spirit  shown.  Such 
interest  seems  to  be  lacking  to  a  large 
extent  in  the  College,  or  at  least  smothered 
by  interests  of  other  sorts.

The  College  men 
feel  that  as  the  College  is  the  center  of  the 
University  and  as  the  Union  Vesper  Ser- 
vice is  held  in  the  College  Chapel,  it  ought 
to  be  the  privilege  of  the  leader  of  the  Col- 
lege Choir  to  conduct  the  Union  choir  at 
those  services  as  well  as  at  any  other  ser- 
vice held  in  the  chapel.

Lake  Forest  was  defeated  in  the  second 
game  of  the  season  last  Saturday  by  the 
American  College  of  Medicine  and  Surgery. 
A  total  of  15  hits  and  5  errors  for  the  Chi- 
cago men  against  13  hits  and  S  errors  for 
Lake  Forest  tells  the  story  of  the  game, 
The  batting  of  both  teams  was  of  a  high 
order,  but  the  Chicago  men  had  the  better 
of  it.  They  also  succeeded  in  bunching 
their  hits  in  better  style.  Reckwith,  Devery, 
Stevenson  and  Curtis  for  the  Medics  showed 
better  form  with  the  stick  than  any  four 
men  who  have  been  seen  on  the  Lake  For- 
est grounds  for  the  past  two  seosons.  The 
College  team  still  lacks  in  steadiness.  Wild 
throws  to  base  at  critical  times  let  in  the 
winning  runs.  Bethard  pitched  for  the  first 
time  this  year  and  showed  his  usual  steadi- 
ness. His  coolness  is  a  thing  which  will 
bear  imitation  by  his  team  mates.  Charle- 
son  did  well  behind  the  bat,  though  he  is 
still  slow  in  his  base  throwing.  A  badl}^ 
lacerated  finger  was  accountablv  for  some 
of  his  errors.  Zimmerman,  McCrea  and 
Beltzner,  the  new  men,  showed  up  strong 
again  at  the  bat.  On  the  whole,  the  game 
was  not  discouraging,  and  with  more  prac- 
tice the  costly  errors  which  no  amount  of 
otherwise  good  work  can  make  up  for, 
will  be  eliminated.

Knox  College  is  delighted  over  the 
recent  announcement  that  Mr.  Andrew- 
Carnegie  will  erect  a  new  science  building 
for  them  at  the  cost  of  850,000.

THE   NEW  TUTORIAL  SYSTEM   AT  PRINCETON 

The  object  of  the  tutorial  system  is  to 
give  the  undergraduate  in  a  great  university 
the  advantage  of  the  same  sort  of  close  and 
intimate  contact  and  counsel  with  his  in- 
structors that  the  undergra^'uate  of  the 
small  college  enjoj-s.  T'^f  advantage  of 
the  small  college  is  that  the  student  comes 
into  immediate  contact  with  the  best  minds 
of  the  teaching  body  and  has  their  indi- 
vidual attention;  its  disadvantage  is  that 
the  small  college  lacks  the  broad  community 
life  and  quickening  rivalries  of  the  great 
universit}".  The  advantage  of  the  great 
university  lies  in  its  stimulating  life.  It  is 
a  sort  of  little  world  in  itself  It  is  very 
apt,  moreover,  to  have  in  its  faculty  some 
of  the  most  original  and  inspiring  men  of 
science  and  of  letters  that  the  country 
affords;  but  its  disadvantage  is  that  the 
studentcannot  get  at  these  men;  meets  them 
only  as  a  member  of  a  large  class  to  which 
they  lecture;  gets  their  inflence  diluted  by 
the  general  mass  of  men  in  whose  company 
he  hears  them;  seldom  feels  any  trace 
of  their  personal  influence  on  him  or  has 
a  chance  to  take  their  counsel  direct  from 
their  own  lips. 

The  tutorial  system  i.s  meant  to  import 
into  the  great  university  the  methods  and 
personal  contact  between  teacher  and  pupil 
which  are  characteristic  of  the  small  college, 
and  so  gain  the  advantages  of  both.  This 
can  be  done  only  by  multiplying  teachers 
and  using  them  for  the  instruction  of  small

Special  emblems  shall  be  awarded  to 
members  of  the  tennis,  indoor  baseball  and 
basketball  teams  under  the  following  con- 
ditions: 

Texnis. 

Emblems  shall  be  awarded  to  such 
members  of  the  tennis  team  as  win  an  inter- 
collegiate match. 

Indoor  Baseball. 

Emblems  shall  be  awarded  to  such 
members    of   the   indoor    baseball    team    as

cording to  certain  rules  laid  down  in  the 
constitution  adopted  last  year.  At  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  the  new  constitution 
there  was  much  discussion  as  to  what 
should  constitute  the  earning  of  a  mono- 
gram. It  was  pretty  generally  agreed  that 
theretofore  it  had  been  "too  easy"  to  get, 
and  specific  rules  were  laid  down  which,  it 
was  hoped,  would  remove  this  fault  in  the 
system.  After  a  year  of  operation,  how- 
ever, there  have  been  found  to  be  certain 
defects  in  the  working  out  of  these  rules  and 
a  committee  has  been  at  work  upon  a  new 
set  of  regulations  which  are  to  be  submitted 
at  the  mass  meeting  tonight.  These  reso- 
lutions are  to  be  found  on  another  page 
and  every  member  of  the  Athletic  Associa- 
tion should  read  them  and  also  get  a  copy 
of  the  constitution  as  it  now  stands,  so  as  to 
come  to  the  mass  meeting  prepared  to  vote 
intelligently.  The  matter  of  awarding  the 
monogram  is  important  and  it  is  well  that 
its  importance  should  be  brought  before  us 
often  until  finally  a  system  is  definitely  and 
fairly  established.

ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION  MASS   MEETING. 

At  the  mass  meeting,  held  last  Thurs- 
day evening,  the  suggestions  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Control  in  regard 
to  new  regulations  governing  the  award 
of  'Varsity  letters,  were  adopted  with 
scared}'  a  dissenting  voice- 

The  general  opinion  strongh'  favored 
the  new  plan  to  make  the  earning  of  the 
monogram  a  very  difficult  ta;,k.  Some 
objection  was  raised  in  regard  to  the  track 
regulation  which  requires  a  man  to  win 
eight  points  in  a  single  meet,  but  the 
amendment  won  by  a  large  majority.  The 
interpretation  of  the  football  regulation,  as 
meaning  four  full  halves  in  as  many  games, 
also  created  some  little  opposition;  but 
here  again  the  majority  supported  the  com- 
mittee's suggestion. 

The  idea  seemed  to  be  to  make  it  prac- 
tically impossible  for  a  Freshman  to  win 
a  monogram  unless,  of  course,  he  is  a 
"star."  The  suggested  changes  in  regard 
to  size,  color,  etc.,  as  published  in  last 
week's  Stentor,  for  tennis,  basketball  and 
indoor  baseball  monograms  were  unani- 
mously adopted. 

The  mass  meeting  itself  was  a  listless 
affair  and  scarcely  on  a  par  even  with  other 
gatherings  of  the  kitid  which  have  been 
held  here  in  the  past.  No  speeches  of 
any  moment  were  made,  and  there  seemed 
to  be  a  very  general  lack  of  interest  or 
intelligence  as  to  just  what  was  taking  place.

LAKE  FOREST-LAWRENCE  DEBATE. 

Lake  Forest  was  defeated  in  the  second 
annual  debate  with  Lawrence  University 
Thursday,  May  ii,  at  Appleton,  Wis.  A 
clear,  strong  pointed  argument  was  pre- 
sented for  Canadian  reciprocity  with  a 
finish  in  delivery  which  was  creditable. 
The  men  were  in  fine  condition,  and  carried 
through  the  argument  without  a  discourag- 
ing feature.  A.  IJ.  Jackinan,  '06,  opened 
the  debate  by  setting  forth  the  actual  trade 
conditions  between  Canada  and  the  Lhiited 


States,  showing  that  protection  hinders 
needed  expansion  of  trade  toward  Canada 
and  fosters  commercial  hostility.  J.  \V. 
Harris  followed  for  Lawrence  with  one 
argument  which  was  directly  pertinent  to 
the  question — the  fact  that  there  is  a  rebate 
of  duties  on  raw  material  imported  for 
export  trade.  But  while  admitting  the 
great  need  for  expansion  of  trade  and  the 
accessibilit)-  of  Canada,  he  nevertheless 
argued  that  expansion  should  be  toward 
the  Orient,  but  not  toward  Canada  C.  A. 
Burgeson,  '05,  then  pro\-ed  that  we  can 
import  needed  Canadian  product.s  without 
harming  our  producing  interests,  an  argu- 
ment which  was  not  touched  by  the  follow- 
ing speaker,  Forest  W'oodside,  who  could 
only  question  his  authority  for  the  evidence. 
D.  T.  Howard,  '07,  closed  our  debate 
proper  by  pointing  out  the  unquestionable 
advantage  to  us  of  renio\"ing  Canada's  duties 
on  our  exports  to  her.  Glenn  Adams  closed 
the  main  debate  by  arguing  that  if  we  had 
reciprocity  with  Canada  we  should  be  forced 
to  have  free  trade  with  Germany,  Argentine 
and  other  countries.  Then  on  this  assump- 
tion he  talked  to  some  length  to  show  the 
detriment  of  free  trade  with  those  countries. 
The  six  rebutal  speeches  were  rapid,  pointed 
and  direct  on  both  sides  Lake  Forest's 
debate  as  a  whole  was  superior  to  that 
against  Illinois  on  April  14,  and  the  team 
feel  that  they  came  ofi"  without  dishonor, 
although  the  decision  was  unanimous  against 
them.  The  judges  were:  Atty.  H.  O- 
Fairchild,  Green  Bay;  Atty.  A.  D.  Suther- 
land, Fond  du  Lac;  Rev.  Mr.  Abbott, 
Oshkosh.

Emblems  for 
Inter-Collegiate  Debaters. 

Through  the  agency  of  the  mass  meet- 
ing held  last  Thursday  our  attention  has 
been  directed  to  the  conditions  under  which 
our  athletes  are  recognized  and  their  achieve- 
ment and  self  sacrifice  rewarded.  The 
awarding  of  the  monogram  is  but  a  little 
thing  in  itself  but  the  monogram  is  highl}' 
prized  and  will  evidently  be  more  of  an 
honor  in  the  future  under  the  new  regula- 
tions. 

It  is  right  that  we  should  thus  honor 
our  athletes  but  we  believe  that  student 
eft'ort  and  success  in  other  lines  should 
have  public  recognition  and  honor  also. 
Many  universities  and  colleges  honor  their 
debaters  by  giving  them  the  'varsity  letters, 
others  give  pins,  fobs,  or  similar  insignia.

We  ha\'e  not  been  as  successful  in  debate 
this  season  as  we  would  w'v.ih    but    debating

effort. 

We  do  not  favor  the  award  of  the 
regular  college  letters  but  we  believe  that 
the  matter  of  establishing  an  emblem  for 
our  intercollegiate  debaters  should  be  taken 
up  by  the  literary  societies  and  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  whole  student  bod}'.

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THE  FIRST  JAPANESE   STUDENT  IN  AN 
AMERICAN    COLLEGE.

To-day  Japan  is  open  to  the  world  and 
the  world  to  Japan.  But  it  was  not  so  fort)' 
years  ago,  when  Japan  contentedly  secluded 
herself,  strictly  prohibiting  her  subjects  from 
leaving  her  coast.  If  any  one  would  violate 
this  law  in  those  days,  he  must  risk  his  own 
life, — nay,  also  his  family's  !  In  spite  of 
such  circumstances,  time  was  pressing 
hard — the  dawn  of  New  Japan  was  ap- 
proaching minutely.  The  visit  of  Com- 
modore Perry,  the  Treaty  of  Uraga,  and 
the  bombardment  of  the  coast  by  the  for- 
eign fleets  stirred  up  many  a  daring  spirit 
of  youthful  Samurais.  "Looking  forward" 
and  "Seeking  knowledge"  were  the  cries 
that  were  heard  everywhere.  Japan  was  in 
such  a  state  as  the  Florentine  Republic  was 
in  the  fifteenth  century. 

Amid  such  a  clamorous  and  exciting 
time,  it  came  to  pass  on  the  iSth  of  July, 
1864,  that  at  midnight  two  young  men — one 
dressed  as  a  Samurai  with  two  swords  in 
his  belt,  and  the  other  dressed  as  a  servant 
with  a  small  bundle  of  clothes  on  his  back — 
were  just  about  to  steal  away  in  a  small 
boat  from  a  pier  of  Hakodate  harbor.  One 
was  an  ambitious  Samurai  youth  who  in- 
tended to  board  an  American  schooner, 
which  was  lying  well  out  from  the  shore; 
and  the  other  was  his  friend,  a  clerk  of  a 
shipping  company,  who  assisted  the  former 
to  skip  away  thence  without  being  sus- 
pected. Suddenly,  back  they  shrank  when 
they  were  about  entering  the  boat  and 
heard  a   thrilling  voice   from    yonder  dark. 


"Ho,  halt!  Who  is  there!"  "It  is  I," 
calmly  replied  the  clerk,  casting  the  die 
of  life  or  death.  "Then  all  right,"  was  the 
answer  of  a  watchman  in  special  service 
under  the  government's  order,  who  well 
knew  the  clerk  personally.  The  moment 
was  indeed  the  ebb  of  heaven  or  hell  for 
the  adventurouii  youths.  But  there  was 
undoubtedly  a  guiding  Hand  over  them, 
to  help  out  one  of  them  who  had  a  great 
mission  for  the  future  of  the  Hermit  Empire. 
Thus  they  escaped  from  arrest  and  reached 
the  schooner, — the  young  Samurai  boarded 
the  ship  and  the  clerk  came  back  to  the 
shore  in  the  same  night.  The  next  morn- 
ing the  ship  sailed  for  Shanghai  carrying 
the  bold  fugitive  aboard. 

At  Shanghai,  transferred  aboard  an- 
other American  vessel,  and  through  many 
difficulties  and  hardships,  and  working  his 
way,  the  young  adventurer — friendless  and 
pennyless  —  appeared  in  Boston  several 
months  after  and  entered  Phillips  Academy, 
Andover.  A  few  years  later,  following 
his  completion  of  preparatory  education, 
he  was  graduated  ftom  Amherst  College, 
and  then  from  Andover  Theological  Semin- 
ary. During  his  exile  in  this  country  his 
whole  aim  and  efforts  were  to  seek  a  new 
knowledge,  to  digest  and  apply  it  in  future 
on  his  native  country,  and  after  all  to 
devote  his  life  for  the  Christian  education 
of  the  forthcoming  New  Empire. 

In  1874  this  young  Amherst  man,  full 
of  ambition  and  aspiration,  came  back  to 
Japan  and  started  a  Christian  school,  with 
only  eight  pupils,  in  the  very  center  of  the 
most  traditional  and  historical  Buddhist  city

NORTH  SHORE  INTER-SCHOLASTIC. 

The  second  annual  North  Shore  Inter- 
scholastic  meet  was  held  on  Farwell  Field 
last  Saturday  under  ideal  conditions.  The 
weather  was  warm  and  bracing,  the  track 
in  good  condition,  and  enthusiasm  ran  high. 
No  remarkable  records  were  made,  but 
every  event  was  hotly  contested,  and  not 
until  the  relay  had  been  run  was  the  meet 
decided.  The  final  summary  gives  Evanston 
High  School  32  points,  Northwestern  Mili- 
tary Academy  30%  points  and  North- 
western Academy  30  points.  Lake  Forest 
School,  the  winner  of  last  year's  meet,  had 
10  points  to  her  credit. 

Steinhiller,  of  Northwestern  Academy, 
made  a  mark  of  4:56  in  the  mile,  with  Mc- 
Lear  of  Evanston  a  close  second.  Last 
year  this  event  was  won   by  the  Evanston 


lad,  with  Steinhiller  second.  It  was  the 
best  track  event  of  the  day.  The  two 
Bishops  also  won  points  for  Northwestern 
Academy  in  the  jumps  and  hurdles. 

Helmholz,  of  Milwaukee,  was  a  dark 
horse  in  the  high  hurdles,  beating  out 
Cotton  of  Lake  Forest  after  a  hard  tussle, 
in  17  1-5.  A  high  wind  on  the  straight-a- 
way  opposed  the  sprinters,  and  prevented 
fast  time  in  these  events. 

Bradley,  of  Evanston,  was  an  easy 
winner  in  both  of  the  short  races  and  in 
the  broad  jump.  He  was  not  pushed  in 
any  of  these  events. 

The  relay  race  was  won  by  Evanston, 
with  Northwestern  Military  second  and 
Lake  Forest  third.  Northwestern  Military 
Academy  had  practically  no  competition  in 
the  weight  events.  They  were  also  strong 
in  the  runs. 

The  tiack  is  still  new  and  rather  soft, 
but  in  another  year  it  should  be  in  first 
class  condition  and  record  time  be  made.

Scbolastic 

It  is  not  putting  it  too  strongly,  when 
we  say  that  the  second  annual  inter-scholas- 
tic meet  was  an  unqualified  success.

members  of  the  board.  The  seveji  names 
receiving  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  the  nominees,  and  from  these  seven  the 
board  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  as  in  first 
ballot.  The  five  receiving  highest  number 
of  votes  at  this  second  ballot  shall  be  de- 
clared elected. 

"(2)  This  board  so  chosen  shall  elect 
from  its  members  an  Editor-in-chief,  and 
shall  appoint  a  Business  Manager  either 
from  its  members  or  from  the  student  body 
at  large.  The  Editor-in-chief  shall  appoint 
News,  Literary,  Athletic  and  Exchange 
editors  from  the  board;  all  reporters  and 
other  assistants  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
board  a^;  a  body. 

"(3)  Division  of  profits  and  responsi- 
bility, in  case  of  losses,  shall  be  decided  by 
members  of  the  b'oard  in  whatever  manner 
they  choose,  before  the  first  issue  of  the 
paper." 

Eurther  the  committee  suggests: 

"(l)  That  in  order  to  aid  in  an  intelli- 
gent selection  of  the  board,  the  Editor-in- 
chief  be  required  to  keep  a  record  of  all 
contributed  matter,  and  to  print  same  in 
the  Stentor  at  least  one  week  before 
the  election. 

"(2)  That  the  students  require  at  least 
thirty  regular  issues  of  the  Stentor,  each 
to  contain  at  least  ten  pages  of  news  and 
literary  matter." 

The  report  of  the  committee  was 
accepted  by  the  students  in  mass  meeting 
assembled,  and  the  first  Stentor  board 
under  the  "New  Constitution"  was  elected 
last  year. 

How  it  WorKs. 

Possibly  no  better  commentar}-  upon 
the  system  could  be  made,  than  to  review 
its  workings  as  manifested  during  the 
College  year  now  ending.  At  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Stentor  board  of  five, 
held  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  and 
distributing  the  positions  on  the  board, 
one  of  the  members  resigned.     No  arrange- 


ment had  been  made  by  the  students  to 
meet  this  contingency,  but  at  a  special  mass 
meeting  it  was  later  decided  to  leave  the 
power  of  filling  vacancies  on  the  board  to 
the  remaining  members  of  the  board. 

The  Stentor  board  as  originally 
elected  by  the  student  body  last  June,  was 
as  follows:  Scott,  Jackman,  Burghart, 
Stevens  and  Palmer.  Jackman,  Scott  and 
Burghart  resigned  in  the  order  given  at 
different  times  during  the  j-ear  and  Howard, 
Rath  and  McConnell  were  elected  to  the 
resulting  vacancies.  Thus  of  the  original 
board  of  five  men  but  two,  the  present 
editor-in-chief  and  the  business  manager, 
were  elected    by    the    students  themselves. 

In  the  selection  of  the  new  members  of 
the  board  a  record  of  the  work  done, 
both  in  quantit\-  and  qualit}-,  was  the 
only  guide  emploj'ed.  The  precedent  has 
therefor  been  established  that  reporters 
gain  promotion  according  to  the  value  they 
have  proved  themselves  to  be  to  the  paper. 
In  another  column  may  be  found  a  complete 
list  of  the  contributors  to  the  StentOR 
while  under  the  present  editorial  manage- 
ment. It  is  possible  to  give  merely  the 
quantity  of  material  accepted  from  the  indi- 
vidual contributors.  Regarding  the  classifi- 
cation of  this  material  there  will  possibi)- 
be  some  remaks  made  before    the    election. 

The  editorial  side  of  "the  system"  has 
proved  itself  to  be  fairh'  well  adapted  to 
conditions  here  at  Lake  Forest.  It  is  not 
however,  ideal  and  we  may  ha\'e  sugges- 
tions to  make  regarding  some  minor  changes 
later  on.  Owing  to  the  repeated  changes 
in  the  personell  of  the  board  it  has  been  im- 
possible to  develop  the  co-operation  of  the 
four  editors  to  the  fullest  extent.  The  s}'s- 
tem  then,  insofar  as  it  deals  with  the  edi- 
torial side  of  the  paper  is  a  success. 

It  has  not,  however,  brought  about  all 
that  was  hoped  for  it,  in  regard  to  the  clos- 
ing up  of  the  breach  which  has  always 
existed  between  the  editorial  and  the  finan- 
cial departments.

Two  Topics  of 

More  Than  Passing  Interest. 

Considerable  space  is  given  in  this  issue 
to  the  approaching  Stextor  elections  and 
to  the  relations  between  the  business  and 
the  editorial  departments  of  the  board,  with 
some  suggestions  as^to  what  these  should 
be,  and  a  plain  statement  as  to  what  they 
are.  We  trust  that  anyone  who  is  going  to 
do  an)-  talking  on  the  subject  or  who  is 
going  to  take  from  henceforth  a  more  active 
interest  in  Stextor  conditions,  will  take 
the  trouble  to  read  carefully  this  and  pre- 
vious numbers  of  the  Stextor  wherein  the 
subject  is  treated  at  some  length.  There 
are  undoubtedly  plenty  of  men  in  College 
who  are  eminentl)' capable  of  running  the 
Stentor  but  many  of  those  who  first  come 
to  mind  are  too^busy  with  other  things  and 
so  the  Stext<jr  must  find  other  less  cele- 
brated servants.

The  Returning 
Alumni. 

During  commencement  this  year  specia 
eft'orts  should  be  made  by  the  student 
body  to  make  the  visits  of  the  returning 
alumni  enjoyable.

Having  no  alumni 
or  central  room  in  which  to  pass  awa}"  the 
time,  acquainted  in  most  cases  with  some 
of  the  professors  onl)%  the}-  have  wandered 
aimlessly  around  the  campub  for  a  while 
and  have  then  gone  away. 

This  is  not  the   rule    but    the  exception 
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to  be  sure,  but  that  does  not  remove  the 
blame  or  fault  in  the  least.  When  we  think 
of  what  the  alumni  mean  to  the  College 
and  to  us,  and  that  they  are  the  ones  who 
send  back  the  largest  and  best  majorit\- 
of  students,  we  will  certainly  desire  to  make 
their  home  comitigs  welcome  and'enjoyable. 

Formerly  this  was  done  to  a  large 
extent  by  the  two  literary  societies,  and 
as  everybody  was  a  member  of  the  one 
or  the  other  society,  all  graduates  knew 
that  they  would  be  welcomed  in  the  society 
halls,  and  entertained,'|by  their  fellow  mem- 
bers whenever  they  returned. 

The  literary  societies,  in  course  of  time, 
have  abandoned  this  policy  to  a  great  ex- 
tent, and  as  a  result  the  afore  mentioned 
condition  of  alumni  entertainment  is  pre- 
valent. But  it  should  not  remain  so,  and 
this  commencement  should  witness  the 
change.  Let  everybody  consider  that  they 
are  on  a  reception  committee  and  if  some 
old  alumnus  jcomes  around  don't  leave  him 
to  himself  because  he  is  older  than  the  rest 
of  us.  If  he  were  not  interested  in  the 
present  young  student  body,  and  did  not 
want  to  learn  from  them  what  Lake  Forest 
is  doing  now  and  tell  us  what  Lake  Forest 
used  to  do,  he  would  not  return.  But  if  we 
leave  the  alumnus  to  himself  on  his  return 
to  his  Alma  Mater,  we  cannot  expect  him 
to  keep  up  his  enthusiasm  for  the  College 
while  he  is  awa>'.  Here  is  another  chance 
to  make  Lake  Forest  College  stronger.

President  Harlan  announced  on  Thurs- 
day that  new  scholarships  had  been  given  as 
follows:

Last  Saturday's  track  meet  went  to 
Northwestern  College  by  a  final  score  of 
76    to    50.       Although    the    weather    was    a 


trifle  cold,  good  records  were  made  in 
almost  all  the  events.  The  defeat  of  Bush 
in  the  two  sprints,  at  the  out-set  of  the 
meet,  gave  the  Naperville  boys  a  lead  which 
was  never  overcome.  Bush  ran  third  in 
both  dashes,  being  beaten  out  by  Captain 
Scott  for  the  second  places.  Bush  has 
never  been  defeated  before  in  a  College 
meet.  The  time  in  these  events  was  very 
slow.  Scott  was  an  easy  winner  in  both 
hurdles,  going  over  the  high  sticks  in  17. 
The  Lake  Forest  distance  men  were  unable 
to  secure  a  first  place,  but  they  forced  the 
Northwestern  men  to  take  a  good  pace  in 
order  to  win.  j^/lunger  in  the  half-mile, 
and  Sturdevant  in  the  two-mile  did  especi- 
ally good  work.  The  Northwestern  men 
had  everything  their  own  way  in  the  weight 
events.  It  is  in  these  events  that  they 
made  their  winning  points.  Zimmerman 
did  good  work  in  the  jumps,  taking  second 
in  the  high  jump,  and  first  in  the  broad 
jump  and  pole  vault.  Luehring,  Schueller 
and  Evans  were  the  principal  stars  for 
Naperville.

Already 
a  goodly  sum  of  money  for  necessary  ex- 
pense has  been  collected  from  the  alumni, 
facult}-  and  undergraduates,  thus  unmistak- 
ably showing  the  lively  interest  which  is 
felt  by  all  for  its  success. 

This  is  onl_\"  as  it  should  be.  W'e  are 
not  yet  so  old  as  a  college  but  what  in  the 
course  of  time  we  ma)-  be  able  to  gather 
all  the  valuable  pictures  of  our  foriner  foot- 
ball warriors,  of  baseball  teams,  various 
captains  and  managers  of  athletic  organiza- 
tions, and  the  editorial  boards  of  student 
publications.  It  will  probably  be  adopted 
as  a  fact  and  tradition  that  the  Junior  class 
each  year  be  personally  responsible  for  the 
custody  of  the  Trophy  Room  and  for  the 
gathering  of  all  the  appropriate  material 
during  these  years. 

Many  suggestions  have  been  made  as

There  is  also  to  be  a  handsomely  bound 
book  which  is  to  contain  all  the  programs 
of  every  event  given  '  during  the  College 
year,  such  as  Glee  Club,  Oratorical,  Debat- 
ing, Athletic,  Dramatic  and  anything  per- 
taining to  College  life,  a  full  bound  set  of 
StENTORS,  the  Forester  and  any  souvenir 
that  may  add  interest  to  the  Trophy  Room. 
The  mtjvement  so  auspiciously  begun  prom- 
ises to  bring  results  of  incalculable  value 
in  the  fact  that  we  shall  have  some  room 
distinctively  known  and  e.KcUisively  used  as 
the  Trophy  Room,  wherein  may  be  found 
the  visible  token,  the  tangible  expression  of 
the  appreciation  cherished  for  our  leaders, 
the  memory  of  whom  the  College  will  not 
willingly  let  die.  This  appeal  is  made  to  all 
students,  members  of  the  faculty,  alumni 
and  friends  who  may  have  any  photo,  pro- 
gram or  souvenir  which  they  will  contribute 
to  the  college  and  help  to  enhance  the 
Trophy  Room  with  all  that  fosters  genuine 
college  spirit  and  helps  to  create  and  es- 
stablish  wholesome  traditions.  The  Trophy 
Room  like  every  distinctive  phase  of  col- 
lege life  is  a  factor  in  creating  college 
loyalty.  Such  a  room  means  the  renewal 
of  college  spirit.  The  memories  of  the  past, 
the  appreciation  of  present  advantages,  the 
hopes  for  the  future  bring  forth  some  new 
ideal  for  the  growth  of  the  life  of  our  Alma 
Mater,  and  link  together  present  and  past 
generations  in  the  bonds  of  loyalty  to  Lake 
Forest  College.
